The  department 
shall  lay  the  same  from  the  street  main  to  and  through  the  cellar 
wall  and  shall  place  a  stopcock  on  the  end  of  the  pipe;  the  ex- 
pense from  the  property  line  to  and  including  the  stopcock  shall 
be  paid  by  the  applicant,  and  the  department  shall  make  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  department  by  the  applicant  before  any 
rk  shall  be  done. 

\n>    person    desiring  a  second  or  new  service   pipe 
-hall  he  required  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  same   from   the   property 

\->  and  including  the  .stopcock. 
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SECT.  5.  Applicants  requesting  the  laying  of  a  service  pipe 
when  there  is  frost  in  the  ground,  shall  pay  the  expense  for  such 
work  from  the  property  line  to  and  including  the  stopcock  and 
one-half  the  cost  of  excavation  and  filling  from  the  street  main 
to  the  property  line. 

Sect.  6.  No  person,  except  an  authorized  employee  of  the 
department,  shall  turn  on  or  shut  off  the  water  supply  to  any 
premises,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  part  of  the  water 
system  or  water  supply.  All  applications  for  the  turning  on  or 
shutting  off  of  water  shall  be  made  at  the  olhce  of  the  depart- 
ment, each  such  application  to  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $1 .00. 

Sect.  7.  The  department  shall  have  the  right  to  restrict  the 
use  of  hose  or  fountains,  to  shut  off  the  water  when  necessary 
for  construction  or  repair,  or  to  shut  off  the  water  for  violation 
of  any  of  these  provisions.  When  necessary  to  shut  off  street 
mains,  the  department  shall,  if  it  reasonably  can  do  so,  give 
notice  to  water  takers  to  be  affected  thereby,  but  failure  to  give 
such  notice  shall  not  constitute  the  basis  of  any  claim  against 
the  department  for  any  damage  sustained  thereby. 

Sect.  3.  All  persons  using  water  for  boilers  or  other  pur- 
poses shall  protect  the  same  against  damage  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  water  supply  or  the  discontinuance  or  interruption  of 
water  service  by  the  maintenance  of  check  or  safety  valves. 

Sect.  9.  All  waste  of  water  is  prohibited  and  any  person 
causing  such  waste  shall  be  liable  to  the  town  for  the  same. 

Sect.  10.  The  department,  its  agents  or  employees,  shall 
at  all  reasonable  hours  have  free  access  to  the  premises  supplied 
with  water  for  the  purpose  of  installing,  repairing,  reading  and 
examining  meters  or  services  and  to  examine  water  pipes  and 
fixtures  or  the  uses  of  water  therein  or  thereon. 

Sect.  ii.  In  case  repairs  are  requested,  the  department 
shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  amount  of 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  department  by  the  applicant 
before  any  work  shall  be  done.

To   t/ie    Representative    Town    Meeting  and    Citizens  of  the 
town  of  Saugus  : 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  herewith  its  annual  report  to 
the  members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  and  citizens 
of  the  town  of  Saugus  on  the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1932. 

Probably  never  in  the  history  of  the  present  generation  has  a 
Finance  Committee  been  face  to  face  with  the  unusual  problems 
which  has  confronted  the  reporting  body.  Faced  on  one  hand 
with  the  urgent  need  for  maintaining  the  integral  departments 
of  the  town  at  their  highest  point  of  efficiency  and  on  the  other 
with  the  equally  outstanding  necessity  for  a  radical  curtailment 
of  the  town's  expenditures,  the  Finance  Committee  has  been 
forced  to  devote  weeks  to  a  reconciliation  of  both  factors. 

We  have  taken  the  position  at  the  outset  that  the 
great  need  of  1932  in  Saugus  is  a  radical  cut  in  the 
tax  rate.  Last  year  the  town  of  Saugus  had  to  assume 
virtually  $1,000,000  worth  of  property  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes.  This  constituted  approximately  one 
fifteenth  of  the  entire  valuation  of  the  town.  The 
town,  to  couch  the  situation  in  different  language, 
appropriated  and  spent  last  year  $40,000  which  was 
levied  against  property  but  not  collected.  To  make 
the  situation  worse,  the  town  borrowed  this  $40,000 
to  carry  on  the  adminstration  of  the  town.  The  money 
was  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  But  there  are 
no  taxes  collected.  Instead  of  money  the  Town  Treas- 
urer has  a  fine  collection  of  tax  deeds  in  his  office  con- 
stituting a  lien  on  nearly  $1,000,000  worth  of  Saugus 
property. 

This  situation  is  grave  !  To  make  matters  worse  it  is  con- 
servatively estimated  that  the  town  will  fail  to  collect  $60,000 
this  year,  or  another  $1,500,000  worth  of  property.  How  long 
$13,500,000  worth  of  property  can  continue  to  carry  the  burden 
of  $15,000,000  is  a  moot  question  particularly  when  there  is  no 
certainty  that  an  additional  million  or  more  will  not  be  added  in 
the  spring  of  1933. 

What  constituted  this  situation  ?  The  depression  is,  of  course, 
chiefly  responsible.       People    forced  to  live    off    the  Board  of 
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K    cannot  continue  to  meet  tax    bills.     But  there 
in  main   others  who  would  have  been  able  to  meet  their  obliga- 
-  it  tlu-  burden  had  not  boon  so  crushing. 

[*he  Finance  Committee  firmly  believes  that  the 
worst   thing  which   could   happen  to  vSaugus  this  year 

■  id  be  another  tax   rate  approaching  the  $40.90  of 

year.       \gain  and    again     representatives    of    the 

Finance  Committee  arose  on  the  Town  Hall  floor  last 

.r  and  warned  members  of  the  Representative  Town 
Meeting  that  the  town  was  headed  for  a  $41  tax  rate. 
Various  political  leaders,  anxious  to  maintain  political 
promises  made  to  residents  in  various  sections  of  the 
town,  countered  with  the  charge  that  the  Finance 
Committee  was  unable  to  predict  the  tax  rate.  The 
orgy  of  spending  continued.  The  Finance  Committee 
ega  leave  to  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  that 
their  prediction  of  a  $41  tax  rate  was  just  10  cents  too 
high.  We  leave  the  verdict  between  the  contentions 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  its  opposition  solely  in 
the  hands  of  the  citizens. 

But  whether  the  citizens  of  Saugus  want  a  lower  tax  rate  or 
not  they  must  curtail  spending.  Banking  houses  in  Boston  have 
served  notice  on  the  Town  Treasuer  that  unless  an  economy 
wave  is  put  into  effect  that  no  loans  will  be  made  during  the 
coming  year.  From  January  to  November  the  finances  of  any 
town  are  controlled  by  funds  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  the 
tax  levy.  If  the  town  of  Saugus  cannot  obtain  such  loans  it 
cannot  continue  to  operate.  Town  departments  and  employes 
who  are  opposed  to  economy  are  merely  breeding  a  situation 
wherein  they  will  find  their  budgets  not  curtailed  but  eliminated 
and  their  salaries  stopped. 

Banking  houses  have  insisted  that  the  town  cut  its 
appropriations  by  $100,000  and  maintain  a  surplus  of 
(50,000.       The  Finance  Committee  has  achieved  both 

aims. 

Last  year  the  operating  expense  of  the  town  of  Saugus  totalled 
,022.67. 
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$34  Kate  Possible 

The   recommendations  of  the   Finance  Committee   for    1932 
including  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  he  placed  into  surplus 
and   unspent,  supplementing  an  equal   sum   now  in   the  surplus 
account,  total  $607,479.15. 

This  we  believe  to  be  the  most  radical  cut  in  the  his- 
tory of  Saugus. 

The  sharp  decline  of  $119,521.92  in  the  operating  expenses 
of  the  town,  exclusive  of  the  $25,000  to  be  unspent  but  placed 
in  surplus,  means  that  no  less  than  $8  should  be  cut  from  the 
present  tax  rate. 

If  the  members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting 
will  back  the  recommedations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  the  Town  Hall  floor,  Saugus  can  have  a  tax 
rate  of  approximately  $34  in  1932  against  $40.90  last 
year. 

This  unusual  cut  should  place  the  town  of  Saugus  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  communities  of  the  Commonwealh  of  Massachusetts. 
It  will  doubtless  aid  scores  of  Saugus  people  to  pay  their  taxes 
and  bring  into  the  town  thousands  of  dollars  in  revenue  instead 
of  the  useless  tax  liens  which  are  now  cluttering  up  the  treasurer's 
office. 

We  believe  that  the  $34  rate  is  possible.  Despite  drops  in 
the  returns  from  the  state  income  tax  which  the  citizens  must 
expect,  the  increase  of  new  property  built  last  year  should  care 
for  any  depreciations  in  town  income  which  occur. 

No  Panic 

The  Finance  Committee  sincerely  hopes  that  the  members  of 
the  Representative  Town  Meeting  will  not  attempt  to  further 
cut  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee.  There 
should  be  no  panic.  Carrying  the  sword  of  economy  too  far 
may  well  ruin  departmental  plans  which  have  been  carried  on 
successfully  for  years.  The  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Committee  have  been  achieved  after  deep  study.  They  are  not 
political.  There  has  been  no  favoritism.  There  has  been,  on 
the  contrary,  a  determined  effort  to  cut  every  budget  as  deeply  as 
possible  without  interfering  with  departmental  activities  to  the 
extent  of  crippling  the  department.

Department  heads  will  doubtless  claim  that  they  have 
en  cut  to  the  quick.  This  is  to  be  expected.  The 
majority  of  the  departments  of  the  town  have  cooperated 
irtih  with  the  Finance  Committee.  Others,  how- 
ever,  have  felt  that  holding  to  their  last  year's  budget 
represented  real  economy.  A  glance  at  the  manner  in 
which  town  expenses  have  jumped  over  the  past  five 
years,  however,  will  convince  even  the  most  particular 
that  the  town  lias  increased  the  appropriations  of  many 
departments  two  and  three  times  over  this  period. 

The  Salary  Question 

Due  t>>  the  refusal  of  the  School  Committee  to  cooperate  and 
their  .>pen  declaration  that  they  would  close  the  schools  rather 
than  curtail  activities,  the  Finance  Committee  felt  the  need  of 
additional  revenue  to  accomplish  its  desires.  It  asked  the 
employes  of  the  town  to  cooperate  to  the  extent  of  making  a 
voluntary  donation  of  their  salary  of  five  per  cent  when  they 
received  from  $1,000  to  $1,500  and  of  10  per  cent  when  they 
received  from  $1,500  upwards. 

This  was  not  in  any  sense  a  wage  cut.  It  was 
^tressed  as  merely  a  voluntary  donation  for  one  year. 
It  would  have  saved  the  people  of  Saugus  $22,000,  or 
$1.50  on  the  tax  rate,  and  the  plan  was  to  use  the 
money  in  the  public  welfare  department  and  cut  that 
budget  a  corresponding  amount. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  request  was  just.  Town 
employes  have  certain  incomes  which  are  not  affected  by 
depressions.     They  are,  to  use  the  vernacular,  sitting  on   "top 

of  the  world*'   in  this  depression. 

To   make  such  a  system  effective,  however,  it  had  to  be  will- 
ingly accepted  by  all.     We    would    not  aceept    the    voluntary 
tiona  of  vome  and  use  force  on  the  remainder. 

After  a  period  of  two  weeks  of  explanation,  the 
Finance  Committee  became  convinced  that  certain 
tow  n  departments,  would  not  willingly  accept  the  dona- 
tion plan.  The  Highway  Department,  Water  Depart- 
mei  tically  every   town  official,  and  many  other 
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isolated  employees  accepted  it  almost  at  once  and  made 
public  their  willingness  to  cooperate. 

The  Finance  Committee  abandoned  the  plan  when 
it  became  obvious  that  it  could  be  enforced  only  by  the 
k4big  stick." 

Other  General  Policies 
The  Finance  Committee  has  put  into  effect  two  other  minor 
general  policies  which  have  effected  savings.  We  have 
abolished  the  practice  of  the  town  paying  for  the  home  tele- 
phones of  town  officials.  Persons  earning  excellent  salaries  at 
the  present  time  should  be  willing  to  pay  for  their  own  'phone 
service.  We  have  also  cut  from  $150  to  $ioo^the  allowance 
granted  certain  town  officials  for  the  use  of  their  cars.  Gasoline 
oil,  and  tires  have  dropped  in  price. 

In  Conclusion 

We  wish  to  draw  to  the  attention  of  the  Representa- 
tive Town  Meeting  and  citizens  of  the  town,  in  closing, 
that  we  have  endeavored  to  present  a  budget  which 
will  care  for  all  of  the  more  urgent  needs  of  the  town. 
We  have  felt  that  retrenchment  was  necessary  and  have 
eliminated  all  special  work  for  this  year.  We  have 
recommended  a  budget  which  will  care  for  all  of  the 
town's  essential  needs  and  reduce  the  tax  on  the  small 
home  assessed  at  $4,000  by  $32.  We  believe  this  to 
be  the  most  distinct  contribution  which  any  Finance 
Committee  could  make  in  this  year  of  grave  necessity. 

Action  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  General  Budget 

Assessors 

The  Board  of  Assessors  expended  in  1931  a  total  of  $7,745.63 
from  an  appropriation  of  $7,755.  The  request  of  the  board  for 
1932  totals  $7,728.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $7,100. 

The  items  deleted  or  reduced  in  the  budget  of  this  department 
follows  : 

Searching  the  Records — -The  Board  of  Assessors  spent 
$403.75  for  searching  the   records  at  Salem  in  1931.     Their  re- 
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Finance    Committee  of  that  year  and  the    amount 

allocated   at    the   Annual    Town   Meeting   was    $300.      The  Fin- 

tnce  Committee  believes  thai  it  should  be  possible  for  the  board 

to  obtain  all  accessary  legal  work  of  this  character  for  $300  and 

reduced  the  board's  request  of  $400  to  this  total. 

Dbputi  ASSESSORS— Last  year  the  board  spent  $1,200  for 
deputj  assessors.  The  men  were  paid  on  the  job  basis  rather 
than  hourly.  rhe  committee  believes  that  the  payment  was  ex- 
cesaive  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  are  countless  unemployed 
and  capable  men  in  the  community  who  would  be  willing  to  do 
the  job  for  less.  The  Finance  Committee  has,  accordingly, 
deleted  $300  from  this  item. 

Alio  Hire — Continuing  its  general  policy  of  cutting  the  sum 
allowed  town  officials  for  auto  hire  from  $150  to  $100,  the 
Finance  Committee  has  reduced  the  total  of  this  item  by  $50. 

Typewriter — The  board  requested  $125  for  a  new  type- 
writer. The  Finance  Committee  cannot  approve  the  purchase 
of  any  new  equipment  this  year  and  has  deleted  this  item  from 
the  budget  entirely.  The  committee  has  since  been  informed 
that  a  machine  in  the  possession  of  the  board  can  be  repaired 
for  a  small  sum  and  recommends  that  this  step  be  taken. 

From  other  small  segregations  in  the  budget  the  Fi-

The  Board  of  Appeals  expended  $198.17  of  an  appropriation 
200  in  193 1.      The  request  for  this  year  is  $200. 

Of  this  total  $150  is  for  the  salary  of  the  secretary.  Printing, 
postage,  and  stationery  comprises  the  remainder. 

Fhe  Finance  Committee  recommends  a  total  of  $200 

in    1932. 

Board  of  Welfare 

I  be  expenditures  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  totalled 
(6l,HO  ill  1 93  1.      The  request  for  1932  is  for  $71,980. 
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A  large  part  of  this  increase  is  clue  to  the  Old  Age  Pension. 
rhis  assistance  did  not  start  last  year  until  Sept.  1  and  cost  the 
town  $3,733.50.  This  year  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  an 
entire  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes,  however,  that  the^  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  can  well  function  for  less  money.  The  price  of 
food  and  other  commodities  has  dropped  and  it  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  to  give  as  large  grocery  orders  as  formerly.  The  city 
of  Lynn  is  rinding  that  a  substatial  cut  in  this  direction  will 
save  the  city  $40,000.  Certainly  Saugus  ought  to  be  able  to 
effect  a  saving  also. 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  asked  for  $90,000. 
Their  actual  expenses  are  shown  to  only  $61,110. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  even  with  the  large  in- 
crease in  the  old  age  assistance  item  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  can  function  this  year  at  $62,000.  This  is  the  figure 
recommended. 

Building  Inspector 

( )f  an  appropriation  of  $i  ,305  in.  193 1 ,  the  Building  Inspector 
expended   a   total    of    $1,230.20.      The   request    for  1932   is   for 

$1,256.

From  the  item  of  transportation,  the  Finance  Committee  has 
deleted  $50,  bringing  the  total  to  $100.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  a  uniform  policy  established  earlier  in  the  season.  A  re- 
quest for  $50  for  office  supplies  has  been  cut  to  $25.  The 
salary  of  $1,000  remains  stationary. 

The  total  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee 
to  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  is  for  $1,135. 

Cemetery  Department 

As  an  example  of  the  spirit  of  co-operation  displayed  in  this 
year  of  stress  by  some  town  departments,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee points  with  pride  to  the  budget  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery 
Commissioners.  The  commissioners  expended  $7,666  in  1931 
and  request  for  this  year  $5,600.  Even  this  total  was  voluntar- 
ily lowered  by  the  department  when  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
quested voluntary  salary  donations,  Superintendent  Charles  E.

Light  offering  to  take  a  reduction  of   $200  in  compensation  and 
the  laborers  to  take    their  proportionate    reduction.     Since  this 
r,  unacceptable  to  some,  the    voluntary  donations  have  not 
been  deleted  from  the  budget, 

rhia  reduction  of  27  per  cent  over  last  year's  budget  is,  the 
Finance  Committee  believes,  indicative  of  the  desire  of  the 
of  Cemetery  Commissioners  to  assist.  It  might  be 
pointed  out  that  Riverside  cemetery  last  year  is  entirely  self- 
supporting  and  lias  shown  a  profit  in  three  of  the  last  four 
years.  The  receipts  last  year  were  $8,692  against  expenditures 
for  all  cemetery  work  of  $7,666,  giving  a  net  profit  to  the  town 
of  $19027.57.  The  board  of  commissioners  estimate  that  the 
cemetery  will  take  in  $S,ooo  this  year.  This,  assuming  that  the 
Representative  Town  Meeting  follows  the  Finance  Committee's 
recommendation  in  making  the  year's  appropriation,  will  show 
a  net  profit  for  1932  of  $2,400. 

Old  Parish  Ground 

Last  year  the  town  meeting  directed  that  $1,000  of  the  ceme- 
ur\  appropriation  should  be  expended  on  the  Old  Parish 
Burial  Ground  in  Saugus  Center.  The  major  project  accom- 
plished was  the  relaying  of  the  retaining  wall. 

This  year  the  board  wishes  to  do  such  work  as  may  be  required 
in  this  lot  from  their  regular  appropriation.  No  special  appro- 
priation is  asked  for. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  unable  to  find  any  items 
in  the  budget  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 
which  could  be  pared  without  impairing  efficiency. 
The  committee  recommends  to  the  Representative 
Town  Meeting  the  appropriation  of  $5,600. 

Engineering  Department 

The  town  of  Saugus  last  year  appropriated  $2,280  for  the 
establishment  of  an  engineering  department  within  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works.  During  the  past  year  the  engineer  has 
done  considerable  valuable  work,  particularly  in  the  plotting  of 
new  construction  and  the  location  of  water  gates,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  views  with  regret  a  situation  which  forces 
them  to  the  conclusion  that  the  retention  of  the  engineer  on  full 
time  iti  no  longer  advisable. 
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The  committee,  however,  is  faced  by  the  fact  that  the  town 
will  do  new  construction  work  this  year.  There  are  no  side- 
walks to  be  laid  out  and  no  street  grades  to  be  attained.  If  the 
recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  adopted  by  the 
Representative  Town  Meeting,  there  will  be  no  new  construc- 
tion of  any  nature  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  will  de- 
vote its  time  solely  in  repairing  streets  and  caring  for  the  normal 
needs  of  the  Water  Department. 

The  committee,  accordingly,  cannot  conceive  the  advisability 
of  retaining  an  experienced  engineer  at  $40  per  week.  In  the 
event  that  any  grades  are  to  be  established,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  should  be  able  to  attend  to  this  small  detail. 

In  considering  the  abolition  of  the  department,  however,  the 
Finance  Committee  faced  two  facts  which  merited  their  careful 
consideration.  They  found  that  if  the  department  were  entirely 
abolished,  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  add  $500  to  the  Board 
of  Assessors'  budget  to  pay  for  engineering  services.  They  also 
found  that  the  engineer  is  now  in  the  midst  of  invaluable  work 
in  water  gates  and  charting  them  for  future  reference. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  it  would 
be  expedient  for  the  town  to  appropriate  $1,000  for 
use  of  the  Engineering  Department,  thereby  enabling 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  retain  the  engineer  at  suffi- 
cient periods  to  enable  him  to  do  the  work  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  complete  the  work  on  water  gates. 

As  the  engineer  has  been  working  during  the  past 
weeks  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  abolish  the  posi- 
tion before  April  1,  an  appropriation  for  salary  is 
imperative. 

Finance  Committee 

The  expenditures  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  1931  totalled 
$1,151.38.  The  bulk  of  this  total  is  consumed  in  charges  for 
printing  the  various  committee  reports  preceding  each  regular 
or  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  request  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  1932  is 
$800,  of  which  $250  comprises  the  salary  of  the 
secretary. 
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fire  Department 

Operating   expenses   of   the    Fire   Department,  exclusive   of 
n.  totalled  -Ss.N\;.;i  in    193 1 .     The  Finance  Committee 
1  mends  the  appropriation  of  $4,260  in  1932. 

rhe    Finance   Committee   has   made  drastic  reductions  in   the 
estimates  of  the   Board  of   Fire  Engineers.     The  request  of  the 
•  I  of  Engineers  for  the  ensusing  year  totalled  $9,815. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  how- 
ever, that  the  various  reductions  in  the  budget  of  the 
Fire  Department  will  not  interfere  with  the  efficiency 
of  the  department.  During  the  past  few  years  the 
operating  expense  of  the  Fire  Department  has  in- 
creased by  leaps  and  bounds.  In  1927,  the  total  expen- 
ditures were  only  $3,600  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Engi- 
neers turned  back  to  surplus  over  $600.  This  is  a  year 
when  the  town  must  get  back  to  rock  bottom  and  when 
many  things  permitted  in  prior  years  must  be  entirely 
eliminated. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  has  been  acquainted  with  the 
action  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  various  items  in  the 
budget  and  has  not  registered  general  disapproval.  It  is  the 
committee's  hope  that  the  board  will  do  all  possible  to  carry  on 
the  department  within  the  figure  specified  by  the  committee. 

The  committee  has  made  the  following  major  changes  in  the 
budget : 

Apparatus  Repairs 

The  Hoard  of  Fire  Engineers  requested  $700  for  apparatus 
repairs  this  year.  Last  year  they  spent  only  $107.45.  The 
equipment  is  believed  to  be  in  excellent  condition  and  the 
board's  request  includes  the  cost  of  installing  a  booster  pump 
on  one  piece  of  apparatus  and  an  improved  steering  equipment 
on  another.  The  Finance  Committee  does  not  feel  that  this  is 
r  to  purchase  unnecessary  innovations.  That  the  depart- 
ment  has  been  functioning  successfully  without  this  equipment 
in  the  past  would  indicate  that  it  would  be  able  to  do  so  in  the 
future.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $600  from  this 
item  and  recommends  $lOO,  which  is  comparable  with  last  year. 
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(iasoline,  Grease,  and  Oil 

Vlthough  the  department  spent  only  $211.97  for  gasoline, 
grease  and  oil  in  1931,  they  estimate  that  this  expense  will  total 
$350  this  year.  With  this  reasoning  the  Finance  Committee 
cannot  concur.  The  committee  has  deleted  $150  from  this  item 
and  recommends  $200. 

Beds  and  Bedding 

The  hoard  spent  only  $9  under  this  item  in  1931.  They  re- 
quest  $75  this  year.       The  Vinance  Committee  recommends  $10. 

Labor  on  Fire  Alarm 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  expended  $81.20  for 
labor  on  the  fire  alarm.  The  board  was  unable  to  tell  the 
Finance  Committee  how  the  system  was  in  any  worse  condition 
this  year  than  last  season.  Yet  the}-  requested  $300  for  the 
item.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $22^  and  recom- 
mends $75. 

Fire  Alarm  Boxes 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  town  for  several  seasons  to  ex- 
pend $300  a  year  in  fire  alarm  boxes.  The  board  of  engineers 
asked  the  usual  sum  this  season.  The  Finance  Committee, 
however,  believes  that  this  is  an  item  which  may  well  be  elim- 
inated entirely  for  this  year.  The  town  will  lose  nothing  if  it 
installs  no  fire  alarm  boxes  this  year.  We  have  deleted  this  re- 
quest from  the  budget. 

Labor  on    Hydrants 

The  board  expended  $59.40  in  193 1  for  shoveling  snow  away 
from  hydrants.  This  year  they  request  $200.  The  Finance 
Committee  suggests  that  this  work  be  done  by  members  of  the 
fire  department  and  has  deleted  this  item  entirely  from  the 
budget.  In  these  days  when  wages  are  being  cut  in  all  lines  of 
industries,  men  with  steady  positions  such  as  members  of  the 
fire  department  enjoy  ought  to  be  willing  to  shovel  snow  away 
from  hydrants  when  otherwise  disengaged  instead  of  the  town 
being  compelled  to  hire  men  to  do  the  work. 

Equipment  for  Men 

Last  year  the  board  expended  $110.58  for  equipment  for 
men.      This  year  they  request  $200.     No  reason  has  been  given 
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be   large  increase.     The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
o. 

Fire    Alarm    System 

rhe  department  requests  $500  for  equipment  for  the  fire 
alarm  system  and  $500  for  repairs  on  the  system.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommends  $100  for  equipment. 

Call    Firemen 

Chid  Mellen  R.  Joy  of  the  department  has  informed  the 
Finance  Committee  that  the  town's  10  call  firemen  are  of  doubt- 
ful value.  He  protests  against  their  failure  to  respond  to 
alarms  and  has  impressed  the  committee  with  the  need  of  a 
radical  departure  from  this  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  finds  that  the  fire  depart- 
ment is  today  at  its  highest  point  of  efficiency.  The 
committee  believes  that  it  would  entail  no  danger  to  the 
town  and  would  not  injure  the  department's  standing  to 
operate  a  year  with  fewer  call  firemen.  The  present 
group  have  only  been  on  the  force  for  the  past  three 
years  and  previous  to  that  time  the  town  operated  for 
some  years  with  only  two. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  all 
but  three  call  firemen  be  eliminated  and  has  included  $575  in 
the  budget  to  pay  the  salaries  of  these  three  men  for  the  entire 
year  and  the  remaining  seven  for  the  month  of  January.  The 
committee  notified  the  board  of  engineers  late  in  that  month  of 
their  intended  recommendation  and  suggested  that  seven  men  be 
dropped  as  of  Feb.   1.

Fire  Hose 

The  Board  of    Fire   Engineers   request  $1,000  in  their  budget 

for    the   purchase    of    hose.      The    Finance  Committee  believes 

that  n  is  sound  judgment  for  the  town  to    purchase  this  amount 

ol  hose   annually  until    its  present    worn    hose  can   be  replaced. 

item  has  been  left  in  the  budget. 
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Sick  and  Injured 

The  board  requests  $1,000  for  the  payment  of  sick 
and  injured.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  this 
item  from  the  budget  entirely.  Other  than  those  in- 
jured in  the  line  of  duty,  the  Finance  Committee  be- 
lieves that  there  should  be  no  necessity  of  the  town 
hiring  additional  men  when  someone  is  sick.  Other 
members  of  the  department,  normally  enjoying  time 
off,  should  be  willing  to  fill  in.  The  committee  does 
not  feel  that  the  town  should  be  forced  to  hire  men  to 
fill  in  for  those  who  are  ill.  If  this  is  to  be  done, 
there  should  be,  the  committee  feels,  a  definite  alloca- 
tion of  the  amount  of  time  that  department  members 
can  draw  pay  when  ill.  The  committee  feels  that  this 
system  should  also  be  put  into  effect  in  the  police  de- 
partment. The  Chief  of  Police  should  not  expend  the 
town's  money  in  hiring  specials  when  men  are  ill  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  grave  emergency.  These  are  days 
when  the  taxpayer's  pocketbook  must  be  protected  as 
far  as  is  possible  with  good  judgment. 

Painting  Hydrants 

This  is  a  new  segregation  which  the  board  has  placed  in  its 
budget  this  year.  The  Finance  Committee  does  not  believe 
that  the  request  appropriation  of  $225  for  painting  hydrants  is 
necessary,  however,  and  has  deleted  the  item  from  the  budget. 
This,  also,  could  be  done  by  members  of  the  fire  department  in 
their  spare  time. 

Gas  flask 

The  department  requests  the  appropriation  of  $200  for  the 
purchase  of  a  gas  mask.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted 
this  item  from  the  budget.  The  committee  feels  that  the  town 
can  get  along  without  this  equipment  this  year. 

Miscellaneous 

The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  many  other  lesser  sums 
from  the  Fire  Department  budget.  We  feel  that  the  town  will 
obtain  just  as  good  service  from  the  department  this  year  as  they 
have  in  the  past  and  that  efficiency  can  be  maintained  at  the 
figure  recommended. 
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rhe  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
appropriation   of    $4,260  for  the   Fire   Department  in

Firemen's  Salaries 

llu-  Finance  Committee  begs   leave  to   report  that  leap  year 
will   benefit   not   only  the  spinsters  but  also  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department.      As  a  result  of  the  additional  day,  the  appro-

rhe  Finance  COmmittee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  this  sum  and  also  $2,500  for  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  and  $2,300  for  the  salary  of  the  Captain. 

Forest  Fire  Warden 

1'hc  Forest  Fire  Warden  expended  in  1931  the  sum  of  $286.61. 
He  requested  for  1932  the  sum  of  $400,  including  an  appropria- 
tion of  $100   for  forest  fire   appliances  and  $200  for  services  at 
r<  S, 

The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $300,  including  salary  of  $100,  is  ample 
for  this  department  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Gypsy  Moth  Department 

The  sum  which  the  town  of  Saugus  must  expend  annually  in 
gypsy  moth  extermination  is  fixed  by  statue  at  $5,000  and  can- 
not be  touched  through  any  action  of  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  unable,  therefore, 
to  affect  any  saving  in  the  administration  of  this  depart- 
ment and  recommends  to  the  Representative  Town 
Meeting  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  1932. 

Health    Department 

The  Hoard  of  Health  expended  in  1931  a  total  of  $4,965.60. 
The  request  for  1932  is  $5,495. 

The  expense   of  the  board  have  increased  considerably  during 

the  past  year,  the  full  effect  of  which  will  not  be   realized  until 

ear.       The    board    has   opened    an   office   in   the  Town  Hall 

and  engaged  a   clerk   at   a   salary  of  $12   per  week,  which  they 

propose  tins  year  to  raise  to  $15. 
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The  Finance  Committee  has  voted  to  recommend   a 
flat  of  $5,000  for  the  expenses  of  the  hoard  in   193-- 

Highway  Department 

In  attacking  the  problem  concentrated  in  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment budgets  the  Finance  Committee  had  the  cooperation  of 
both  Superintendent  Dexter  G.  Pratt  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  the  Hoard  of  Selectmen.  Budgets  were 
reduced  to  the  lowest  level  in  recent  years  before  they  were 
presented  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  consideration. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  has  made  still 
more  drastic  reductions  in  the  operating  expense  of  the 
Highway  Department.  The  committee  has  taken  the 
stand  that  there  should  be  a  sharp  curtailment  in  the 
work  of  the  department  in  1932,  that  no  major  improve- 
ments should  be  attempted  on  the  town's  streets,  that 
all  sidewalk  work  should  be  eliminated,  and  that  the 
major  function  of  the  Highway  Department  during  the 
coming  year  should  concern  the  upkeep  of  existing 
street  surface. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  condition  is  a  necessity. 
There  are  admittedly  many  streets  which  urgently  need 
repair.  There  are  many  sections  of  the  town  where 
sidewalks  are  a  grave  need.  But  standing  preeminently 
over  all,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
stands  the  fact  that  the  town's  greatest  need  in  1932  is 
to  balance  its  municipal  budget.  It  the  town  works 
itself  into  a  financial  condition  unsatisfactory  to  the 
banking  houses  the  immediate  reaction  will  be  the 
inability  to  borrow  funds  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  If 
this  should  occur,  the  inevitable  result  would  be  that 
the  town  would  have  to  suspend  all  activities  if  not 
come  under  the  control  of  a  state  appointed  com- 
mission. 

Contrasting;  Expense 

Expenditures  under  the  Highway  Department  in  1931  reached 
the  total  of  $56,200.  This  includes  general  highways,  the 
repairing  of  many  streets  designated  under  special  articles, 
purchases  of  equipment,  and  other  items.

rhe  committee  is  convinced  that  to  cut  this  total  lower  would 
be  to  totally  cripple  the  department.  We  believe  that  the  High- 
\.iv  Department  can  he  operated  and  the  streets  maintained 
at  the  figure  recommended.  It  cannot  be  done,  however,  unless 
'he  Hoard  of  Selectmen  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
exercises  the  highest  degree  of  economy. 

Of  this  total  of  $12,500,  nearly  $8,000  is  for  labor.  The 
majority  of  the  remaining  sum  is  for  tar  patch  and  sand  and 
gravel. 

The     Finance    Committee,    therefore,    recommends 
$12,500  for  General  Highways  in  1932. 

Tar  Sidewalk  Repairs 

The  expenditures  of  the  town  for  tar  sidewalk  repairs  in  1931 
totalled  $750.  The  request  this  year  is  for  $1,000.  The 
Fi nance  Committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  town  is  deluged 
with  suits  yearly  as  a  result  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  town's 
tar  sidewalks.  If  would  appear  wise  to  maintain  the  policy  of 
repairing  a  stretch  annually.  The  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends $500  for  this  item. 

Cleaning  Catch  Basins 

The  request  for  this  item  is  $500.     The  Finance  Committee, 
ver,  believes  that  this  work  can   well  be  done  by  welfare 
men  and  has  deleted  the  item  from  the  budget. 

Street  Cleaning 

rhe    department  has  requested    $1,000  for  cleaning    streets. 
rhe   Finance  Committee  believes- that  this  can  also  be  done  by 
re  men  and  has  deleted  this  item  from  the  budget. 
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Resurfacing 

Last  year  the  town  expended  $4,000  in  spring  resurfacing  of 
the  main  streets  withlasphalt.  That  this  prolongs  the  life  of  the 
street  cannot  be  denied. 

The  request  this  year  is  for  $i 0,000.  The  Finance  Commit- 
tee does  not  believe  that  this  is  a  year  to  indulge  in  such  an  ex- 
panded program  of  resurfacing.  The  committee  recommends 
$|,ooo  as  a  comparable  figure  with  that  spent  last  year. 

Fences 

The  town  spent  $500  for  fencing  in  [931.  The  request  is  for 
$150.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  this  item  from  the 
budget. 

Curbings  and  Sidewalks 

As  contrasted  with  expenditures  of  $12,000  last  year,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  asked  for  but  $3,000  this  year.  The 
Finance  Committee,  however,  believes  that  all  curbing  and 
sidewalk  work  should  be  abolished  this  year  and  has  eliminated 
this  item  from  the  budget.  This  worthy  work  may  well  be 
picked  up  in  a  more  prosperous  year. 

Pleasant  Street  Drain 

The  Selectmen  asked  for  $350  to  complete  a  drain  on  Pleasant 
street.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  this  item  from  the 
budget.      The  work  may  well  be  done  in  some  future  year. 

Vitrified  Pipe 

The  Selectmen  asked  for  $500  to  purchase  vitrified  pipe.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  deleted  this  item  from  the  budget. 

Can  Be  Operated 

In  conclusion  the  Finance  Committee  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  department,  in  its  opinion,  can  be  operated  within 
the  above-mentioned  recommendations.  It  has  been  the  earnest 
attempt  of  the  Finance  Committee  not  to  cut  any  budgets  to  the 
limit  that  departmental  activities  will  be  crippled. 

Inspector  of  Animals 

The  expenses  of  the  Inspector  of  Animal's  Department  in 
1931  totalled  $78^.  The  Inspector  asked  for  a  like  amount  this 
year. 
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rhe  Finance  Committee,  however,  has  deleted  the  sum  of  $50 
!t     5150    previously  allowed  for  automobile  use   and   $35 
he  home  telephone  o\  the  Inspector. 

rhe  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  an 
tppropriation  of  $705  for  the  expense  of  this  depart- 
ment in  1932. 

Insurance 

Due  to  unemployment  relief  work  carried  on  during  the  past 
I  \>  years,  the  expense  of  the  town  for  insurance  this  year  shows 
a    radical  gain. 

rhe  town  spent  for  insurance  in  1931  a  total  of  $6,637.78. 
The  request  this  year  is  for  $8,917.38. 

Accidents    occurring   to    unemployed    working   for  the   town 

accounts  for  the  great  jump.   The  insurauce  companies  have  been 

deluged  with  claims  for  accidents  occurring  to  those  working  in 

water  ditches.      The    result   has  been  a  jump  in  the  rate  from 

(9.37  in  1 93 1  to  $4,500  this  year. 

It  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  so  many  "accidents"  marred 
the  town's  excellent  standing  with  reference  to  an  insurance  rat- 
ing.  It  is  >aid  that  men  working  for  the  town  at  $14.40  every 
other  week  found  it  profitable  in  some  cases  to  sustain  ainjuries" 
which  brought  them  in  $18  a  week  for  an  almost  unlimited 
period.  The  result  is  that  the  burden  of  increase  insurance  costs 
must  be  borne  by  the  town  whether  or  not  any  work  of  this 
nature  is  done  in  1932. 

An  item  of  $425  in  the  insurance  budget  for  liability  insurance 
on  town  automobiles  has  been  discontinued.  The  committee 
found  that  the  district  attorney  of  Suffolk  county  has  ruled  that 
it  is  unnecessary  for  municipalities  to  insure  municipal 
equipment. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $8,400  for  insurance. 

Law  Department 
The  law  department  spent  in  1931  a  total  of  $1,025,  of  which 

was  transferred  from  the  reserve    fund  to  settle  an    existing 

Dtered  against  the  town. 
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The  request  of  the  department  this  year  is  $750.      The 
nance  Committee  recommends   the   appropriation    of 
this  amount. 

nemorial  Day 

The  appropriation  for  Memorial  Day  exercises  in  1 93 1  was 
$400.  The  expenditures,  however,  totalled  $450,  due  to  the 
fact  that  an  additional  band  was  engaged,  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee transferred  the  additional  money  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  request   for   1 93 1    is  for  $450   and   the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  this  total. 


Planning  Board 

The  expenses  of  the  Planning  Board  in  1 93 1  totalled  $173.09, 
the  balance  of  an  appropriation  of  $200  reverting  to  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  tne  ex- 
penses of  this  board,  which  are  very  nominal,  can  be 
maintained  at  $150  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  recom- 
mends this  total  to  the  Representative  Town  Meeting. 

Playgronds 

Maintenance  of  the  town's  playgrounds  in  1931  cost  the  tax- 
payers of  the  town  a  total  of  $3,581.44.  The  request  for  1932 
is  for  $2,450. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  town's  play- 
grounds should  be  maintained  for  the  current  year  but 
that  no  expansion  should  be  attempted.  If  a  place  is 
provided  for  the  children  to  play,  the  committee  feels 
that  the  town  will  have  done  all  that  it  should  in  justice 
attempt  during  the  present  crisis. 

The  committee  wishes  to  commend  the  board  of  playground 
commissioners  for  their  apparant  spirit  of  cooperation  in  sub- 
mitting a  budget  with  such  a  radical  decrease  over  the  expenses 
of  the  previous  year.  The  committee,  feels,  however,  that  the 
curtailment  of  playground  activities  can  be  carried  even  further 
than  suggested  by  the  board  without  cutting  into  the  town's 
plans  for  providing  a  suitable  playground  for  the  children  of  the 
community. 
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stackpole's  Field 

flu    board  of  commissioners    requested  an  appropriation  of 
the  maintenance  of  Stackpole's  field.     This  is  for  the 
v  of   1  caretaker.     The   Finance  Committee    believes  that 
the  field  should   be  maintained  and  that  it  would  be  false  eco- 
nomy for  the   town   to   allow  the   field   to   stand    neglected   for  a 
rhe    baseball    diamond,   in    particular,   should  be  given 
careful  attention.      The  committee  has  included   this  item  in  the 
budget. 

Instructors 

Last  star  the  commissioners  expended  $550  for  playground 
instructors.  They  requested  $600  this  year,  intending  to  open 
the  playground  beside  the  Saugus  river  in  the  East  Saugus  sec- 
tion of  the  town.  The  Finance  Committee,  however,  disagrees 
with  the  commissioners  on  this  item  and  is  of  the  belief  that  this 
playground  should  not  be  opened  at  this  time.  The  field  is  in 
DO  condition  to  he  used,  the  committee  feels,  and  it  would  be 
expedient  to  wait  until  more  filling  is  provided  and  the  town  is 
financially  able  to  expand  its  playground  activities.  The  Fin- 
ance Committee  recommends  $550. 

Filling 

The  commissioners  requested  $750  for  filling  at  the 
Cliftondale  playground  and  $250  for  labor  in  spread- 
ing the  fill.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  the 
Cliftondale  playground  can  well  be  operated  as  it  is  for 
another  year.  These  items  have  been  deleted  from  the 
budget. 

Hockey  Rink 

The  Finance  Committee  also  disapproves  of  a  requested  ap- 
propriation of  $200  for  the  erection  of  a  hockey  rink.  This 
would  also  appear  to  be  something  which  might  well  be  de- 
terred until  more  prosperous  times. 

Miscellaneous 

1  he  board  requests  $250  for  miscellaneous  expenses.  The 
Finance  Committee  recommends  $150. 

I  he  Finance  Committee,  by  majority,  recommends 
the  Appropriation    of  $1,100    for  the    maintenance  of 
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playgrounds  in  1932.     On  this  question   Mr.  Frank  F. 
Humphries  was  recorded  in  the  negative. 

Plumbing    Inspector 

The  budget  of    the  plumbing    inspector's  department  in  193 1 

totalled  $1,500.      The  request   for  this  year  is  for  $1,600.  The 

plumbing    inspector  is  the  only  town  official  to  request  the  Fin- 
ance Committee  for  a  raise  in  salary. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  budget,  the  Finance  Committee 
found  that  the  inspector  is  paid  a  salary  of  $1,200  a  year.  He 
is  allowed  $300  a  year  for  expenses,  including  auto  transporta- 
tion and  office  expense. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector  is  now  using  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  Health  as  his  office  and  has  the  services  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  attending  to  the  clerical  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  Finance  Committee  has  lowered  the  allowance  for 
auto  transportation  granted  all  town  officials  from  $i^o  to  $100 
a  year. 

The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  this  is  a  proper  year  to 
raise  salaries  and  has  rejected  the  request  of  the  Inspector  for  an 
additional  $100  yearly  in  his  compensation  rate. 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Inspector's  work  is  now  handled  by  the  office  at  the 
Town  Hall,  recommends  a  total  of  $1,300  for  the 
department  in  1932,  of  which  $1,200  shall  constitute 
the  salary  of  the  Inspector. 

Police  Department 

The  appropriation  of  the  Police  Department  in  193 1  was 
$30,743.20.      This  year  the  request  is  for  $31,312.80. 

The  expense  of  the  department  have  shown  a  growth  due  to 
the  retirement  of  Roland  L.  Mansfield  as  Chief  of  Police  and  the 
necessity  of  providing  for  his  pension.  So  that  the  taxpayers  of 
the  town  may  have  an  idea  of  the  amount  which  the  town  pays 
annually  in  pensions,  the  Finance  Committee  has  decided  to 
delete  this  item  from  the  police  budget  and  make  it  a  separate 
town  charge.  The  cost  this  year  for  pensions  will  be  $2,324.80, 
comprising  the  pensions  of  Charles  O.  Thompson  and  Roland 
L.  Mansfield. 
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Tlu    Finance    Committee    has    made    the   following   budget 
b  in  the  Police  I  department  : 

Poi  [CB— Chief   fohn  T.  Stuart  asked  for  $2,000  for 

.,!    police    againsl    expenditures    last   year   of   $2,338.74. 

Tlu-  Finance  Committee   points  to  the  fact  that  last  year  was  an 

season  foi  special  police  due  to  the  retirement  of  the  Chief 

and  the  necessity  ^\  hiring  special  policemen  for  several  months 

to  till   the  vacancy.      When   the    Hoard   of   Selectmen   appointed 

a   new    patrolman   to   the   department   several    months  ago    they 

publicl)    announced    that    they  took    this    step    to    increase  the 

efficiency  of  the  department  by  substituting  a  regular  for  special 

policeman.      In  view  of  this  situation,   the  Finance  Committee 

that  the  request  for  special   police  is  excessive  and  that  the 

Police     Department     should     function     this    year     on     a    lower 

appropriation. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  no  special 
policeman  he  engaged  during  the  summer  months  to 
cover  in  while  regular  officers  are  enjoying  their  annual 
vacations.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  men 
fill  in  during  the  vacations  of  other  members  and  that 
the  town  be  put  to  no  cost  for  their  vacations  this  year. 
The  committee  believes  that  this  is  a  reasonable  request 
to  make  of  the  police  department  in  this  year  of  abnor- 
mality. The  Finance  Committee  points  to  the  fact 
that  there  has  never  been  any  expense  in  the  Fire 
Department  because  of  vacations. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $1,000  from  the  request 
of  Chief  Stuart  for  special  police  and  believes  that  the  depart- 
ment can  be  conducted  at  the  recommended  figure. 

AMBULANCE — The  Police  Department  request  $150  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  ambulance  this  year.  Last  year  the  cost  was 
$43.76.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $50  from  the 
requested  total. 

AUTOMOBILES — The    Police     Department    request    $200    this 

year    for    the    maintenance    of     police    cars.       They    expended 

,53    last  year  for  cars  but  this  includes  the  purchase  of  a 

lord.       The    Finance    Committee    is    convinced  that    this 

is  excessive  and  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $50  for 

this  item. 
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MOTORCYCLES — Last  year  the  department  spent  $413.55  for 
motorcycles,  including  the  purchase  of  a  new  machine.  They 
request  $350  this  year,  including  the  purchase  price  of  another 
new  machine.  The  committee  has  had  a  conference  with  the 
mechanic  who  handles  the  police  motorcycles  and  rinds  that 
while  he  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  machine,  that  he  feels 
that  the  old  one  can  be  repaired  for  about  $35.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommends  $50  for  motorcycles  against  the  $350 
requested. 

Office  Expense — The  request  of  the  Police  Department  for 
office  expense  is  $200  against  expenditures  of  $493.84.  The 
expenditures  of  last  year,  however,  includes  a  new  desk,  type- 
writer, filing  system,  and  other  things  of  a  like  character.  The 
Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting 
was  very  generous  with  the  Police  Department  and  that  no  new 
equipment  should  be  purchased  this  year.  The  committee  has 
deleted  $150  from  the  requested  $200  under  this  item. 

Miscellaneous — From  other  items  in  the  budget  the  Finance 
Committee  has  made  small  adjustments  as  follows  :  Gasoline, 
requested  $275,  spent  last  year  $226.52,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  $200;  motor  oil,  spent  last  year  $15.25,  requested 
$25,  recommended  $15  ;  equipment  for  men,  spent  last  year, 
$308.17,  requested  $150,  recommended  $75. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  its  recommendations  are 
only  consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  town  and  that  the  Police 
Department  can  function  within  the  budget. 

The  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$27,162  for  the  Police  Department  and  $2,324.80  for 
pensions. 

Public  Library 

The  Saugus  Public  Library  cost  the  citizens  of  the  town 
$7,573  in  1931,  exclusive  of  the  new  addition.  The  Board  of 
Library  Trustees  have  requested  an  appropriation  of  $7,393  for 
1932. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees are  doing  an  excellent  job  in  the  maintenance  of  the  library. 
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saving  which  the  committee  has  been  able  to  effect  in  this 
baa  been  possible  to  a  great  degree  only  through  the  cur- 
l.iilmrnt  of  activities. 

New  Books 

rhe  Board  of  [ruateea  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,500 
for  new  books  this  year.  Last  year  they  expended  $2,910.49 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes,  however,  that 
tliis  is  an  item  which  may  well  be  cut  to  some  extent. 
It  should  be  possible  for  the  library  to  carry  on  for  one 
year  with  fewer  new  books  than  they  have  been  in  the 
custom  of  purchasing.  That  the  curtailment  will  be 
disagreeable  to  the  reading  public  is  to  be  expected.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  this  is  an 
unusual  year — the  most  unusual  year  in  a  generation — 
and  that  every  possible  saving  must  be  effected  for  the 
benefit  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  town.  The  Public 
Library  has  many  thousands  of  excellent  books  on  its 
-helves  and  a  sharp  curtailment  in  the  purchase  of  new 
volumes,  while  distasteful,  is  an  economy  which  may 
be  effected  without  crippling  the  excellent  service  ren- 
dered by  this  important  public  institution. 

rhe  Finance  Committee,  as  a  matter  of  emergency, 
has  deleted  $1,000  from  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  new  volumes,  and  recommends  $1,500  for 
this  item. 

Assistance 

The  trustees  expended  $1,251  for  assistants  to  the  librarian 
in  1931.  They  requested  this  year  $1,475.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee believes  that  in  a  normal  year  this  would  be  a  reasonable 
request,  for  the  demands  upon  the  library  are  increasing  rapidly. 
The  committee  believes,  however,  that  the  trustees  should 
attempt  to  get  along  this  year  without  much  additional  expense. 
The  committee  has  deleted  $100  from  this  item. 

Miscellaneous  Items 

The  trustees   requested   an  item  of  $50  for  furniture,  desiring 
to  pur.  base  some  magazine  racks.     With  regret,  the  committee 
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has  deleted  this  item  from  the  budget.  The  sum  of  $43  has 
also  beeo  taken  from  their  request  of  $125  for  miscellaneous 
expense. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $6,200  for  the  expense  of  the  Public  Library 
in  1932. 

Public  Works 

The  budget  of  the  Public  Works  Department  consists  almost 
exclusively  of  salaries.  The  maintainance  of  the  office  cost  the 
town  in  1931  a  total  of  $6,088.48.  The  request  for  1932  is  for 
$6,137. 

The  increase  is  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  town  spent 
only  $2,897.45  for  the  Superintendent's  salary  last  year.  He 
did  not  take  office  until  after  the  Town  Meeting.  This  year  the 
request  is  for  $3,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  from  the  budget  the  sum 
of  $37  previously  expended  for  the  home  telephone  of  the 
Superintendent. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  the  appropriation  of  $6,100  for  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

Reserve  Fund 

The  reserve  fund  for  1931  was  set  by  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  at  $8,000.  Of  this  total  $7,798.66  was  transferred  by 
the  Finance  Committee  to  various  town  departments.  A  bal- 
ance of  $201.34  nas  reverted  to  surplus. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  liberal  appropria- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  Depart- 
ment of  Soldiers'  Relief  and  believes  that  they  are  ample  to 
carry  them  through  the  year.  In  view  of  this,  the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  that  only  $6,000  be  appropriated  this 
year  as  a  reserve  fund. 

Safety  Committee 

The  Safety  Committee  had  an  appropriation  of  $500  in  193 1. 
Of  this  total,  the  committee  expended  $386.36. 
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Tlu  request  lot  1932  is  for  $300.  The  Finance  Committee 
wever,  thai  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Safety  Com- 
mit tec-  has  been  bo  thorough  that  much  additional  work  might 
be  discontinued  in  1932  without  substantial  loss  to  the  town. 
rhe  committee  feels  that  this  is  a  committee  where  the  major 
work  could  be  safely  postponed  for  a  year. 

rhe  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  an 
appropriation  of  $so  in  1932  for  the  use  of  the  Safety 
Committee. 

School  Department 

rhe  request  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  operation  of  the 
town's  schools  in  1932  totals  $205,000. 

rhe  original  request  of  the  School  Committee  was  for 
$221,830.  Following  the  action  of  the  Finance  Committee  in 
asking  all  town  employees  to  accept  a  voluntary  salary  donation, 
the  School  Committee  held  several  meetings  and  finally  sub- 
mitted to  the  Finance  Committee  the  reduced  budget  of 
$205,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  when  the  School  Committee  presented  its  original  budget 
of  $221  .N30  that  that  majority  of  the  committee  strenuously  con- 
tended that  they  had  reached  rock  bottom  at  this  figure.  It  was 
stated  by  the  majority  of  the  School  Committee  that  they  had 
pared  the  recommendations  of  Supt.  Jesse  W.  Lambert,  which 
were  in  excess  of  $233,000,  to  the  bone,  and  that  $221,830  was 
the  lowest  figure  at  which  the  town's  schools  could  be  main- 
tained for  the  coming  year. 

At  this  time  the  Finance  Committee  also  wishes  to 
draw  to  the  attention  of  the  Representative  Town 
Meeting  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  that  the  majority 
of  the  School  Committee  informed  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  if  the  budget  was  cut  to  $205,000  that  they 
would  continue  under  the  same  system,  operate  the 
schools  for  30  weeks  instead  of  38,  and  then  close 
down.  The  majority  of  the  committee  declared  em- 
phatically that  they  would  brook  no  retrenchment  and 
that  it  was  their  intention  to  operate  with  the  present 
-tatf.  maintaining  the  same  studies,  and  close  down 
when  the  funds  were  exhausted. 
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We  feel  that  this  statement  should  be  drawn  to  the 
close  scrutiny  of  the  entire  town.  If  it  is  carried  out 
88  threatened,  the  School  Committee  will  report  to  the 
State  authorities  that  the  Representative  Town  Meet- 
ing and  Finance  Committee  caused  the  schools  to  close. 
Unless  the  School  Committee  makes  drastic  reductions 
in  personnel  and  eliminates  wasteful  and  costly  courses 
now  carried  by  the  town  at  the  expense  of  many  for 
the  benefit  of  the  few,  it  is  inevitable  that  they  will  be 
forced  to  carry  this  threat  into  operation.  It  is  the 
belief  of  the  Finance  Committee,  however,  that  the 
School  Board,  by  displaying  a  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  economy,  can  operate  the  schools  at  the  recom- 
mended figure.  If  they  do  proceed,  however,  with 
their  headstrong  plans,  if  they  do  persist  in  retaining 
their  present  wasteful  methods,  then  the  finger  of 
retribution  should  be  just  and  sure. 

This  is  no  time  to  use  the  big  stick.  This  is  no  time  for  the 
School  Committee  to  threaten  the  Finance  Committee  or  any 
other  town  board.  This  is  not  the  opportune  moment  for 
making  grandiose  statements  unbacked  by  facts.  This  is  a  year 
when  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Saugus  have  a  right  to  expect 
that  the  School  Committee  will  forget  their  kingly  preroga- 
tives and  exercise  plain  common  sense  and  economy. 

The  Finance  Committee  lays  direct  at  the  door  of 
the  School  Committee  the  requested  voluntary  salary 
donation  plan.  Their  belated  cooperation  has  now 
made  it  possible  to  abandon  it  as  an  expedient  for 
balancing  the  budget. 

We  firmly  believe  that  there  are  courses  carried  in  our  schools 
which  are  entirely  unnecessary  and  wasteful  of  the  taxpayers 
money.  We  believe  that  they  could  be  eliminated  without  sacri- 
ficing the  standing  of  our  schools.  We  firmly  believe  that 
there  is  a  salary  schedule  at  present  in  effect  in  our  High  Schools 
which  is  unfair,  ill  adjusted,  and  that  some  teachers  are  paid  in 
excess  of  what  others  doing  equal  work  are  receiving.  We  find 
instances  of  where  the  School  Committee  has  engaged  a  teacher 
without  experience  in  the  profession  at  a  salary  only  attained 
last  year  by  instructors  working  for  the  town  for  the  past  seven 
years.      We  find  conditions  existing  where  two  people,  man  and 
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u,h',  are  teaching  ID  tin*  same  school  and  receiving  over  $3,400 
1  year  without  being  taxpayers  in  the  town  or  residents  of  the 
We  find  other  conditions  where  a  woman  is  employed 
etcher  si  ■  sizable  salary  and  her  husband  as  janitor  at  a 
still  greater  salary.  rinse  and  other  situations  should  be 
1  Directed. 

Of  the  $205,000  now  accepted  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee as  t  budget  for  the  ensuing  year,  $193,000  is 
absorbed  ill  salaries.  Salaries  in  our  High  School 
alone  cost  $52,000.  The  School  Committee,  without 
asking  the  consent  of  the  Finance  Committee  or  the 
Representative  Town  Meeting,  has  raised  the  salary 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  from  $3,700  to 
$4,000.  This  was  not  included  in  last  year's  budget, 
the  town  never  had  an  opportunity  to  pass  upon  it,  but 
the  School  Committee  by  skillful  budget  juggling 
managed  to  work  out  sufficient  funds  to  accomplish  the 
raise.  This  is  not  a  year  to  be  raising  salaries,  par- 
ticularly in  the  $3,700  class.  This  is  a  year  for 
retrenchment,  for  a  close  study  of  means  of  decreasing 
not  increasing  demand  for  the  taxpayers'  dollar.  And 
to  offset  this  raise  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  generous  School  Committee  suggested  abolishing 
telephones  in  the  schoolhouses  where  the  'phone  may 
often  save  a  child's  life.      Such  is  economy. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
town  of  Saugus  to  make  drastic  reduction  in  the  cost  of  educa- 
tion. Such  reduction  should  not,  however,  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  a  crippled  system,  and  if  the  School  Committee  will 
function  efficiently  it  can  be  accomplished  without  putting  into 
effect  a  single  measure  detrimental  to  the  children.  The  cost  of 
education  in  Sangus  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds.  New 
courses  have  been  put  into  the  schools  of  very  questionable 
value.  Salaries  have  been  raised  for  the  few  and  kept  at  the 
same  level  for  those  with  no  ear  to  ear  acquaintance  with  the 
School  Committee.  Situations  have  crept  into  the  school  sys- 
tem  which  have  been  over  a  period  of  a  decade  milking  the 
people  of  Saugus  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

It  will  require  courage  to  effect  reforms.  Hut  the 
School   Committee   have  chosen   to  become  candidates 
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for  that  office.  They  have  taken  upon  their  own 
shoulders  an  unpleasant  duty  is  no  concern  of  the 
Finance  Committee  or  Representative  Town  Meeting. 
If  they  shirk  the  responsibility  laid  at  their  door,  how- 
ever, then  the  duty  of  the  voters  of  the  town  becomes 
apparent. 

Last  year  the  schools  of  Saugus  cost  only  $21 2.000.  The 
reduction  of  the  school  committee  budget  from  $221,000  to 
$205,000  represents,  therefore,  an  actual  reduction  of  only 
$7,000.  The  school  committee,  in  actuality,  expresses  a  will- 
ingness to  co-operate  only  to  the  extent  of  $7,000  on  a  budget 
of  $212,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  school 
committee  can  operate  at  $200,000  in  1932.  We  find 
countless  places  where  savings  can  be  effected.  We 
believe  that  the  school  committee  by  packing  a  few  of 
its  moth  worn  theories  away  in  a  closet  could  find 
many  more  methods  of  cutting  down  the  incessant 
drag  on  the  taxpayers'  pocketbook. 

The  school  committee,  as  previously  stated,  made  a  gesture 
of  economy  when  they  suggested  abolishing  school  telephones. 
This  is  not  the  type  of  economy  with  which  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee is  in  sympathy.  Saving  $300  by  taking  a  chance  on  the 
lives  of  children  does  not  impress  us  as  being  the  type  of  leader- 
ship which  will  get  the  town  far. 

We  have  segregated  the  school  budget  to  the  extent  of  stipu- 
lating that  $300  of  the  $200,000  shall  be  expended  for  tele- 
phones in  school  houses. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $200,000  for  the  School  Department  in  1932  in- 
cluding $300  for  school  telephones. 

Schoolhouse   Repairs 

Although  the  School  Department  expended  $9,605  in  school- 
house  repairs  in  1931,  they  are  requesting  only  $2,000  this  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  radical 
drop  means  merely  the  postponement  of  necessary  repairs  which 
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will    coal    the  town   considerably    more    to    accomplish    in   the 
future.     Such  false  economy  is  not  compatible  with  good  judg- 
ment bul    t!u-  committee  does    not  feel  it  within  its  province  to 
the  request  of  the  School  Committee. 

["he  Finance  Committee,  accordingly,  recommends  the  appro- 
priation oi  $3,000  for  Bchoolhouse  repairs  in  1932. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measurers 
The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  expended  $1,1 10  in  1931. 
I  [e  requests  the  same  amount  this  year. 

rhe  Finance  Committee,  however,  has,  in  accordance  with 
its  policy,  deducted  $50  from  the  previous  allowance  of  $150 
for  transportation.  It  has  also  deducted  $35  previously  allowed 
for  the  use  of  the  house  telephone  of  the  sealer.  The  com- 
mittee has  cut  an  estimate  of  $75  for  supplies  to  $30. 

Fhe  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  appropria- 
tion of  $980  for  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
department. 

Selectmen's  Department 

The  town  expended  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  193 1  a  total  of  $3,419.05.  The  request  this  year  is  for 
£2,850. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $50  from  the  transporta- 
tioo  item  for  the  director  of  State  Aid  and  Soldiers'  Relief,  in 
accordance  with  a  uniform  policy.  They  have  also  deducted 
$25  from  an  item  for  postage  and  $25  from  the  miscellaneous 
i  tern. 

The  majority  of  the  items  in  the  budget  are  fixed  charges  and 
annot  he  altered  without  detriment  to  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $2,750  for  the   Board  of  Selectmen  in 

Snow   and    Ice 

rhe  town  oi  SaugUS  expended  in  snow  and  ice  removal  in 
[931   a  total  of  $6,985.2  1  . 
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This  year,  however,  the  season  has  been  remarkably  open. 
Although  this  appropriation  is  always  an  undeterminate  factor, 
the  committee  is  quite  certain  that  $3,500  will  be  sufficient  for 
1932.  Should  the  weather  of  the  weeks  intervening  between 
the  action  of  the  committee  and  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
prove  stormy,  the  Finance  Committee  may  feel  it  necessary  to 
raise-  this  recommended  total  on  the  Town  Hall  floor. 

Soldiers'    Burial 

The  (own  is  forced  to  appropriate  annually  the  sum  of  $200 
for  Soldiers'  Burial.  Last  year  there  was  no  expenditure  under 
this  item,  the  entire  amount  reverting  to  surplus. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$200  for  Soldiers'  Burial. 

Soldiers'  Relief 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1 93 1  appropriated  $15,000 
for  Soldiers'  Relief.  A  subsequent  special  Town  Meeting 
transferred  $4,000  for  the  same  purpose  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee supplied  $50,  making  the  total  $19,050.  There  are  un- 
paid bills  for  1930  and  1931  totalling  $1 ,084.69  to  be  met  at 
this  Town  Meeting. 

The  request  of  the  director  for  1932  is  for  $20,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  finds,  however,  that  there  has  been  a 
radical  decrease  in  living  costs,  particularly  in  food.  It  would 
seem  only  reasonable  that  the  same  needs  of  a  family  might  be 
met  for  considerably  less  money  in  1932  than  was  true  last  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  $2,000  from  the 
request  of  the  director  and  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $i  8,000  for  Soldiers'  Relief.  The  committee 
believes  that  this  sum  is  adequate  to  carry  the  depart- 
ment through  the  year. 

State  Aid 

The  expenditures  of  the  town  for  State  Aid  of  War  Veterans 
totalled  $1,300  in  1931.  This  year,  however,  several  additional 
cases  have  been  filled. 

All  of  this  money  is  subsequently  returned  to  the  town  by  the 
State. 
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llu-  request  of  the  director  this  year  is  for  $1,500.  Tluj 
Finance  Committee  recommends  this  figure. 

Street    Lighting; 

rhe  expense  o\  the  town  for  street  lighting  in  1932  will  show1, 
.1  radical  increase  due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  will  for  the  first 
time  assume  the  full  cost  of  the   new  improved  lighting  system  j 
in  the  squares. 

Street  lighting  in  193 1  cost  the  town  a  total  of  $14,594,  in- 
cluding BIX  months  maintenance  of  the  new  lights.  This  year 
the  cos!  will  be  $i  7,090. 

As  the  new  improved  lighting  was  installed  under 
contract,  there  seems  to  be  possible  saving  in  this  budget. 

The  town  has  also  voted  to  assume  one-half  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  two  traffic  lights  on  the  Newburyport  turnpike. 
The  cost  this  year  will  be  $300. 

For  some  years  the  town  has  followed  the  plan  of  allowing 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  allocate  20  additional  street  lights 
each  fall.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  policy 
be  temporarily  abandoned. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropri- 
ation of  $17,390  for  street  lighting  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  install  no 
additional  lights  this  year. 

Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

The  budget  of  this  department  totalled  $400  in  1931,  includ- 
ing $250  for  salary  and  $150  for  transportation. 

In  keeping  with  its  general  policy,  the  committee  has  deleted 
P50  from  the  allowance  for  transportation. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $350  for  the  superintendent  of  the  fire 
alarm  in  1932. 

Tax  Collector 

rhe  appropriation  for  the  Tax  Collector's  department  in  1931 
totalled  $5,500.30.      The   request  this  year  is  for  $5,345.      The 
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department   returned  to  the  town  in    193 1    a  total  of  $5,497.65, 
making  it  practically  self-supporting. 

The  Finance  Committee  deducted  $95  from  the  request  of 
$2,500  for  clerical  hire. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropri- 
ation of  $5,250  for  the  expenses  of  the  Tax  Collector's 
department  in  1932. 

Tax  Title  Expense 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1 93 1  the  sum  of  $2,000  was 
voted  for  tax  title  expense.  Due  to  the  failure  of  many  citizens 
to  meet  their  taxes,  however,  and  the  subsequent  expense  in 
taking  a  lien  on  the  property  in  the  name  of  the  town,  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  was  forced  to  transfer  $2,803.29  from  the 
reserve  fund  to  meet  the  emergency. 

The  Tax  Collector  has  requested  $3,500  for  tax  title  expense 
in  1932  against  expenditures  of  $4,803.29  last  year.  The  Fi- 
nance Commitiee  feels  that  this  estimate  is  too  conservative  and 
is  afraid  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  again  call  upon  the  reserve 
fund  for  assistance.  The  committee  has  taken  the  unprece- 
dented action  of  increasing  the  collector's  estimate  and  believes 
that  $4,000  will  probably  be  needed. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $4,000  for  tax  title  expense. 

Temporary  Loan  Interest 

The  town  expended  in  temporary  loan  interest  in  1931, 
$9,997.09  of  an  appropriation  of  $11,000. 

The  request  this  year  is  for  $15,000. 

This  is  due  solely  to  the  unprecedented  high  rates  of  interest 
for  municipal  paper  in  the  money  market.  The  town  had  to 
pay  six  per  cent  interest  on  a  short-time  note  of  $50,000  early 
in  the  year.  Indications  are  that  the  interest  rates  will  continue 
much  higher  this  year  than  last. 

The  Finance  Committee  finds,  further,  that  this  year  it  is 
essential  for  the  town  to  make  an  appropriation  which  will  not 


town    DOCUMENTS.

be  spent.      Bankers  are  uniting  in  the  demand    that    the   town 

up  .1  surplus  to  offset  tax  titles  taken  over  by  the  town   on 

titles  upon  which  the  owners  have  defaulted  taxes.      There 

a    hi   surplus  s    paper    credit    of    approximately    $26,000. 

rhis   does  not  meet,   however,    the    $40,000  worth    of    unpaid 

taxes  which  the  town  assumed   last  summer.      The  bankers  de- 

clare  that  the  town  must  have  a  surplus  of  at  least  $50,000. 

The  Finance  COmmittee  believes  that  this  step,  must 
be  taken.  The  committee  has  added  $25,000  to  its 
recommendation  for  temporary  loan  interest.  The  un- 
expended $25,000  of  the  $40,000  will  revert  to  sur- 
plus. Although  this  $25,000  would  still  further  re- 
duce the  town's  tax  rate  if  unappropriated,  the  com- 
mittee finds  that  it  is  also  essential  to  protect  our  credit. 
This  is  a  most  necessary  step  in  this  process. 

The    Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the    appro- 
priation   of    $40,000    for     temporary    loan     interest     of    which 
,000  shall  revert  to  surplus. 


Town   Accountant 

The  budget  of  the  Town  Accountant  calls  for  an  appropria- 
tion  of  $2,115  f°r  !932  against  expenditures  totalling  $2,860 
last  vear. 

I  ne  decrease    is  due    to  the  fact  that  in  1931  the  Town  Ac- 
countant  was    forced   to    audit  the    books  of  the   preceding  tax 
collector    and    water  collector.      In  the  event  of  the  present  in- 
cumbent continuing  to  hold    both  of  these  positions,  there    will 
>  necessity  for  an  audit. 

The  request  of  the  Town  Accountant  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $2, 1 15  shows  budget  segregation  compar- 
able with  those  of  the  preceding  year  and  the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  to  the  Representative  Town 
Meeting  the  appropriation  of  the  requested  amount. 

Town  Clerk 

The  appropriation  for  the  Town    Clerk's   department  in  1931 
•  ota lied    $900.      The   request  this  year  is  for  $936.     The  town 
ed  a  total  of  $329.15  in  fees  in   1  93  1 . 
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rhe  town  clerk  has  requested  $300  foi  extra  clerical  hire  this 

x  t  .tr   against    an   expenditure  of   $264    last   year.       The    Finance 
Committee  has  cut  this  item  $36. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $900  for  the  Town  Clerk's  department  in  1932. 

Town  Hall  Accountant 
Expense    of    maintaining    the    Town    Hall    in    1931     totalled 
$4,568.       The  request  this  year  is  for  $4,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  carefully  studied  the  budget  of 
this  department  and  is  convinced  that  the  various  budgetary 
items  are  chiefly  fixed  charges  which  it  would  be  impossible  to 
reduce  without  crippling  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  maintaining 
the  hall.  The  committee  has,  however,  deducted  $50  from  a 
request  of  $200  for  supplies  and  $50  from  a  request  of  $=;oo  for 
repairs. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $3,900  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall 
in  1932. 

Town  Infirmary 

Operation  of  the  Town  Infirmary  in  193 1  cost  the  town  a 
total  of  $7,141.09  of  an  appropriation  of  $8,691.  It  is  interest- 
ing at  this  point  to  observe  that  the  estimate  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  for  the  operation  of  this  department  for  1931 
totalled  $10,146.  The  Finance  Committee  cut  this  figure  to 
$8,691  and  the  department  managed  to  save  approximately 
$1,500  of  even  this  low  figure.  This  is  indicative  of  the  budget 
estimating  of  some  departments. 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  treating  with  the  Town 
Infirmary,  has  taken  the  stand  that  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  the  activities  of  this  establishment  should  be  rad- 
ically curtailed.  We  believe  that  the  unfortunate 
burning  of  the  barn  at  the  infirmary  last  summer  has 
paved  the  way  for  the  virtual  elimination  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  farm  as  a  dairy. 

The  town  of  Saugus  has  lost  money  year  after  year 
by  the  continuation  of  this  unprofitable  business.     We 
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.»re  strenuously  opposed  to  it  being  resumed.  By  infer- 
eoce  a  previous  special  town  meeting  has  favored  its 
abolition  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  this  year  the  bus- 
iness will  be  finally  abolished  and  the  Board  of  Public 
\\  elfare  given  definite  instructions  relative  to  the  oper- 
ation oi  the  farm. 

rhe  Finance  Committee  favors   the  sale  of  all  but  one  of  the 

tew  cows  left  at  the  Town  Infirmary.  This  last  animal  may 
well  be  maintained  to  supply  milk  for  the  inmates.  The  com- 
mittee feels,  however,  that  there  should  be  a  radical  curtailment 
of  the  milk  business  and  that  the  only  activities  of  the  Town  In- 
tirmar\  should  he  the  maintenance  of  a  small  garden  to  supply 
fresh  vegetables  for  the  inmates,  and  a  cow  to  give  milk.  The 
home  should  be  maintained  merely  as  a  "home"  and  not  as  a 
continually  losing  farming  proposition. 

It  will  doubtless  be  suggested  that  if  this  is  to  be 
done  that  the  land  should  be  sold.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee does  not  favor  such  a  step  at  this  time,  when 
the  real  estate  market  is  at  a  low  ebb,  but  believes  that 
eventually  this  step  should  be  taken  and  that  the  land 
should  be  placed  in  the  market  and  disposed  of  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  tract  surrounding  the  house. 
Such  a  step  will  bring  taxes  into  the  town  where  noth- 
ing is  now  being  realized. 

Merely  Business 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  believe  that  this  step  is  rad- 
ical or  unwise.  We  do  feel  that  it  is  unwise  for  the  town  to 
continue  in  a  business  which  falls  behind  year  after  year.  It 
must  be  conceded  that  the  milk  business  as  practiced  by  the 
Board  of  1'ublic  Welfare  has  been  a  costly  experiment  in  the 
realm  of  public  ownership. 

We  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
town  is  setting  up  in  competition  to  many  taxpayers 
who  are  having  difficulty  making  both  ends  meet.  This 
unfair  competition  should  be  abolished. 

Ki  BUDGET — The   Board  of   Public  Welfare  has  re- 

ed  I  total  of  $6,345  *or  tne  operation  of  the  Town  Infir- 
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man   in   1932.       The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,650. 

The  following  major  deletions  have  been  made  in  the  budget  : 

Superintendent — The  present  superintendent  has  tendered 
his  resignation  effective  this  month.  He  was  paid  at  a  salary  of 
$1,200  a  year.  The  Finance  Committee  believes,  however,  that 
there  are  many  couples  who  would  be  willing  to  take  this  job  at 
one-half  the  salary  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  farming  business 
is  to  be  abolished.  The  Finance  Committee  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  all  of  the  expenses  of  the  superintendent  are  paid 
by  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  $600  as 
the  salary  of  the  superintendent  in  1932. 

Labor —The  town  spent  $1,154  for  labor  in  1931.  The  re- 
quest is  for  $800.  The  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  this  item 
from  the  budget.  Any  chores  around  the  property  should  be 
done  by  inmates  who  are  capable. 

Hay  and  Grain — The  request  for  hay  and  grain  is  for 
$1,100.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  $150.  This  is 
for  the  feed  for  a  horse,  cow,  and  possibly  hens  and  pigs.  The 
abolition  of  the  milk  business  will  also  to  a  great  extent  eliminate 
the  need  of  feed. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  made  other  minor  deletions  from 
segregated  items  of  the  budget. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  for 
the    operation    of    the  Town  Infirmary  in   1932  totals 

Town  Report 

Printing  and  distributing  the  town  report  cost  the  town 
$2,075  in  1931.     The  request  for  1932  is  for  $2,000. 

As  this  item  is  at  the  present  time  an  undeterminate 
factor,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  $2,000  for 
printing  and  distributing  the  town  report. 
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I  own    treasurer 

rhe    lo\w\    (Treasurer   expended    $2,980.63   in    1931    of   an 
ropriation  of  $2)992.50. 

The  request  thi^  year  is  for  $2,990. 

rhe  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $2,990  for  the  Treasurer's  Department. 

Trade  School  Tuition 

Of  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  in  1 93 1  for  trade  school  tui- 
tion, the  total  cost  of  the  town  proved  to  be  but  $997.98.  This 
is  for  the  cost  of  keeping  Saugus  inhabitants  at  various  trade 
schools  maintained  by  the  Commonwealth. 

rhe    Finance   Committee  recommends  an  appropria- 
tion of  $900  for  trade  school  tuition  in  1932. 

Tree  Warden 

The  request  of  the  Tree  Warden  is  for  an  appropriation  of 
Si, 200,  including  $200  for  the  purchase  of  new  trees.  This  is 
identical  with  the  appropriation  of  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes,  however,  that  a  saving  may 

be  effected  in  the  administration  of  this  department. 

A  request  of  $203  for  the  purchase  of  trees  has  been  entirely 
deleted  from  the  budget. 

The  committee  has  also  deleted  a  request  for  $65.55  ^or  tne 
purchase  of  tools  and  hardware.  The  committee  believes  that 
the  warden  has  sufficient  tools  at  the  present  time  to  carry  out 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  warden  requested  $209  for  the  hiring  of  teams.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  cut  this  item  to  Sioo. 

In  keeping  with  its  policy,  the  committee  has  deleted  from  the 
budget    a     request    for    $38.11    for   the   home   telephone    of    the 
leu. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $775  for  the  Tree  Warden's  department  in 
•932- 

Water  Maintenance 
The  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  1932  is  for  $20,000 
for  water  maintenance.      Expenditures  of  1931  totalled  $23,500. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  substantial 
savings  may  be  effected  in  this  department  by  the  insti- 
tution of  rigid  economy.  The  committee  recommends 
$1  7,500  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Water  Department. 

Under  tin-  Water  Department  budget  are  many  lesser  items. 
They  follow  : 

(  rBNXRAL  Extension — Last  year  the  town  expended  $6,000 
in  general  extension.  Some  years  ago,  however,  the  town 
functioned  adequately  on  $4,000.  The  Finance  Committee 
believes  that  this  sum  is  sufficient  to  care  for  all  of  the  necessary 
water  extension  of  1932.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
$4,000. 

Water  Meter  Purchase — The  Board  of  Selectmen  request 
$400  for  water  meters.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
the  appropriation  of  $200  and  believes  it  to  be  adeqnate. 

Water  Gates — Last  year  the  town  expended  $1,000  in 
water  gates.  The  request  this  year  is  for  $500.  The  Finance 
Committee  believes  that  this  is  very  necessary  work  which  should 
be  done  regardless  of  economic  conditions.  We  have  left  this 
item  in  the  budget. 

Automatic  Pump — The  Selectmen  declare  that  by  installing 
an  automatic  pump  in  the  pumping  station  in  Cliftondale  that 
the  town  will  save  the  salary  of  the  man  now  engaged  in  oper- 
ating the  pumps  every  night  in  the  week.  This  is  a  large  saving 
for  the  cost  of  the  pump  is  only  $500. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  pump  be  pur- 
chased and  installed  and  has  left  this  item  in  the  budget. 

Taylor  Street  Relay — The  Selectmen  ask  for  $300  to 
complete  relaying  of  water  mains  on  Taylor  street.    The  Finance 
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Committee  believes  that  this  work  can  well  be  deferred  until 
another  year  and  has  eliminated  this  item  from  the  budget.

Action  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  Special  Articles 

\kiui  as  \  and  s. —  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
appropriation  of  $39956.9]  and  $72.78,  respectively,  for  the  care 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  the  cost  of  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Essex  County  Tuberculois  hospital. 

The  town  must  pay  both  of  these  bills. 

As  there  is  no  alternative,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  the  appropriation  of  $3,956.91  for  the  care 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  $72.78  for 
the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  hospital. 

Article  6 — Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  an 
appropriation  of  $726  to  carry  out  mosquito  work. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  this  presents  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  for  the  town  to  effect  a  saving.  The  committee 
believes  that  the  money  spent  thus  far  in  mosquito  prevention 
work  has  been  generous  and  that  the  town  might  well  eliminate 
this  charge  from  its  budget  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Aim  .  7  -Request  of  the  Town  Accountant  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $5 ,069.07  for  the  payment  of  unpaid  bills  of  1931  and 
former  years. 

These  are  chiefly  bills  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and 
Department  of  Soldiers'  Relief. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  these  unpaid  bills  be  attended  to  and  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $5,069.07  be  made  for  this  purpose.  On 
this  question   Mr.  Paul  A.  Haley  was  recorded  in  the

\im.  8 — Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  an  appro- 
priation   <>t    $1,500    to    complete    permanent  reconstruction   of 

Main  and  Howard  streets. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee  understands, 
are  acting  upon  the  assumption  that  the  State  and  county  will 
contribute  like  sums.  The  Finance  Committee  is  informed, 
however,  that  the  county  will  do  no  work  of  this  nature  in  1932 
and  that  the  town  will  not  receive  their  cooperation  in  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road.  The  attitude  of  the  Commonwealth  is 
unknown. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  believes  that  even  if  the 
State  and  county  were  willing  to  contribute  that  the  town  should 
do  nothing  this  year.  The  street  is  now  practically  completed 
and  can  well  wait  until  more  prosperous  times  to  be  carried 
through  to  its  end  at  the  Melrose  line. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  9 — Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $1,732.89  to  settle  land  damages  arising  from  the 
reconstruction  of  Main  and  Howard  streets. 

These  settlements  were  made  by  the  county  but  the  town  is 
forced  to  pay  all  of  the  costs.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  the 
claims  should  be  settled  at  this  time. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  $1,732.89  be  appropriated  to  settle 
these  claims.  On  this  question  Mr.  Bertrand  D. 
Westendarp  and  Mr.  Paul  A.  Haley  are  recorded  in 
the  negative. 

Art.  10 Request  of  the  Town  Treasurer  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $900  to  continue  the  work  of  determining  the  validity  of 
tax  titles. 

Last  year  the  town  disposed  of  the  accrued  tax  titles  of  34 
years,  totalling  over  1,000  parcels  of  land,  and  completely 
cleared  its  books  of  these  frozen  assets.  Some  $30,000  was 
brought  into  the  town  treasury  by  this  energetic  work  of  the 
Treasurer. 
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rhe  State  has  long  requested  the  town  to  take  this  step  and 
tl  e  reaction  at  the  State  Mouse  is  highly  favorable.  It  appears, 
however,  thai  tins  must  be  an  annual  custom,  as  the  tax  title 
account  must  be  brought  up  to  date. 

rhe  Town  rreasurer  tools,  and  the  Finance  Committee  con- 
curs  in  the  belief,  that  this  constant  disposal  of  the  town's  title 
on  vacant  land  Is  commendable.  The  Treasurer  distinctly 
declares  that  nothing  but  vacant  land  has  or  will  be  sold. 

rhe  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropria- 
tion of  $000  to  determine  the  validity  of  tax  titles. 

Aim.    11  —  Request    of  Charles    H.   Popp   and    others  for  an 
appropriation  of  $so,ooo  for   highways,  fences,  bridges,  drain- 
r  other  public  improvements,  to  be  expended  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  giving  work  to  the  town's  unemployed. 

Mr.  Popp  and  other  sponsors  of  this  article  have  appeared 
before  the  Finance  Committee  to  register  their  approval  of  this 
article.  They  contend,  and  not  without  reason,  that  there  are 
many  men  out  of  town,  clearly  in  need,  who  hesitate  to  appear 
before  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  aid.  They  feel  that  an 
appropriation  of  this  magnitude  would  provide  work  for  this 
group  through  the  summer  months. 

With  this  appeal  the  Finance  Committee  is  in  proper 
sympathy.  There  is  no  question  but  what  there  are 
many  in  town  who  would  welcome  work.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  it  would  be  possible  to  lower  the  budget 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  a  corresponding 
amount.  This,  however,  is  an  excellent  theory.  It 
has,  however,  always  worked  otherwise  in  practice. 

The  Finance  Committee  found  an  excellent  parallel  case  to 
the  plan  offered  in  the  wealthy  town  of  Milton.  Last  year 
Milton  kept  45  men  busy  the  year  round  at  the  rate  of  $5  a  day 
doing  drainage  work,  such  as  the  present  article  provides  for. 
results  have  just  been  tabulated.  Milton  has  found  that 
Eof  each  $]  expended  in  labor  that  the  costs  aggregated  $2.25. 
In  other  words,  to  give  $1  worth  of  relief  to  the  unemployed,  it 
cost  thi  era  of  the  town  a  total  of  $2.25. 
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rhis  situation  is  not  foreign  in  Saugus.  Last  spring 
the-  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  estimated  that  the 
net  value  of  the  town  received  on  each  dollar  expended 
in  unemployment  relief  was  only  40  cents. 

It  may  well  he  argued  that  it  is  better  to  gain  40  cents  than  to 
give  away  the  dollar  entirely.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that 
the  unemployed  require  aid  any  way  and  that  the  town  eventually 
finds  it-elf  giving  two  and  one-half  times  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ing the  family  through  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  town  is  now  using  able-bodied  men  in  the  Public  Works 
Department.  If  an  unemployed  man  receives  a  grocery  order 
and  then  works  for  the  Public  Works  Department  there  is  no 
sti^tna  attached  to  the  order.  The  town  counsel  has  ruled  that 
such  a  man  lias  earned  his  order  and  is  not  receiving  charity. 
The  Public  Works  Department  should  be  able  to  use  any  man 
willing  to  work  who  is  now  receiving  aid  and  wishes  to  give 
value  in  return. 

If  the  town  appropriates  $50,000  for  the  unemployed, 
as  this  article  requests,  the  men  will  actually  receive  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $20,000.  The  remainder  will  go 
for  pipe  and  other  materials.  If  we  assume  that  this  is 
correct,  it  would  be  possible  at  the  most  to  take  not 
more  than  this  amount  from  the  welfare  budget  and  it 
would  cost  the  town  $50,000  to  deduct  $20,000  from 
the  welfare  budget. 

The  Finance  Committee,  with  regret,  has  decided  that  this  is 
a  year  when  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  must  receive  equal 
recognition  with  the  unemployed.  Hundreds  of  the  town's  tax- 
payers are  either  unemployed  or  working  on  part  time  and  if 
they  are  not  to  join  the  ranks  of  those  appealing  to  the  Welfare 
Board,  they  also  must  be  given  aid  in  the  form  of  a  lower  tax 
bill. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Arts.  12  and  13— Request  of  Rev.  Charles  B.  McDuffee 
and  others  for  an  appropriation  of  $3,437-5°  for  the  Purpose  of 
purchasing  the  land  commonly  known  as  the  "Unity  Camp 
Site"  for  school  purposes. 
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Tin  sponsor  of  this  article  lias  informed  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  he  has  no  intention  of  requesting  an  appropriation 
toi  .1  new  High  School  building  this  year.  He  feels,  however, 
that  the  t>.wn  will  probably  never  be  able  to  purchase  the  land 
in}  cheaper  than  at  the  present  time  and  that  it  would  be  the 
>.irt  ol  wisdom  to  purchase  this  land  and  hold  it  for  the  even- 
tual construction  of  1  new  High  School. 

With    this    argument    the    Finance    Committee  cannot  hold. 
The  Representative    Town   Meeting  has  already  indicated  in  no 
rUin    terms   that    it    does   not   propose    to   construct   a    High 
School   building  on  this  site.      As  there  is  admittedly  no  oppor- 
tunity o\  constructing  a  school  this  year,  the  Finance  Commit- 
innot  approve  the  purchase  of  any  land.      To  buy  land  and 
take  it  out  of  the  ordinary  channels  of  taxation  would  not  seem 
wise  m  this  vear  when  the  town  needs  all  of  the  revenue  that  it 
can  possibly  obtain. 

The  Fi nance  Committee  believes  that  this  would  be 
an  unwise  expenditure  at  this  time  and  recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  14 — Request  of  Hon.  John  J.  Mullen  for  a  vote  by  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  requested 
to  assess  the  land  comprising  the  Lynn  watersheds  at  a  figure 
comparable  with  surrounding  territory. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  advised  by  Mr.  Mullen  that 
the  land  comprising  the  Lynn  watersheds  is  greatly  under 
assessed  at  the  present  time.  The  committee,  however,  has  also 
been  informed  that  the  Assessors  are  prevented  from  raising  the 
valuation  of  the  land  by  statutory  limitations. 

It  would  seem  proper  that  the  board  give  the  matter 
thorough  study.  The  Finance  Committee,  accordingly 
recommends  that  the  article  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors. 

Art,    15.      Request  of  I  [on.  John   j.  Mullen  for  an  appropri- 
ation   of    $1,000    to    clean    the    beach,   so-called,   at    the    town 
ling  in  East  Saugus  and  provide  locker  rooms  at  the  site. 

I  be   Finance  (  ommittee  is  unable  to  see  the  wisdom  of  any 

»priation  under  this  article.      This   is   certainly  no  year  for 
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the  town  to  expend  $1,000  in  creating  a  bathing  beach.  The 
committee  is  unable  to  see  the  wisdom  of  cleaning  a  section  of 
the  shore  of  the  Saugus  river  when  the  succeeding  tide  litters  it 
again  with  refuse  from  the  Lynn  dump. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  16 — Request  of  Hon.  John  J.  Mullen  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  the  town 
entering  the  Metropolitan  water  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  informed  by  the  sponsor  of  this 
article  that  a  considerable  saving  could  be  affected  by  taking 
Metropolitan  water  instead  of  that  of  the  city  of  Lynn. 

The  committee,  however,  cannot  see  the  necessity  of 
appointing  a  committee  to  investigate  this  question  as 
a  water  investigating  committee  already  exists.  The 
Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  this 
be  referred  to  the  present  water  investigating  com- 
mitttee. 

Art.  17.  Request  of  Hon.  John  J.  Mullen  for  the  town  to 
install  traffic  lights  at  the  Main  street  intersection  of  the  New- 
buryport  turnpike  and  request  the  State  to  pay  all  of  the  bills. 

The  need  of  traffic  lights  at  this  intersection  is  obvious.  The 
Finance  Committee,  however,  does  not  approve  of  the  town 
this  year  assuming  the  cost  of  such  lights  nor  their  maintenance. 

In  the  event  that  the  State  will  agree  to  install  the 
lights  and  maintain  them,  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
commends that  the  lights  be  placed  at  the  site  suggested. 

Art.  18 — Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  $5,000  be 
appropriated  for  a  road  to  Golden  Hills  from  Howard  street. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  inserted  this  article  in  the  warrant 
as  a  result  of  a  promise  made  to  Gov.  Ely  when  State  aid  was 
given  in  the  construction  of  Main  street.  The  board,  however, 
is  not  in  favor  of  the  appropriation  this  year. 

The  article  calls  for  State  and  County  aid  in  a  cor- 
responding   amount    in    each    case.      The    county  has 
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notified    the    Board   of  Selectmen  by  letter  that  they 

will  not  aid  in  any  road  construction  this  year. 

["he  Finance  Committee,  while  in  sympathy  with  the  need  of 
len  HilN  for  a  road,  feels  that  it  would  be  most  unwise  for 
the  town  to  consider  its  construction  this  year.  When  ordinary 
construction  work  in  the  central  portions  of  the  town  is  to  be 
eliminated  in  the  interests  of  economy,  it  is  concededly  no  time 
to  expend  mone\   on  a  road  in  the  outskirts. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Aim.  [ 9— Request  of  Joseph  Upham  and  others  that  the 
town  grant  the  Bast  Saugus  Associates,  so-called,  a  three-year 
lease  on  the  former  Legion  clubhouse  at  East  Saugus. 

Mr.  Upham  has  appeared  before  the  Finance  Committee  on 
this  article  and  has  informed  the  committee  that  the  purpose  of 
the  so-called  Bast  Saugus  Associates  is  purely  social.  He  as- 
serted  that  the  club  was  formed  for  the  useful  purpose  of  keep- 
ing young  men  of  this  section  of  the  town  off  the  street. 

It  would  appear  the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  town  to  lease  the 
building  for  the  purpose  outlined.  The  East  Saugus  Associates 
will  keep  the  building  in  repair  and  there  will  be  no  cost  to  the 
town.  There  is  no  immediate  need  for  the  building  and  if 
allowed  to  stand  idle  it  will  probably  eventually  fall  into  a 
a  nrse  state  of  repair  than  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

The  organization  will  pay  the  town  a  rental  of  $10  a  month 
for  the  use  of  the  building. 

The  Finance  '  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Representative  Town  Meeting  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  grant  the  lease  provided  that  the  East  Saugus  Asso- 
ciates will  guarantee  to  keep  the  building  and  premises 
in  safe  repair. 

Aim.    20 — Request    of   William   C.  Banks   and   others  for  an 
priation  of  $75  to  remove  a  ledge  on   Vine  street. 

The     Finance   Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  job  is  ap- 
is so  inexpensive  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  if  they  find 
it  ii<  .  might  well  handle  it  from  the  highway  budget. 
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rhc  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that 
this  article  he  referred  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A.RT.  11  —Request  of  John  Husler  and  others  for  an  audit  of 
the  town's  books  by  the  State  director  of  accounts. 

The  Finance  Committee  rinds  that  Mr.  Husler  was  unaware 
of  the  fact  that  the  town  has  already  adopted  a  by-law  under 
which  the  books  of  the  town  are  audited  once  every  two  years 
by  the  State  director  of  accounts.  The  auditors  were  last  here 
in  1930  and  will  he  at  work  again  shortly. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.  On 
this  question  Mr.  Edward  Gibbs,  Jr.,  was  recorded  as 
"Not  Voting." 

Arts.  22  and  23 — Request  of  the  High  School  Investigating 
Committee  for  an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  an  addition  to  the  present  High  school  building. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  unable  to  learn  of  the 
mertis  of  this  petition  by  the  failure  of  the  investigating  com- 
mittee to  appear  before  them.  Two  hearings  set  by  the  com- 
mittee have  been  defaulted  by  the  investigating  committee. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  recognizing  fully 
the  needs  of  the  town  for  increased  High  school  seat- 
ing facilities,  feels  constrained  to  report  to  the  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meeting  that  in  its  judgment  nothing 
can  be  done  to  remedy  the  situation  this  year.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  this  is  the  case.  Even  if  the  Town 
Meeting  voted  to  build  the  addition,  however,  it  is  ex- 
tremely doubtful  whether  the  Town  Treasurer  could 
float  the  bonds.  Municipal  bonds  to  the  extent  of 
millions  of  dollars  are  a  drug  on  the  bond  market  today 
and  there  is  little  likelihood  that  Saugus  would  be  able 
to  obtain  the  money. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes,  however,  that  the  town's 
predominating  need  this  year,  even  more  than  the  necessity  of 
giving  increased  school  facilities,  is  to  balance  its  budget.  As- 
surance must  be  given  the   citizens  of  the  town  and  the  banking 
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world  that  the   town  is  determined   to  plant  its  feet  solidly   on 
iod,      rhe   harassed   taxpayers   of  the   town  must  be 

afforded  relief . 

Po  build  ■  school  this  year  would  completely  ruin  the  Fin- 
ioce  Committees  plan  for  balancing  the  town's  budget.  It 
would  make  ■  substantial  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  questionable. 
It  would  probably  leave  the  town  in  the  unfortunate  position  of 
being  unable  to  market  its  bonds. 

The  Finance  Committee  fought  consistently  last  year  for  a 
Dew  High  school.  It  still  recognizes  the  need.  The  facts, 
however,  ire  concisely  that  the  town  must  cut  all  expenditures 
to  the  bone  until  more  light  can  be  seen  throught  the  darkness 
of  depression.  High  school  construction  must  await  a  brighter 
daj . 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that 
these  articles  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

\i<  1  .  z.\  —  Request  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for 
an  appropriation  for  the  installation  of  a  system  of  sewers. 

Chairman  Charles  E.  Flynn  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners informs  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  board  has  engi- 
Deers  working  on  preliminary  plans  for  a  sewage  system  at  the 
present  time  and  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  report  prior  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Mr.  Flynn  stated  that  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  inserted  the  article  in  the  Warrant  not  because 
they  were  convinced  that  a  start  should  be  made  on  a  sewage 
system  at  this  time  but  rather  in  the  belief  that  the  Representa- 
tive Town  Meeting  should  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  the 
question. 

A^ide  from  the  financial  angles  involved,  the  Finance 
Committee  is  convinced  that  it  would  be  inexpedient 
for  the  town  to  take  a  step  of  this  magnitude  unti'l 
possessed  of  all  possible  engineering  advice.  The 
Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

\h\  .    25  —  Request  of  the  Harbor  and   Dock  Commission  for 
I    penditure    of    $5,000  for  plans  and  development  of  the 
marshland. 
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Chairman  Henry  A.  B  Peckham  and  Mr.  John  J.  Mullen  of 
the  SaugUfl  Harbor  and  Dock  Commission  appeared  before  the 
Finance  Committee  and  explained  the  excellent  work  which  they 
have  been  doing  tending  toward  the  development  of  the  Saugus 
marshes.  For  the  past  year  they  have  had  an  engineer,  Mr. 
Adolph  Suck  of  Brookline,  at  work  on  the  plans,  and  have 
written  hundreds  of  letters  to  firms  both  here  and  abroad. 

The  two  commissioners  seemed  to  feel  that  the  town 
could  place  a  higher  assessment  on  the  marshes  and 
obtain  more  than  the  requested  appropriation  in 
increased  taxation.  They  admitted,  however,  that  the 
present  administration  in  the  Board  of  Assessors  office 
did  not  look  kindly  on  this  proposal  and  that  it  would 
entail  a  change  before  it  could  be  accomplished. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  in  grave  doubt  as  to  the  right  of 
the  town  to  appropriate  money  for  the  commission.  The  har- 
bor and  dock  commission  is  merely  a  committee  of  the  town  and 
not  a  board  created  by  statute.  It  would  appear  likely  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  would  have  to  spend  the  money. 

The  committee  also  finds  that  it  would  be  illegal  to  pay  Mr. 
Suck  for  any  of  the  work  which  he  has  done  in  the  past. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  feel  that  it  would  be  wise 
for  the  town  to  enter  upon  such  work  at  this  time.  Recogniz- 
ing the  excellent  work  which  the  harbor  commission  has  done, 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  the  town  should  expend  funds  in  developing  the  marshes. 
This  may  well  be  work  of  more  prosperous  years. 

The  Finance  Committee  unanimously  recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  26 — Request  of  W.  George  Greenlay  and  others  for  an 
appropriation  of  $6,364  from  the  excess  and  deficiency  or  sur- 
plus account  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  Town  Infirmary 
barn. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  listened  to  the  arguments  of  Mr. 
Greenlay  in  favor  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  burned  barn  at 
the  Town  Infirmary.      The  committee,  however,  is  thoroughly 
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convinced  thai  such  ■  step  would  be  unwise.  The  town  has 
decided  bj  inference  to  go  out  of  the  milk  business  and  we 
ft  that  it  would  be  wise  to  sell  all  of  the  cows  now  kept  at 
farm  with  the  exception  of  one  to  supply  milk  to  the 
inmates.  rhe  town  has  continually  lost  money  by  maintaining 
.1  milk  business  at  tin-  Town  Infirmary  and  this  would  appear  a 
judicious  time  to  Btep  out  from  under  a  taxing  burden. 

rhe  committee  believes  further  that  it  is  unwise  for  the  town 
■main  in  business  in  competition  to  citizens  of  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Au  1.  i~  —  Request  of  lames  Johnson  and  others  for  an 
appropriation  of  $300  for  the  purpose  of  removing  drain  pipe 
On  (  ruild  road. 

Residents  of  this  section  appeared  before  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  complained  that  a  drain  extending  from  Lincoln 
avenue  is  now  pouring  water  onto  their  property. 


Guild  road,  however,  is  a  private  street.  If  the  town  of 
Saugus  expends  any  money  in  removing  drain  pipe  or  laying 
additional  drainage  facilities,  the  town  automatically  accepts  the 
Street.  The  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  this  would  be 
an  unwise  act. 

The  committee  is  further  of  the  belief  that  the  expenditure  of 
would  be   merely  a  waste  of  money  as  the  problem  in  this 
section  is  of   such   magnitude  that  it  would   require  many  times 
this  amount  to  bring  about  its  satisfactory  solution. 

The    Finance    Committee,     therefore,    recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.    28 —  Request    of    Fred    L.    Ilawkes    and  others  for  an 
appropriation  of  $500  for  tying  in  new  water  services,  installing 
i,  and  resurfacing  Denver  street. 

I  v  the  town  of  Saugus  laid   new  water   mains  on 

The  appropriation  was  exhausted  before  the  job 
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M  finished  and  these  pipes  have  never  been  connected  up  to 
the  house  Bervices.  Residents  are  still  using  water  out  of  the 
old  pipes. 

Mr.  Ilawkes  appeared  before  the  Finance  Committee  and  re- 
quested  that  this  work  be  done  and  gates  installed.  He  also 
called  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  dangerous  condition 
of  the  street.  He  stated  that  the  superintendent  of  public  works 
had  estimated  that  the  entire  job  could  be  done  for  $500. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  however,  is  opposed 
to  Mich  an  expenditure  at  this  time.  The  pipes  are  in  the  ground 
and  may  l>e  tied  up  at  any  time.  The  condition  of  the  street 
may  well  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  the 
general  highway  budget.  It  would  not  seem  the  part  of  wisdom 
to  spend  $500  this  year  in  giving  residents  water  through  new 
pipes  when  they  are  already  being  cared  for  adequately. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.  On  this 
(juestion  Mr.  Edward  Gibbs,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Charles  T. 
Anderson  were  recorded  in  the  negative. 

Art.  29.  Request  of  Wendell  C.  Brooks  and  others  for  an 
appropriation  of  $3,700  for  drainage  and  re-surfacing  on  Pear- 
son street,  a  distance  of  400  feet  from  Jasper  street. 

With  the  general  need  of  street  repairs  in  this  sectiou  of  the 
town,  the  Finance  Committee  is  thoroughly  acquainted.  There 
is  no  question  but  what  the  street  is  in  deplorable  condition.  In 
a  normal  year,  it  might  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  town  to 
expend  a  reasonable  sum  in  affording  relief  to  the  residents  of 
the  district. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  is  unanimously- 
convinced  that  such  a  project  should  not  be  undertaken 
at  this  time.  The  committee  is  opposed  to  any  street 
construction  projects  of  any  nature  this  year  and  be- 
lieves that  everything  possible  should  be  eliminated  to 
provide  relief  from  the  crushing  weight  of  taxation. 
An  appropriation  of  this  character  would  cost  the  citi- 
zens of  the  entire  town  approximately  25  cents  on  the 
tax  rate. 
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The  Finance  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
1     of    highwa}    was  only  accepted    by  the    town    last  year. 
There  are  scores  of  streets  which  have  been  accepted  for  years 
which  are  in  equally  bad  or  worse  condition. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that 

this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Aur.  jj — Request  of  George  Diamond  and  others  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee,  none  of  whom  shall  have  been 
members  of  the  1930  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  investigate  the 
Central  street  sidewalk. 

, There  seems  to  be  a  possibility  that  by  investigation  some 
method  might  be  found  of  making  the  Central  street  sidewalk 
more  useful  to  the  citizens  and  less  distasteful  to  abutters.  The 
Finance  Committee  believes  that  such  an  investigation,  properly 
conducted,  might  serve  a  useful  purpose. 

The  committee  can  see  no  reason,  however,  why 
members  of  the  1930  Board  of  Selectmen  should  be 
excluded  from  membership.  It  might  be  reasonably 
argued  that  at  least  one  member  of  that  board  might 
well  serve  on  the  committee  and  assist  in  the  solution 
of  a  problem  which  the  board  of  that  year  uncon- 
sciously created. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  a  committee  of  five 
citizens  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  Central  street  sidewalk 
situation. 

Art.  34 — Request  of  Hon.  John  J.  Mullen  for  action  by  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  setting  aside  a  part  of  the  Town  Infir- 
mary land  known  as  the  "Ox  Field"  for  park  purposes  forever* 

The  Finance  Committee  can  see  no  need  of  a  park  in  this 
section  of  the  town.  Children  in  this  district  can  well  be 
accommodated  at  Stackpole's  Field  Playground.  The  com- 
mittee believes  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  segregate  this  land  for 
park  purposes  and  recommends  that  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Art.  35 — Request  of  various  citizens  for  street  lights  on 
Palmer  avenue,  Richard  street,  and  Summer  street. 
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For  some  years  it  has  been  the  town's  policy  to  install  20 
additional  street  lights  yearly.  These  lights  cost  the  town  $16 
a  year  to  maintain  and  over  a  period  of  several  years  the  cost  is 
considerable. 

Under  general  street  lighting,  the  Finance  Committee  has 
recommended  that  no  additional  street  lights  be  installed  this 
year.  The  committee  recommends  that  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed.

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  Representative  Town 
Meeting  on  Investigation  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  1 93 1 ,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee was  directed  by  vote  of  the  Representative  Town  Meet- 
ing to  conduct  a  study  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  its 
transactions  and  to  report,  with  its  findings,  at  the  next  annual 
Town  Meeting.  The  committee  was  specifically  directed  to  re- 
port such  recommendations  as  would  tend  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  department. 

The  committee,  after  an  analysis  of  the  situation,  became 
convinced  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the  committee  as  a  whole 
to  participate  in  such  an  investigation.  It  was  realized  that  the 
work  would  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  considerable  time  and 
effort  and  that  it  could  best  be  attacked  by  a  sub-committee  cap- 
able of  devoting  exclusive  efforts  to  the  problem.  By  vote  of 
the  committee,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a  sub-committee  for 
the  purpose,  and  Chairman  Alexander  S.  Addison  selected 
Frederick  R.  Sharp,  Charles  E.  Stillings,  and  Charles  T. 
Anderson  for  the  task.  Paul  A.  Haley,  secretary  of  the  Fin- 
ance Committee,  was  selected  to  serve  as  secretary  of  the  sub- 
committee. Mr.  Sharp  was  subsequently  selected  as  chairman 
of  the  investigating  committee. 

Question  of  Policy 

The  sub-committee  was  faced  at  the  outset  with  the  question

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:..     \  trioui  charges  of  inefficiency  and  maladministra- 
bad  beeo   voiced  upon  the  floor  of  the  annual 
[Wo  iim  Definite   Recusations  had   been  leveled  at  the 

I  of  Public    Welfare  but  all  of  them    were  con- 
cerned with  things   which  had  been  done  in  the  past. 

l\>  investigate  the  work  of  past  hoards,  would,  the 
lub-committee  felt,  serve  no  useful  purpose.  Even  if 
the  charges  were  established  to  be  facts,  there  would 
no  method  h\  which  the  injury  (lone  in  the  past 
could  be  rectified  in  the  present.  To  delve  into  the 
expenditures    snd   records  of  the    past  would   have  ne- 

isitated  the  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  The 
committee  was  faced  with  the  realization  that  the 
Town    Meeting    had    provided    it    with  no    funds  to  en- 

sistance. 

Alter  considerable  debate,  the  committee  determined  that  the 
ends  of  efficiency  would  best  be  served  by  confining  the  investi- 
gation to  the  work  of  the  present  board  and  in  attempting  to 
present  to  the  members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting 
methods  by  which  the  efficiency  of  the  office  might  be  speeded 
and  the  expenditures  for  welfare  if  not  decreased  greatly  in- 
creased in  their  effectiveness.  The  committee  felt  that  to  drag 
up  the  happenings  of  the  past  would  be  merely  bringing  to  light 
water  which  had  flowed  over  the  dam.  To  devote  their  efforts 
to  presenting  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  concrete  means  by  which 
the  efficiency  of  the  board  could  be  enhanced  would,  the  com- 
mittee felt,  result  in  placing  constructive  critcism  before  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  this  year. 

Full  Cooperation 

The  sub-committee  wishes  at  this  time  to  state  that  they  have

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The  Committee's  Work 

The  sub-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee  has  attended, 
either  as  a  group  or  by  individuals,  14  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare.  They  have  devoted  entire  evenings  to  scan- 
ning the  actual  work  of  the  board  under  extreme  pressure  and 
ha\e  arrived  at  the  unaminous  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Wel- 
fare is  doing,  in  general,  very  excellent  work.  In  addition  to 
this  field  work,  the  sub-committee  has  made  an  extensive  study 
of  methods  employed  in  surrounding  communities.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  His  Honor,  J.  Fred  Manning,  Mayor  of  Lynn, 
it  had  the  benefit  of  an  evening's  conference  with  Joseph  Cole, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Lynn  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  who 
graciously  came  to  Saugus  and  gave  the  committee  considerable 
information  relative  to  the  general  scope  of  work  in  that  neigh- 
boring municipality.  The  committee  has  spared  no  effort  to 
make  an  adequate  comparison  of  Saugus  Avith  neighboring  com- 
munities but  has  been  faced  constantly  with  the  fact  that  the 
burden  in  Saugus  is  not  comparable  to  the  final  degree  with  that 
of  any  other  community. 

Load  is  Heavy 

The  sub-committee  is  convinced  that  the  load  which 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  is  carrying  is  heavy,  tre- 
mendously heavy.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the 
town  have  they  been  subjected  to  such  extraordinary 
demands  upon  the  public  purse.  The  board  has  been 
faced  with  an  emergency,  they  have  been  forced  to  act 
as  any  administrative  body  in  the  face  of  such  demands, 
and  that  they  have  made  mistakes  in  the  allocation  of 
public  funds  is  merely  a  normal  reaction.  The  com- 
mittee is  convinced  that  the  Board  of  Welfare  has  made 
every  effort  to  weed  out  the  undesirables  but  they  have 
been  faced  with  a  difficult  problem  in  arriving  at  the 
truth.  Despite  the  efforts  of  their  clerk  and  investi- 
gator, many  persons  have  failed  to  give  correct  in- 
formation and  the  strictest  kind  of  investigation  has 
failed  to  bring  to  light  situations  which  have  eventually 
cropped  out.  Saugus  is  far  from  being  alone  in  this 
difficulty.  Our  neighboring  city  of  Lynn  has  been 
faced  with  a  situation  which  has  resulted  in  the  arrest 
of  several  persons.     During  the  past  year  the  Saugus 
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ird    A  \\  e  t.ur  has  brought  about  the  arrest  and  sen- 
::  of  one  person  proven  to  be  falsely  repre- 
senting bis  financial  coudition.     The  greatest  problem 
which  the  Board  of  Welfare  lias  had  to   face   has  been 
the  deceit  of  persons  applying  for  aid  and  the  commit- 
B  [fl   convinced   that    the   board    has   done  all   in  their 
ait  to  minimize  these  type  of  cases. 

Dishonesty  is  found  in  all  walks  of  life.  It  is  inevitable  that 
BOOM  would  occur  in  such  a  situation  as  confronts  the  town  at 
present.  The  strictest  investigation  may  fail  sometimes  to  over- 
come  the  dishonesty  and  deceit  of  persons  who  are  too  lazy  to 
\s.»rk  and  are  determined  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  shall 
support  them. 

The  sub-committee  feels  that  every  honest  citizen  of  the  town 
has  a  certain  definite  and  well  defined  duty  in  this  crisis.  If  he 
baa  definite  information  tending  to  show  that  any  recipient  of 
public  aid  is  unworthy,  that  he  is  spending  the  money  provided 
by  the  taxpayers  for  things  which  are  not  necessities  of  life,  or 
that  he  is  possessed  of  an  income  which  does  not  require  the 
continuance  of  such  aid,  then  it  is  his  clear  and  defined  duty  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  It  should  not 
be  forgotten  that  the  funds  to  maintain  the  needy  of  the  town 
are  provided  by  all  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  that  many  of 
the  contributors  are  numbered  among  those  who  find  it  a  greatly 
increasing  problem  to  gather  together  the  money  necessary  to 
meet  their  taxes.  Surely  there  is  nothing  of  the  "tell-tale"  in 
reporting  to  the  Board  of  Welfare  situations  which  they  should 
be  acquainted  with.      Rather  it  is  a  patriotic  duty. 


No  Protests 

The    Finance  Committee  announced  during  the  course  of  its 
tion    that  a  hearing  would  be  held  at  which  all  persons 
having  am   complaints  against  the   Board   of  Welfare  were  wel- 
to  attend  and  present  the  facts.      The  hearing  was  held  in 
tin.    Town  Hall.      It    is    significant    that  not  a   single  protestant 
appeared.      The  only  objectors  recorded  were   a   group   of  inde- 
pendent   store    ownere  of    the  town   who  were  opposed  to  the 
l'a   polic)  of    giving    store   orders    on    chain    stores    when 
ited   b)  the   recipient    of    aid.      Asa  result  of  the  hearing, 
ib-committec  reported  to  the  Board  of  Welfare  that  a  change 
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might   be  expedient   and  that  the  Welfare  Board  voted  to  give 
grocery  and  milk  orders  in  the  future  solely  to  Saugus  people. 

If  citizens  of  the  community  had  the  best  interests 
of  the  town  at  heart  it  was,  the  committee  believes, 
their  clear  cut  duty  to  have  appeared  at  this  meeting 
and  presented  evidence  for  the  Finance  Committee  to 
base  its  investigation  upon. 

One  specific  case  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Finance 
Committee  several  months  later  by  a  former  recipient  of  aid. 
His  chief  complaint  was  that  the  Board  of  Welfare  had  refused 
to  continue  his  aid  of  $10  per  week  because  he  declined  to 
accept  a  job  at  $16  a  week  at  the  Town  Infirmary.  He  con- 
tended that  when  not  working  he  could  earn  from  $6  to  $10  a 
week  repairing  cars  and  that  he  could  not  afford  to  take  a  steady 
job  at  $16  per  week.  The  sub-committee  conferred  on  the  case 
with  the  Board  of  Welfare,  with  the  recipient  present,  and 
he  changed  his  story  considerably  when  confronted  by  the  Wel- 
fare Board.  The  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  that  the 
Board  of  Welfare  was  justified  in  its  action. 

Disagreeable  Job 

The  gist  of  the  Finance  Commiteee's  finding  on  this 
subject  is  that  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  a 
thankless  and  disagreeable  job.  Their  work  during 
the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  simplified  by  additional 
assistance  authorized  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Miss  Lillian  Shores  has  taken  over  the  complete  clerical 
work  of  the  board  with  a  decided  impetus  to  efficiency 
and  the  board  selected  as  its  invesigator  Mr.  Frank 
Garofano.  The  Finance  Committee  has  found  his 
work  of  a  high  character  and  in  its  conference  with 
Mr.  Cole  of  the  Lynn  board  found  that  his  contacts 
with  Mr.  Garofano  had  convinced  him  that  he  was 
doing  an  excellent  job. 

Furnished  Labor 

During  the  past  year  the  board  has  instituted  a  policy  of  forc- 
ing able-bodied  men  to  work  for  their  dole.  Many  of  them 
have  been  placed  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  records 
of  the  Welfare  Board  shows  that  they  have  furnished  a  minimum 
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wen  md  i  maximum  oi    [O  men  during  a  period  of  30 

riu-\    estimate    n    total    of   30,960   hours    of    labor 

tarnished  free  to  the   Board  of    Public  Works.     The    Finance 

Committee  believes  that  this  is  b  fair  and  just  policy  and  that 

receiving  aid  should  be  willing  to  work  it  out.     There  has

No  Trained  Investigator 

Mr-.  Philip  E.  Jameson,  executive  secretary  of  the  Saugus 
Welfare  League,  in  a  lengthy  and  deeply  appreciated  letter  to 
the  committee  suggests  the  need  of  a  trained  social  service 
worker  in  the  department.  The  Finance  Committee  has 
investigated  this  question  from  all  angles.  It  finds  that  in  Lynn 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  is  opposed  to  such  workers  on  the 
grounds  thai  thev  result  in  an  increased  expense.  The  reports 
of  l  social  service  worker  continually  call  for  more  aid  than  the 
town  is  in  the  habit  of  giving  and  the  Finance  Committee  is 
convinced  that  were  one  to  be  employed  in  Saugus  our  expenses 
would  mount  considerably.  We  are  inclined  to  feel  with  Mr. 
that  the  need  is  not  so  great  for  social  service  workers  as 
for  hard-headed,  practical,  experienced  men,  who  will  do  all  in 
their  power  to  weed  out  the  undesirables  and  cut  the  expenses 
of  the  department  to  a  minimum.  In  this  connection,  the  com- 
mittee wishes  to  state  that  it  believes  that  the  present  investigator 
is  doing  an  excellent  job. 


Cash  Abuses 

The  Finance  Committee  finds  that  a  large  part  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  are  in  cash  orders.  The 
board  argues  that  many  persons  are  able  to  support  themselves 
•  with  cash  than  grocery  orders.  To  this  premise,  how- 
■  i.  the  sub-committee,  after  a  study,  takes  exceptions.  The 
committee  believes  that  the  majority  of  the  complaints  against 
the  business  of  the  Board  of  Welfare  have  arisen  as  a  result  of 

this  cash  basis.       It  is  easier  to  misuse    cash  than  grocery  orders. 

attention  to  the   practice  in  the  city  of    Lynn. 

Mr.  Cole    informed    the  committee  that    he  was  opposed  entirely 
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to    the  rash    basis   of   doing  business  and   that   his  board   issues 
nothing  but  orders. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  Saugus  might  well  emulate 
this  example.  An  abolition  of  cash  and  the  substitution  of 
orders  for  groceries,  clothes,  shoes,  and  medicines,  would  inflict 
a  hardship  upon  no  one.  It  would  at  the  same  time  provide  a 
much  more  ready  method  of  checking.  We  recommend  that 
the  giving  of  cash  be  entirely  discontinued  as  far  as  possible. 
This  should  result  in  considerably  more  efficiency. 

System  Wrong 

The  Finance  Committee  is  also  convinced  that  the  system  of 
the  Board  <>f  Public  Welfare  is  wrong.  'I  ne  board  operates  on 
the  system  of  years  gone  by  whereby  every  applicant  has  to 
appear  at  the  Town  Hall  to  face  the  board  every  Tuesday  eve- 
ning. I  nis  brings  to  the  Town  Hall  weekly  a  crowd  which 
taxes  the  capacity  of  the  court  room  and  as  an  average  of  10 
minutes  is  required  to  listen  to  the  case  of  each  applicant,  many 
of  them,  often  mothers  with  children,  are  kept  at  the  hall  until 
10.30  or  after  at  night.  This,  the  committee  believes,  is  basic- 
ally wrong  and  merely  piles  up  the  burdens  of  the  Board  of 
Welfare.  The  oibce  now  has  a  capable  clerk  who  could  inter- 
view all  those  on  the  rolls  weekly  and  obtain  all  necessary 
information.  Reports  on  each  case  could  then  be  presented  to 
the  board  for  action.  If  they  were  not  satisfied  with  any 
reports,  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  to  turn  them  over  to  their 
investigator  or  to  ask  the  recipient  to  appear  before  them.  We 
believe  that  the  time  of  the  Board  of  Welfare  could  be  saved  by 
this  method  and  that  they  would  have  more  opportunity  to  work 
on  other  basic  needs. 

We  find  that  this  is  the  system  in  vogue  in  Lynn  and  other 
surrounding  communities.  We  believe  it  to  be  only  consistent 
with  good  judgment  and  recommend  that  it  be  employed  in 
Saugus. 

We  find  that  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  have  not  increased  out  of  proportion  to  those  of  sur- 
rounding communities.  The  need  is  urgent,  the  burden  is 
heavy,  and  the  capacity  of  all  towns  and  cities  is  being  taxed  to 
the  limit.

Report    of    the    Committee     Appointed    by    The    Annual    Town 

Meeting  of   1931   to    Investigate    the    Advisability   of  an 

Addition  to  the  Present  High  School 

The  committee  does  not  wish  to  submit  a  lengthy  report  as  we 
believe  that  our  citizens  understand  the  urgent  need  of  additional 
housing  facilities  for  our  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
students. 

The  committee  has  held  many  meetings  throughout  the  past 
year  and  has  been  in  conference  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  the  principal  of  the  High  School  ;  as  well  as  with 
many  different  architects. 

The  principal,  Mr.  Evans,  has  furnished  the  committee  with 
a  very  complete  report  of  conditions  at  the  present  High  School, 
in  which  the  committee  finds  that  unless  some  action  is  taken 
immediately,  Saugus  High  School  will  face  the  loss  of  its  Class 
"A"  scholastic  rating  as  a  High  School.  This  will  cause  every 
boy  and  girl  attending  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  a 
serious  educational  loss,  which,  in  many  cases,  will  result  in  a 
life  handicap. 

The  deplorable  two  platoon  system  now  in  effect  at  the  Cen- 
tral High  School  should  be  done  away  with.  Every  student 
attending  the  Central  Junior  High  School  is  receiving  but  four 
hours  of  instruction  ;  one  and  one-half  hours  less  than  instruc- 
tion received  by  pupils  attending  the  Sweetser  Junior  High 
School.  This  is,  of  course,  a  serious  handicap  to  students 
entering  the  Senior  High  School  from  the  Central  Junior  High 
School,  as  the  students  at  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  School 
receive  five  and  one-half  hours  instruction,  or  one  and  one-half 
hours  more,  and  are  better  prepared  to  take  up  the  High  School 
work  when  they  enter  the  Senior  High  School. 

Another  bad  feature  of  the  two  platoon  system  is  that  the 
Senior  High  School  closes  at  12.50  P.M.,  and  ten  minutes  later 
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the    fuoioi    High  School  start  their   session  which    lasts    until

rhe  present  High  school  consists  of  18  rooms  and  was  built 
to  house  approximately  600  pupils  plus  teachers.  At  the  present 
tunc  this  school  is  housing  755  pupils  of  the  Senior  High  School 
.done;  plus  the  lunior  High  School  pupils  who  attend  in  the 
ifternoon.  Nexl  |une  260  pupils  will  enter  the  Senior  High 
School,  in  Other  words  we  will  lose  110  and  gain  150.  This 
idded  to  the  original  755  pupils  will  make  905  pupils  to  enter 
the  Senior  High  School.  While  the  committee  fully  realizes 
the  financial  burden  of  the  town  this  year,  it  is  obvious  that 
Bome  steps  for  properly  housing  our  High  School  students 
should  be  taken  this  year. 

A  complete  study  has  been  made  of  the  present  building  by 
ommittee  and  architects,  and  we  find  that  by  a  general  re- 
arrangement of  space  in  the  old  study  hall,  a  converting  the 
present  assembly  hall  into  a  combination  study  hall  and 
assembly  hall,  the  equivalent  of  three  rooms  can  be  gained  in 
the  old  study  hall,  this  with  the  addition  of  12  new  rooms,  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  40  students  per  room,  will  take  care  of  the 
situation  on  a  single  session  basis.  Sooner  or  later  the  town 
will  have  to  erect  a  modern  Senior  High  School  on  another 
location  and  at  this  time  the  suggested  changes  will  make  an 
ideal    lunior  High  School. 

At  the  present  time  High  School  rooms  can  be  constructed  at 

ll  of  2^  per   cent   less  than   that  of  three  years  ago.      With 

this  in  view,  wc  find   that  the    12   rooms  suggested  can  be  built 

and   completely   equipped   for    approximately  $100,000.       The 

additional  $10,000  is  being  asked  for  to  cover  the  changes  to  the 

tH    High    School,  purchase  of    convertible  study  seats  and 

bl)    desks,    for   the   present     auditorium,    and    to     provide 

iate  lockrrs  and  toilet  facilities  for  the  additional  rooms. 

In  presenting  the  following  figures  and  plans,  we  feel  that  the 

jus  will  have  a  modern  building  in  appearance,  one 

a  ill   all    he    proud  of,  and   at  the  same  time    erected  at  a 
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conservative  figure.  As  these  plans  and  figures  are  only  tenta- 
tive, it  may  be  possible  for  the  building  committee  appointed  to 
turn  a  goodly  sum  back  to  the  town. 

In  closing,  the  committee  requests  that  each  town  meeting 
member  give  this  report  their  most  serious  consideration  so  that 
the  town  of  Saugus  will  not  be  involved  in  serious  difficulties 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education  if  our  system  does  not  con- 
form with  their  requirements.

chiropractors  and  regulation  of  their  practice,  and  defines  the 
mode,  subjects  of  and  fees  for  examination,  the  mode  of  practice 
and  penalties;  and  other  matters  related  thereto,  which  are 
chiefly  as  follows  : 
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Tint  chiropractic  be  "the  Bcience  or  j)ractice  of  locating  and 
adjusting  by  hand  the  malpositions  of  the  articulations  of  the 
human  spinet  *' 

That  am  person,  with  one  preceding  year's  residence  in  this 
Commonwealth  and  with  degree  from  a  qualified  chiropractic 
school  received  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  when  this  law 
takes  effect,  may,  within  ninety  days  after  such  date,  be  certified 
by  the  hoard  at  its  discretion  without  examination. 

That  otherwise  no  person,  except  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Registration,  shall  practice  chiropractic  unless,  being  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character  and  graduated 

from  a  reputable  chiropractic  school  after  personally  attending 
courses  of  at  least  twenty-two  hundred  sixty-minute  daylight 
hours  given  to  persons  qualified  to  graduate  from  a  public  High 
School,  he  shall  qualify  by  examination,  pay  a  fee  of  twenty- 
live  dollars  and  be  registered  and  certified;  except  that  any  per- 
son licensed  in  another  State  maintaining  standards  equal  to 
those  of  this  Commonwealth  may  be  registered  without 
examination. 

That  the  examination  be  scientific  and  practical  in  character, 
in  subjects  including  anatomy,  physiology,  symptomatology, 
hygiene,  sanitation,  chemistry,  histology,  pathology,  chiroprac- 
tic analysis,  and  the  principles  and  practice  of  chiropractic. 

That  the  board   may,   after  hearing,   revoke  a  certificate  for 

cause. 

That  the  board  shall  make  an  annnal  report  and  shall  keep 
public  records  of  its  proceedings  and  of  the  names  of  persons 
examined  or  registered  by  it  and  of  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  registered  chiropractors,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  license  fee, 
promptly  notify  the  board  of  any  change  in  address  and  furnish 
such  other  information  as  the  board  may  require. 

That  the  board  consists  of  three  members,  residents  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  three  years,  graduates  of  a  chartered  chiro- 
practic school  having  power  to  confer  degrees  in  chiropractic, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
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1  hat  the  board  have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  summon 
witnessing  and  take  testimony  and  adopt  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  their  duties,  and  that  they  pay  into  the 
Btate  treasury  fees  received  by  them,  and  that  they  receive  com- 
pensation and  reimbursement  for  expenses  in  such  amounts  as 
may  be  annually  appropriated  therefor  not  exceeding  the  amount 
of  Mich  fees. 

Penalties  are  provided  for  practicing  chiropractic  without 
holding  a  certificate  or  for  using  the  words  "Chiropractic 
Practitioner,"  the  letters  "D.  C,"  or  any  title  or  letters  indicat- 
ing engagement  in  such  practice,  or  for  buying,  selling  or  fraud- 
ulently obtaining  any  diploma  or  record  of  registration. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  present  law  relating  to  the 
registration  of  physicians  and  surgeons  and  providing  penalties 
for  the  unauthorized  practice  of  medicine  shall  not  be  held  to 
discriminate  against  registered  chiropractors;  but  no  chiro- 
practor, unless  registered  as  a  physician  or  surgeon,  may  prac- 
tice obstetrics,  or  administer  drugs,  or  perform  surgical  opera- 
tions by  the  use  of  instruments,  or  hold  himself  out  as  and  for 
other  than  a  chiropractor,  which  was  disapproved 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  50  in 
the  affirmative  and  151  in  the  negative  and  in  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  13  in  the  affirmative  and  21  in 
the  negative,  be  approved  ? 

QUESTION    No.   2. 
Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  provides  for  an  additional 
method  of  nominating  candidates  for  nomination,  at  the  state 
primaries  in  September,  by  members  of  politioal  parties,  for 
those  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  Commonwealth 
at  a  state  election.  "% 

It  provides  that  the  state  conventions  of  the  political  parties, 
in  each  state  election  year,  shall  be  held  before  and  not  after 
the  state  primaries,  as  now,  namely,  not  later  than  June  15. 
In  order  to  elect  delegates  to  such  party  conventions,  party  pri- 
maries are  established  to  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April. 
Among  other  things,  these  state  conventions  may  endorse  candi- 
dates for  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  and  to  be  voted  upon 
at  the  state  primaries.      Such  endorsement  places  a  candidate  in

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Domination,  Rl  such  state  primaries,  without  the  necessity  of 
filing  DOmioatioo  papers.  The  name  of  the  endorsed  candidate 
iv  to  be  placed  first  00  the  ballot  and  against  his  name  is  to 
be  placed  the  words  "Endorsed  by  (the  name  of  political  party) 
convention"  in  addition  to  the  eight-word  statement  now 
authorised  by  law.  Candidates  endorsed  by  a  party  convention 
ma]  accept  said  endorsement  within  ten  days,  and  having  so 
pted  may  not  w  ithdraw. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  district  members  of  state 
committees  and  members  of  ward  and  town  committees  at  the 
proposed  party  primaries  in  April,  as  well  as  delegates  to  the 
State    partv   conventions,    instead    of    at    the  state  primaries   in 

September,  as  now. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national  con- 
ventions (to  nominate  condidates  for  President)  at  the  proposed 
party  primaries  instead  of  at  the  primaries,  now  specially  held 
tor  that  purpose,  and  which  existing  law  requires  to  be  held  on 
the  last  Tuesday  in  April  (the  same  day  proposed  for  the  pro- 
posed party  primaries). 

It  also  provides  for  certain  other  new  provisions  of  law  and 
certain  changes  in  existing  law,  relating  to  holding  state  conven- 
tions and  party  primaries,  the  number  and  election  of  delegates 
to  state  conventions,  the  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state 
committee,  and  other  matters,  which  in  more  detail  chiefly  are 
as  follows  : 

"Mate  coventions  are  to  be  composed  solely  of  delegates  elected 
at  the  party  primaries,  and  the  number  is  to  be  one  from  each 
ward  and  town  and  one  additional  for  every  fifteen  hundred 
votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  fifteen  hundred 
votes  cast  at  the  preceding  state  election  in  such  ward  or  town 
tor  the  political  party  candidate  for  Governor,  instead  of  a  num- 
ber now  fixed  by  the  state  committee  of  each  party  (not  less 
than  one  from  each  ward  or  town)  and  certain  members  desig- 
nated by  existing  law. 

The   time,  tor   notice  to   the   State   Secretary  by   aldermen  or 

selectmen   of    their  determination  to   hold   primaries  by  wards, 

DCtS    or    groups  of    precincts,   to    be   March    1,   instead    of 

August    1  ,  as  now. 
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The  Dames  of  candidates  for  election  for  delegates  to  a  state 
convention  and  for  district  members  of  a  state  committee  to  be 
Arranged  individually  by  alphabet  instead  of  in  groups  arranged 
by  lot,  as  now. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  delagate  to  a  state  or  national  con- 
vention not  to  be  filled  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  and  then  by 
delegates  from  the  same  district,  within  ten  days,  and  if  no 
other  delegate  or  if  not  so  filled,  then  by  a  state  committee,  rather 
than  solely  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  delegation  ;  and 
statement  of  filling  of  such  vacancy  to  be  filed  with  the  State 
Secretary. 

Seating  of  delegates  at  state  conventions  to  be  in  groups  by 
senatorial  districts,  and  order  of  business  at  said  conventions 
defined. 

Voting  on  candidates,  by  a  convention,  to  be  by  roll  call,  if 
more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office,  or  by  groups  of  delegates 
unless  any  member  of  such  group  objects. 

The  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  committee  of  a 
political  party  to  be  fixed  by  the  state  convention  of  a  party  in- 
stead of  by  the  state  committee,  as  now. 

The  existing  provisions  as  to  preparation  and  filing  of  nomi- 
nation papers,  objections  to  nominations,  preparation,  number, 
substance,  arrangement  and  form  of  ballots,  hours  during  which 
polls  shall  be  open,  opening  of  ballot  boxes,  canvass  and  return 
of  votes,  return  and  certification  of  votes,  now  applicable  to 
state  primaries  to  be  applicable  to  the  proposed  party  primaries. 

The  power  of  a  state  committee  to  fix  the  number  of  district 
delegates  to  a  national  convention  to  be  continued,  but  the  date, 
of  giving  notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be 
March  i ,  instead  of  on  or  before  the  third  Wednesday  in 
March,  as  now. 

The  power  of  city  and  town  committees  to  fix  the  number  of 
members  of  ward  and  town  committees  to  be  continued,  but  the 
date,  of  giving  notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of 
such  fixation  to  be  March  i  instead  of  August  i , 
as  now,  which  was  approved  in  the  Senate  by  a 
vote  of  21  in  the  affirmative  and  17  in  the  nega- 
tive and  was  disapproved  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives by  a  vote  of  62  in  the  affirmative, 
and  138  in  the  negative,  be  approved?

"ARTICLE— 

"SECTION  I.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice  President 
shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the  terms  of 
Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January, 
of  the  years  in  which  such  terms  would  have  ended  if  this  article 
had  not  been  ratified  :  and  the  terms  of  their  successors  shall 
then  begin. 

"Sect.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of 
January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

"Sect.  3.  If.  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term 
of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the  Vice 
President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  President  shall  not 
have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  his 
term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed  to  qualify,  then 
the  Vice  President  elect  shall  act  as  President  until  a  President 
shall  have  qualified  ;  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for 
the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President 
elect  shall  have  qualified,  declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  Presi- 
dent, or  the  manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected, 
and  such  person  shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice 
lent  shall  have  qualified. 

The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of 
choice  shall  have  developed  upon  them,  and  for  the  case  of 
the  death  ot  an\  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may 
choosC  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of  choics  shall  have 
devolved  upon  them. 
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Si:,  t.  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on 
the  15th  day  of  October  following  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  article. 


"Se<  1  .  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative 
unless  it  shalj  have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States 
within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission," — be  ratified 
by  the  General  Court?

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Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

It  now  becomes  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  to  you 
mv  second  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department,  together 
with  the  doings  thereof  during  the  year  ninteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two.

During  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two  the  total 
number  of  persons  arrested  were  843,  of  which  amount  732 
were  males,  53  females  and  58  juveniles.  This  is  an  increase  of 
327  persons  over  the  year  1931.

rhe  total  amount  of  tines  collected  in  this  court  for  the  year 
1932  were  $3,071.  Of  this  amount  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  received  a  total  of  $1,605.  The  County  of  Essex 
received  a  total  of  $95.00  and  the  town  of  Saugus  received 
$1,371.  All  cases  of  operating  under  the  influence  of  liquor 
are  tried  and  prosecuted  in  the  Lynn  District  Court.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  in  this  court  of  drunken  operating  for  the  year  1932 
was  29.  Of  this  amount  13  persons  paid  fines  to  the  amount  of 
$1,3^0.  Eight  persons  appealed  the  finding  in  lower  court  and 
in  Superior  Court  they  were  adjudged  guilty  and  paid  fines  of 
$850.  Four  persons  were  committed  to  the  house  of  correction. 
Three  persons  were  discharged  and  one  person  was  ordered  to 
make  restitution  for  damage  caused  by  him.  The  total  number 
of  appeal  cases  of  all  classes  of  offences  was  thirty. 

Daily  reports  of  officers  show  the  following: — Complaint 
received  and  investigated  1,455,  autos  reported  stolen  23,  autos 
recovered  45,  lost  articels  reported  52,  lost  articles  recovered 
4S,  lost  dogs  reported  58,  lost  dogs  found  62,  doors  and  win- 
dows found  open  and  secured  371,  responded  to  fires  65,  con- 
veyed to  hospitals  93,  lost  persons  reported  42,  lost  persons 
found  50,  notified  for  out  of  town  police  and  hospitals  92.  All 
others  367,  making  a  total  of  2,823  reports. 

You  may  notice  by  reading  this  report  that  the  work  of  the 
police  department  has  increased  considerable  during  this  past 
year.  First  to  consider  is  the  total  persons  arrested.  This  is 
an  increase  of  30  per  cent  over  the  year  1931.  Second  the 
amount  of  fines  assessed  and  paid  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
of  the  town  of  Saugus.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  of  60 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  This  in  itself  goes  to  show 
that  there  has  been  an  enormous  increase  in  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment of  which  the  men  both  Superior  Officers  and  Patrol- 
man have  not  hesitated  or  failed  in  one  instance  to  respond  to 
the  duty  of  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  which  your  Police 
Department  enjoys.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  again  in  view  of 
living  conditions  and  present  depression  that  we  are    now  pass- 
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log  through  is  the  reason  for  this  increase  in  crime.  Due  to 
these  facts  1  d<>  not  think  that  the  police  officers  should  be  pen- 
alized by  a  reduction  in  their  pay.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no 
worse  move  that  could  be  taken  than  this  which  has  been  ad- 
vocated in  a  few  instances.  I  am  of  the  firm  belief  that  this 
would  tend  strongly  towards  weakening  the  efficiency  of  the  whole 
department.  As  conditions  are  at  the  present  time  the  services 
of  police  is  required  much  more  often  than  in  past  years.  The 
officers  have  had  to  put  in  many  extra  hours  without  an  extra 
compensation  and  have  faced  the  task  willingly. 

As  I  have  stated  in  last  year's  report  that  some  of  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Police  Department  should  be  replaced  with  new 
equipment  and  realizing  that  due  to  conditions  as  they  are  we 
did  not  receive  this  equipment  I  will  say  this  year  that  we  will 
endeavor  to  get  through  this  year  with  the  present  equipment 
but  as  soon  as  conditions  improve  all  equipment  will  have  to  be 
replaced. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank,  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Honorable  William  E.  Ludden,  Justice  of  our 
Court,  the  several  Town  Officials  and  Private  Citizens  who  by 
their  cooperation  aided  me  during  the  past  year  and  last  but  not 
least  the  men  of  the  department  who  have  worked  diligently  to 
the  very  end  to  preserve  peace  and  order  in  the  town.  I 
sincerly  hope  that  the  good-will  shall  continue  to  exist  towards 
the  Police  Department.

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During  the  year  of  1932,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to 
3^8  alarms  and  calls  for  fires  and  other  duties. 

During  the  year  of  1931,  there  was  439  calls,  1932  shows  a 
decrease  of  61  calls  over  193  1. 

There  were  119  box  alarms,  and  259  telephone  calls,  25  of 
which  were  followed  by  box  alarms,  to  call  the  call  firemen  to 
duty  at  fires. 

Fifty  seven  alarms  were  false  and  needless.,  many  of  the  tele- 
phone calls  were  also  needless. 

The  total  mileage  traveled  by  the  apparatus  in  responding  to 
all  calls  was  2,017  mi'es«  Engine  one  579  miles,  Engine  two 
963   miles,  Ladder  one  475  miles. 

Chief's  automobile  traveled  4,202  miles  in  responding  to  fires, 
and  in  performance  of  the  various  other  duties  as  required. 

The  duties  of  the  Fire  Chief  have  been  greatly  increased  and 
under  the  directions  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
in  regards  to  the  inspection  and  of  the  storage  of  fuel  oil  and 
fuel  oil  burners. 

The  assessed  valuation  insurance,  on  buildings,  contents  and 
automobiles,  trucks  etc.,  involved  in  fires  are  as  follows,  as  could 
be  ascertained.

The  fire  loss  for  1932,  was  $21,628.50  less  than  in   1931. 

During  the  year  35,700  feet  f  inch,  24,150  feet  of  ij  inch  and 
27,200  feet  of  2.^  inch  li3se  was  laid  and  used  at  fires  a  total 
of  87,050  feet.       Of  the  total    33,650  feet  was  used  at  wood, 
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brush  sod  grass  tires,  [,266  feet  of  Ladders  was  raised  and   190 
gallons  of  chemical  fluid  was  used  on  fires. 

Engines  worked  101  hours  jo  minutes  pumping  water  on 
fires. 

Tabulated  fire  alarms,  calls  etc.,  are  as  follows: 

Buildings  51,  wood  and  brush  fires  117,  grass  fires  33,  auto- 
mobiles and  trucks  27,  dumps  and  rubbish  fires  38,  trees  4,  light 
poles  2.  bonfires  5,  rescue. of  cats  from  trees  and  roofs  5,  rescue 
of  dog  from  pond  1 ,  rescue  of  horse  from  mud  1,  chimney  fires  9, 
bridge  fires  3,  calls  for  inhalator  3,  overflowing  of  oil  in  ranges 
and  heaters  8,  dam  fire  1,  escaping  steam  1,  fences  2,  pumping 
out  street  1,  defective  chimneys  5,  burning  fat  3,  drowning  acci- 
dent 1,  false  alarms  38,  needless  19  making  a  total  of  378  calls. 

Two  lives  were  lost  byburning  through  no  fault  of  the  Fire 
Department  one  was  from  the  careless  use  of  gasoline  in  clean- 
ing machinery  while  smoking,  and  the  other  was  an  infant 
burned  to  death  while  asleep  in  a  crib,  clothing  caught  on  fire 
during  the  night  time  from  some  unknown  cause.  The  Fire 
Department  was  not  notified  until  several  hours  later  by  Medical 
Examiner  N.  P.  Breed.

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All  fire  apparatus,  Engine  1,  Engine  2,  and  Ladder  r,  are  in 
good  condition  and  good  for  a  number  of  years  to  come,  provid- 
ing that  they  do  not  meet  with  accidents. 

The  old  Dodge  combination  was  in  such  poor  condition  tha 
it  was  unsafe  to  be  on  the  streets  was  junked  and  nothing  was 
purchased  to  take  its  place. 

The  Chief's  automobile  is  nearly  five  years  old  and  will  soon 
have  to  be  replaced  or  junked. 

I  recommend  that  another  piece  of  fire  fighting  equipment  be 
purchased  to  take  the  place  of  the  Dodge  combination,  and  save 
the  wear  and  tear  on  the  heavy  and  expensive  apparatus. 

The  following  fire  departments  have  been  called  upon  a 
number  of  times  and  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  help- 
ing to  extinguish  a  number  of  bad  and  threatening  fires,  or  to 
cover  in  the  station,  while  the  Saugus  department  was  engaged 
in  extinguishing  fires. 

The  Lynn,  Melrose,  and  Revere  departments  have  always 
been  ready  and  willing  to  respond  when  called  upon  to  render 
aid. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  extend  my  personal  thanks  to  the 
various  fire  departments  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  assistance 
when  in  need. 

The  fire  department  has  done  excellent  work  in  keeping  the 
fire  loss  down  to  the  small  fire  loss  that  it  has  with  the  large 
territory  that  it  has  to  cover,  with  the  small  number  of  men  to 
man  the  apparatus  and  to  extinguish  the  fires. 

In  closing  I  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the 
year  1933. 

That  a  new  and  modern  up  to  date  Central  fire  station  be 
built  in  the  near  future,  to  replace  the  old  antiquated  wooden 
building  that  is  now  occupied  by  the  fire  department,  as  the  so 
called  Central  fire  station,  at  the  present  time,  which  is  a  seri- 
ous fire  hazard,  and  health  menace,  on  account  of  being  used  to 
house  motor  vehicles,  and  does  not  comply  with  the  State  garage 
laws,  rules  and  regulations. 
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Some  day  the   citizens  of  the  Town   will  either  find  the   ap- 
itUS  in  the  cellar,  or  the  building  going  up  in  smoke. 

The  station  is  also  a  serious  health  menace,  as  after  heavy 
rains  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  water  coming  into  the 
cellar,  and  leaves  the  building  in   a   damp  and   musty  condition 

tor  several  davs  at  a  time. 

1  do  not  hesitate  to  inform  the  Town  Officials  and  citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Saugus,  that  there  is  not  another  building  in  the 
town,  that  constitutes  as  bad  a  fire  hazard  as  the  so  called  Cen- 
tral Fire  Station. 

I  doubt  if  many  of  the  citizens  would  live  in  this  station  for 
any  length  of  time,  under  the  same  conditions  the  men,  who 
protect  their  lives  and  property,  have  to  live  under. 

Wake  up  citizens,  and  protect  the  lives  and  health  of  the 
men,  who  protect  your  lives  and  property. 

That  the  tire  alarm  system  be  given  a  thorough  examination, 
by  a  competent  expert  electrical  engineer  on  fire  alarm  systems, 
and  have  him  report  any  and  all  defects,  and  his  recommend- 
ations. 

That  a  compressed  air  fire  alarm  whistle  be  installed  at  some 
place  in  the  town,  thereby  eliminate  and  discontinue  the  use  of 
the  antiquated  fire  alarm  bell  system  that  is  now  in  use  for  fire 
alarm  purposes,  as  they  are  unreliable  in  calling  the  men  to  fires. 

That  500  feet  of  2  J  inch,  and  2,000  feet  of  1^  inch  hose  be 
purchased  this  year. 

That  the  citizens  of  the  town  visit  the  fire  station,  and  see  for 
themselves  under  what  conditions    the  men  have  to  live. 


FIRE    PREVENTION". 

That  fire  prevention  is  the  best   means  of  reducing  the  great 

loss  of  life-   and  property,  caused  by  fire. 

Familiarize  yourself   with   the   location   and   workings  of  the 
nearest  fire  alarm  box  to  your  home  and  office. 
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Iii  case  of  fire  go  to  the  nearest  box,  open  the  outside  door, 
and  pull  down  on  the  hook  on  the  inside  door,  and  if  possible 
remain  at  the  box,  and  direct  the  men  and  apparatus  to  the  fire. 

suggestions  for  good  housekeeping 
Keep  premises  clean  and  free  from  rubbish. 

Keep  halls,  stairways  and  exits  to  fire  escapes  free  from   all 

obstructions. 

Put  ashes,  oily  or  inflammable  materials  into  metal  receptacles 
with  metal  covers. 

Be  careful  in  the  use  of  lighted  matches,  candles,  cigar  and 
cigarette  stubs. 

Use  hot  water  only  to  thaw  frozen  water  pipes,  anything 
aflame  is  liable  to  start  a  fire.

Cinders  have  been  removed  from  the  schools  and  used  on 
Central  street  sidewalk  between  Centennial  avenue  and  Horton 
Street,  also  on  Main  Street  near  Summer  street. 

TAR    WALKS 

Five    hundred    dollars  was    appropriated    and    the    work    as 

follows  :

There  are  still  3,400  square  yards  of  tar  walks  to  be  renewed 
that  is  in  a  very  dangerous  condition  and  should  have  attention. 

BRIDGES 

The  Ballard  street  bridge  is  in  need  of  a  new  floor  and  may 
have  to  have  some  new  timbers. 

The  Highland  avenue  bridge  is  in  need  of  a  new  floor. 

The  Elm  street  bridge  also  needs  an  overhauling. 

This  work  will  cost  about  $1,000  and  must  be  done. 

LEDGE 

Ledge  or  boulder  protruding  through  the  surface  of  Park 
street  and  Pearson  street  was  blasted  and  removed. 

WELFARE    HELP 

We  have  been  awarded  about  ten  men  a  day  from  the  Welfare 
Department  to  work  out  their  aid  orders,  and  have  been  used  on 
all  work  done  this  year  from  laying  asphalt,  cleaning  streets, 
patching  roads,  cleaning  ditches,  repairing  buildings,  building 
roller  house  at  Public  Works  garage,  cleaning  drain  pipe  lines 
to  cutting  brush. 

Oaklandvale  square  was  left  in  bad  shape  by  the  construction 
of  Main  and  Howard  streets,  at  this  point.  A  plan  was  made 
by  the  State  and  the  work  is  under  way  and  will  be  completed 
in  the  spring  of  1933. 
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H^UIPMENT 

We  have  two,  throe  and  one-half  ton  White  trucks  in  good 
condition.  Both  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  this  year. 
rhe  Holt  five  ton  tractor  is  in  good  shape  and  is  only  used  in 
emergencies.  The  Cletrac,  a  two  ton  tractor  a  product  of  1922 
was  put  in  the  junk  in  192S.  Nineteen  thirty-two  spring  it  was 
removed  into  the  shop  and  found  after  a  survey,  that  it  would 
paj  to  recondition  it.  The  cost  was  about  $250  and  was  used 
in  place  of  the  Holt  all  of  1932  at  a  large  saving  in  gas  and  oil. 
We  have  a  G.  M.  C.  one  and  one-half  ton  dump,  hand  hoist. 
This  truck  runs  fair,  but  another  year  may  finish  it.  We  pur- 
chased a  six  cylinder  Reo  dump,  one  and  one-half  ton  for  $20 
which  is  giving  good  account  of  itself.  This  truck  saves  run- 
ning a  big  truck  on  small  jobs.  All  other  equipment  is  in  good 
condition.  The  two  three  and  one-half  ton  trucks  have  been 
equipped  with  electric  lights  which  aid  in  plowing  snow  as  they 
are  far  superior  to  gas  lights.  All  the  light  equipment  was 
second  hand. 

DRAINAGE 

Hayden  road  :  Surface  drainage  pipe  line  has  been  cleaned 
out  through  to  Anawan  avenue,  and  an  open  drain  constructed 
to  the  brook.  It  was  found  during  the  cleaning,  that  the  pipe 
has  been  cemented  up,  making  it  useless.  Two  new  grates 
were  cast  for  the  two  basins  on  this  street. 

Essex  street  :  South  of  the  railroad  crossing  the  drain  pipes 
connecting  the  basins  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  street 
had  caved  in.      This  was  relaid.     It  is  now  working  properly. 

Smith  road  :  A  by  pass  has  been  laid  from  basin  at  Morrison's 
store  to  the  basin  opposite  Raddin's  store,  which  is  taking 
care  of  the  bad  condition  in  heavy  storms. 

Lincoln  avenue,  opposite  Western  avenue,  the  catch  basin 
caved  in  and  was  rebuilt. 

Corner  Elm  street  and  Central  street,  the  basin  was  rebuilt. 

Corner  Lincoln  avenue,  and  Western  avenue,  pipe  line  caved 
in  and  was  repaired. 

E  istis  street,  to  Myrtle,  Mushed  out  drain,  and  replaced 
several  lengths  of  pipe. 
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Greenwood  avenue,  built  new  manhole,  on  drain  that  runs  to 
river,  tor  purpose  of  clean  out. 

Cleaned  out  culverts  under  Willis  street,  Adams  avenue,  Vine 
Street,  near  Essex,  Main  street  near  Vine  street,  Central 
street  at  Fiske's  Meadow  Brook. 

Plugged  Mountain  avenue  drain,  previously  discontinued, 
formerly  entering  Fiske's  Meadow. 

Basin  at  Brostrom's,  on  Ballard  street,  has  been  connected  to 
the  Greenwood  avenue  drain.  This  basin  was  built  some  time 
ago,  but  never  connected  to  the  drain. 

Rebuilt  basin  at  the  corner  of  Central  street  and  Winter  street. 

Cleaned  ditch  from  the  DeFranzo  property,  east,  to  the  river. 
This  ditch  was  full,  and  needed  cleaning  badly. 

Cleaned  ditch  from  foot  of  Knowles  avenue,  through  swamp 
to  Adams  avenue,  thence  to  Essex  street,  lowering  the  water  in 
this  area  about  one  foot. 

In  fact  a  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  all  brooks 
and  culverts  this  year. 

Clean  up  week. — Several  hundred  old  automobiles  which  had 
been  deposited  at  the  road  side,  about  town,  were  collected  and 
dumped  at  the  east  end  of  the  Public  Works  garage  lot,  filling 
a  large  hole.  Most  of  these  old  cars  are  now  covered  with 
street  cleanings,  which  has  added  about  thirty  feet  in  length  to 
the  yard  area. 

The  wall  of  Edward  Roy,  corner  of  Central  street,  and  East 
Denver  street,  was  pointed  up,  and  put  in  good  shape.  This 
wall  was  damaged  when  the  sidewalk  abutting  the  property  was 
constructed. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  set  aside  by  the  Finance  Committee 
for  shoulder  work  on  Walnut  street,  from  the  Lynn  line  to 
Water  street,  and  thence  on  Water  street,  to  the  Wakefield  line. 
This  road  is  a  chapter  90  job,  and  the  State  insisted  that  the 
work  be  done. 
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traffic  markings  have  been  painted  on  all  areas  twice  this 
year.  Several  restricted  parking  areas  were  established  this 
year,  including:  Central  street,  from  the  railroad  track  to 
Winter  street,  opposite  the  State  Theatre.  Central  street,  from 
Winter  street,  abutting  the  High  School  property.  Stone  street, 
from  Central  street  to  the  first  pole.  Ernest  street,  both  sides, 
thirty  minute  parking,  250  feet  from  Lincoln  avenue.  Wash- 
ington square,  thirty  minute  parking  in  front  of  the  stores.  A 
stop  sign  was  placed  at  the  corner  of  Western  avenue  and 
Lincoln  avenue.  A  stop  sign  was  placed  at  the  corner  of 
Adams  avenue  and  Vine  street.  A  slow  sign  was  placed  at  the 
corner  of  Vine  street  and  Main  street. 

Roller  house  :  This  building  was  located  at  the  Hathaway 
house  on  Talbot  street.  It  was  torn  down  and  rebuilt  at  the 
town  yard,  on  Woodbury  avenue,  and  now  housed  the  road 
roller.  The  work  was  done  at  a  cost  of  $30  for  the  needed 
materials. 

The  Highway  Department  has  hauled  Red  Cross  flour  from 
Boston  for  the  Welfare  Department  many  times  during  the  year. 

We  have  loaned  a  truck  several  times  to  move  people  to  new 
homes  for  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Cletrac  was  used  at  the  Town  Farm  for  plowing  for 
home  gardens. 

It  has  been  our  policy  to  assist  all  departments  if  requested. 

The  Highway  crew  on  January  1,  1932,  consisted  of  fourteen 
men  and  today  there  is  a  foreman  and  five  key  men,  such  as 
Harold  Coburn,  who  is  a  mechanic  and  driver  of  five  ton  dump 
truck  ;  George  Pike,  roller  man,  garage  fireman  and  driver  of  a 
five  ton  truck;  John  Marlborough,  a  truck  driver  and  handy 
man  :  Michael  Maher,  a  truck  driver,  and  Dawson  Montgomery, 
handy  man,  who  also  does  all  our  brick  work  and  grading.  All 
of  the  above  men  are  able  to  step  into  the  Water  Department  in 
the  event  of  a  water  main  break.  The  men  all  have  positions 
to  man  in  the  event  of  a  snow  storm.  Crew  of  Welfare  men 
could  not  plow  your  streets  and  give  the  excellent  service 
rendered.

This  last  item  connected  Lawndale  avenue,  with  the  new  high 
pressure  system. 

The  above  work  was  constructed  by  Robert  H.  Cunningham, 
forman  of  mains,  who  also  does  the  blacksmith  work  for  all  de- 
partments, he  also  has  a  helper.  The  main  labor  was  furnished 
by  recipients  of  aid. 

There  were  several  bad  breaks  in  the  old  cement  mains  which 
were  taken  care  of  by  experienced  Highway  Department  men 
being  loaned  to  the  Water  Department  for  the  emergency. 

A  new  electrical  device  was  designed  by  the  A.  C.  Day  Sons' 
Co.  cf  Saugus  for  better  control  of  the  electircally  operated 
main  gate  at  the  pumping  station  off  Baker  street.  The  control 
does  not  allow  the  gate  to  open  wide  with  the  touch  of  the  but- 
ton, but  causes  it  to  hesitate,  making  the  speed  much  slower, 
and  building  up  the  pressure  gradually,  which  equalizes  the 
same  in  the  street  mains,  and  saves  the  large  number  of  water 
breaks. 


WATER     SERVICES 

The  work  of  this  type  is  under  the  supervision  of  James  Blair, 
who  has  a  helper.  We  have  always  had  two  or  three  laborers 
who  have  done  the  excavating,  and  are  familiar  with  working 
around  cement  and  iron  mains.  These  laborers  are  employed 
as  needed,     The  actual  laying  of  the  service  is  handled  by  the 
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foreman  and  his  helper,  who  also   have   much  other  work,  such 
as  blowing  out  services,  repairs  to  same,  etc.

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Report  of  the  Saugus  Water  and  Dock 
Commission 


Your  Water  and  Dock  Commission  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  : 

The  commission  has  held  several  meetings  during  the  past 
year  and  at  two  of  the  meetings  several  owners  of  the  marshland 
were  present.  Members  of  the  commission  have  attended  all 
hearings  at  the  legislature  on  the  bill  for  the  construction  of  the 
new  bridge  across  the  Saugus  River  and  recommended  that  the 
bridge  be  built  with  a  draw  one  hundred  feet  wide.  The  ap- 
propriation for  the  bridge  with  the  commission's  recommend- 
ation has  been  voted. 

The  commission  has  also  introduced  a  bill  asking  that  the 
Saugus  River  be  dredged  to  a  depth  of  twenty-five  feet  and  a 
width  of  one  hundred  feet.  This  bill  is  now  before  the  legis- 
lature and  the  commission  will  urge  its  passage. 

The  commission  feels  that  the  draw  in  the  new  bridge  is  of 
great  importance  to  the  development  of  the  marshes  and  has 
greatly  increased  its  value. 

Many  inquiries  have  been  received  from  manufacturers  as  to 
the  possibilities  for  plants  of  various  kinds. 

The  commission  feels  it  is  making  headway  and  that  before 
another  year  has  passed  some  definite  progress  may  be  reported.

7 o  the   <  itizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus ; 

During  the  past  year  we  have  worked  under  a  handicap  due 
to  the  tact  that  we  only  received  the  sum  of  $Mioo  for  the  year. 

STACKPOLE    FIELD 

This  field  received  the  attention  of  a  caretaker  from  April  to 
January  i,  1933,  at  a  cost  of  less  than  $375.  The  grounds  were 
at  all  times  regardless  of  weather  in  perfect  condition.  We  also 
provided  a  -irl  and  boy  instructor  for  this  field  for  a  period  of 
nine  weeks  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  The  average 
daily  attendance  was  from  75  to  100  children.  On  the  westerly 
side  we  erected  a  wire  fence  for  a  distance  of  about  125  feet 
with  the  assistance  of  the  abutter.  Two  sections  of  the  portable 
bleechers  were  repainted  this  year.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
the  baseball  and  football  permits  issued  this  year. 

BASEBALL 

Cliftondale  A.  A.,  12  games;  Kenwood  A.  C,  16  games; 
Saugus  T.  T.,  20  games  ;  East  Saugus,  8  games  ;  Town  league, 
50  games;  Freshman  class  and  Junior  High  School,  20  games;

CLIFTONDALE    PLAYGROUND 

This  field  did  not  receive  the  attention  that  it  required  this 
year.     We  did,  however,  reclean  the  westerly  brook  out  which 
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was  in  very  bad  shape.  The  Welfare  Department  very  kindly 
gave  us  a  man  tor  several  weeks  but  he  did  not  do  much.  This 
playground  also  had  both  a  boy  and  girl  instructor  for  the  sum- 
mer vacation.  This  playground  had  a  daily  attendance  of  100 
to  12^  children. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
we  provided  a  skating  rink  at  the  East  Saugus  Playground. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Saugus  Grange  for  their  most  beautiful  flag  and  flag  pole  at  the 
Cliftondale  Playground  which  they  gave  in  1 93 1 .  We  also 
want  to  thank  the  Civic  League  for  the  beautiful  trees  which 
they  planted  on  the  Cliftondale  Playground,  also  special  thanks 
to  the  Riverside  Club  for  the  four  sand  boxes  which  they  gave 
to  Stackpole  field.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  Welfare  and 
Public  Works  Department  for  the  use  of  men  which  they  gave 
us  and  also  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


We  regret  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  spend  the  amount  of 
money  as   shown   in   the   Accountant's  report.      One  reason  for 

this  is  the  unusual  number  of  persons  suffering  with  Tubercu- 
losis whose  resistance  had  been  lowered  by  undernourishment 
that  it  became  necessary  to  hospitalize  them  at  a  cost  of  $9.10 
per  week.  This  cost  however  is  ultimately  reduced  by  a  reim- 
bursement from  the  State  of  .^5.00  per  week.  Another  unfor- 
tunate condition  exists  where  families  living  in  Lynn  (having  a 
Saugufl  Settlement)  contracting  a  communicable  disease  have 
been  committed  to  the  Lynn  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  City  of 
Lynn  and  are  billed  to  Saugus  at  a  cost  of  $4.00  per  day.  This 
is  allowed  by  Statute  and  is  beyond  our  control.  Families  living 
in  Saugus  are  good  enough  to  care  for  their  own  patients  except 
in  severe  cases  when  our  Board  has  cared  for  them.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  keep  the  cost  of  the  department  down  whenever 
this  is  possible  but  our  work  is  care,  control  and  prevention  of 
communicable  diseases  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate 
the  cost. 

We  have  conducted  the  Dental  and  Diphtheria  Immunization 
Clinics  with  exceptional  success.  Two  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  children  have  availed  themselves  of  the  Schick  Test  and 
608  were  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.        ♦ 

The  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Public  Works  Department  and  is  being  ably  carried  on  by 
the  Superintendent  of  that  Department.  We  have  been  able  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  Collection  of  Garbage  from  $3,000  to 
$1,800  a  saving  of  $1,200. 

Our  Milk  and  Dairy  Inspector  has  made  much  progress  in 
having  all  cows  tested  for  tuberculosis  and  replacing  all  cattle 
that  react  to  the  test.  This  division  of  our  work  is  ably  carried 
on  by  Mr.  John  W.  Hitchings  who  is  doing  a  great  amount  of 
work  for  a  very  small  salary.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Saugus,  Mass.,  January  i,  1933. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gen  i  i.i.\ii:\, — -I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Forest 
Fire  Warden,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

The  year  just  ended,  has  been  a  fair  one.  There  has  been 
1  17  wood  and  brush  fires  and  33  grass  fires,  against  147  wood 
and  brush  and  83  grass  fires  in  1931. 

Some  of  them  have  been  threatening  at  the  start,  and  came 
near  to  buildings.  I  have  had  to  call  for  the  State  Forest  Fire 
truck  for  service  only  once  during  1932.  At  the  time  that  I 
asked  for  its  use,  it  was  in  service  in  another  town.  I  had  to 
wait  24  hours  before  I  could  get  it. 

During  the  year  the  following  amount  of  hose  was  laid  and 
used  at  wood,  brush  and  grass  fires:  17,000  feet  of  %  inch, 
1  1,750  feet  of  i4  inch,  4,650  feet  of  2i  inch,  and  3,000  feet  of 
1  inch  hose,  the  latter  from  the  State  Forest  Fire  truck.  A 
total  of  36,650  feet  of  hose. 

There  were  many  fires  during  the  year,  at  which  I  had  to 
employ  extra  help,  and  in  some  cases  T  had  to  maintain  a  watch 
day  and  night  as  some  of  the  fires  had  burned  deep  into  the 
ground,  and  to  keep  them  from  breaking  out  again,  and  to  guard 
against  any  spread. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  piece  of  apparatus  and 
necessary  equipment  and  appliances  for  handling  all  such  fires 
in  place  of  using  the  heavy  and  expensive  apparatus. 

I  think  that  the  town  would  be  saving  money  by  doing  so. 

This  piece  of  apparatus  could  be  used  at  other  fires  as  well,  and 

take  care  of  all  fires  in  the  Golden  Hills  section  when  not  in  use 

elsewhere.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


CHARITY    DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Y^own  of  Saugus : 

Your  Hoard  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

Our  appropriation  of  $62,000  at  the  March  Town  Meeting 
was  augumented  at  a  later  meeting  by  $10,000  plus  $800  by 
transfer  making  a  total  of  $72,800.  Unfortunately  this  did  not 
meet  the  emergency  and  our  unpaid  bills  at  the  end  of  the  year 
were  approximately  $12,861.15.  This,  added  to  the  amount 
appropriated  shows  a  total  of  $85,661.15  expended  last  year  in 
Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

During  the  year  Saugus  has  received  from  other  cities  and 
towns  and  the  state  a  total  of  $16,204.32.  This  is  gratifying, 
at  least  to  some  degree,  and  as  stated  in  our  last  annual  report 
the  percentage  of  people  aided  by  us  with  settlements  other  than 
Saugus  is  still  much  higher  than  the  average  town.  While  such 
a  condition  does  not  lighten  our  burden  today,  Saugus  will 
eventually  be  reimbursed  for  aid  given  to  such  families,  amount- 
ing to  a  number  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

At  the  present  time  our  weekly  payroll  for  Mother's  Aid  with 
dependent  children  amounts  to  $123;  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
payroll  is  approximately  $306  weekly,  a  total  for  the  year  of 
$22,308;    indeed  a  very  substantial  part  of  our  expenditure. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  have  the  same  problems  to  meet 
that  they  have  always  had  and  in  addition  those  problems  are 
intensified  by  the  present  unemployment  situation.  Further, 
there  has  been  added  to  our  responsibilities  what  may  be  termed 
"1  fnemployoient  Aid"  as  that  aid  is  necessitated  by  the  depres- 
sion. This  responsibility  entails  a  somewhat  different  consider- 
ation of  the  principles  that  have  heretofor  guided  the  granting 
ol  aid  to  individuals  and  to  families.  Each  case  must  be  acted 
upon  individually,  taking  into  consideration  all  the  facts  as  they 
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present  themselves  to  your  Board.  This  we  have  done,  ever 
keeping  in  mind  our  responsibility  not  only  to  the  applicant  but 
also  to  the  taxpayers  who  are  paying  the  bills. 

A  year  ago  the  Board  adopted  a  schedule  of  relief  commen- 
surate with  the  domestic  obligations  of  the  applicants  and  this 
schedule  is  religiously  adhered  to  except  in  cases  where  there 
are  extenuating  circumstances  such  as  sickness  or  children  under 

normal  weight. 

We  have  done  our  utmost  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  tax- 
payers by  cooperating  with  other  departments  in  town  the  fol- 
lowing being  a  list  of  days  of  work  performed  in  the  several  de- 
partments by  recipients  of  aid  :

In  addition  686  men  representing  i  ,007  days  were  delegated 
to  work  at  Town  Farm  cutting  down  and  chopping  wood,  etc. 

Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-eight  bags  of  flour 
donated  to  the  town  by  the  government  have  been  distributed  to 
families  aided  by  the  board  and  also  to  potential  applicants  as  a 
means  of  helping  to  postpone  the  time  when  they  too,  if  condi- 
tions remain  unchanged,  will  be  forced  to  apply  for  assistance. 

Grocery  orders  in  the  late  fall  were  augmented  by  the  addition 
of  potatoes  and  vegetables  grown  at  the  Town  Farm  at  practi- 
cally no  expense  other  than  for  seed. 

We  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $98,950.00  for  this 
year  hoping  that  with  that  amount  judiciously  handled  we  will 
be  able  to  meet  our  responsibilities  during  the  trying  days  that 
lie  ahead  of    us.      The  responsibility  of    administrating   public 
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funds  is  great.  The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in  this  depression 
Stands  bj  wai  of  B  last  resort  to  a  great  number  of  our  people 
who  have  been  plunged  into  a  situation  where  they  are  the 
victims  of  circumstance. 


S  \l  (tUS  infirmary 

Our  appropriation  for  the  year  1932  voted  at  Town  Meeting 
\  as  $3,600  plus  $200  by  transfer  with  $660.21  unpaid  bills. 
This  was  a  considerable  amount  less  than  in  previous  years  and 

the  reason  for  the  unpaid  bills  was  that  for  the  first  three  months 

the  farm  was  run  as  previously. 

Receipts  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  : 

$270.40  for  milk. 

$300.00  sale  of  stock. 

$65.00  back  bills  due  the  town. 

On  April  1,  1932,  all  cows  were  dispensed  with  and  the 
Infirmary  became  purely  a  home,  other  than  the  raising  of  pro- 
duce from  the  land  entirely  with  welfare  recipients  doing  the 
labor  without  any  expense  to  the  town. 

The  following  produce  was  raised  and  given  to  recipients  of 
Welfare  Aid  thereby  saving  in  the  amount  of  grocery  orders 
given  : 

325  bushels  of  potatoes 
20  bushels  of  rhubarb 
150  bunches  of  asparagus 
400  heads  of  cabbage 

30  bushels  of  tomatoes 
300  bunches  of  beets 
200  bunches  of  carrots 

In  addition  to  the  above,  155  cords  of  cut  wood  was  delivered 
to  families  in  lieu  of  coal  during  the  year.  Since  April  1st,  the 
receipts  have  been  as  follows  : 

Cash  for  produce        .....  $9  75 

Sale  of  standing  grass  .  .  .  .  70  00

The  Home,  during  the  year,  has  been  entirely  papered  and 
painted   inside  by  welfare  men   and  two  bath-rooms  have  been 
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installed.      The  only  labor  paid  for  was  to  the  registered  plum- 
ill  carpentry  work  was  done  by  men  from  the  welfare. 

\\  e  have  been  offered  paying  boarders  from  neighboring 
cities  and  towns  but  owing  to  our  inability,  through  lack  of 
funds  we  had,  reluctantly,  to  refuse  them.  We  feel  that  if  suf- 
ficient appropriation  this  year  is  made  to  enable  us  to  accept 
some  boarders  not  only  will  the  Town  Farm  be  self  supporting 
but  will  show  a  surplus,  thereby  becoming  an  asset  instead  of 
being  a  liability  to  the  town. 

Approximately  two  acres  were  ploughed  and  given  to  twenty- 
six  citizens  of  the  town  as  home  gardens  thereby  enabling  some 
worthy  families  endeavoring  to  solve  their  problem  of  unem- 
ployment and  still  retain  their  self  respect.  Our  only  regret  is 
that  more  people  did  not  see  their  way  to  take  advantage  of  our 
offer.

Board  of  Public    Welfare. 
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Report  of  Investigator  and  Visitor 


To  the  Board  of  Public    Welfare,  Saugus,  Mass. : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
investigator  and  visitor  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  second  Public  Welfare  cases  and  the 
seventy-eighth  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  aided  in  1932,  I  have 
investigated  all  and  have  visited  each  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
cases  at  least  four  times  as  required  by  law.  In  addition  to 
this,  I  have  held  innumerable  telephone  conversations  in  con- 
nection with  my  work. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  two  welfare  applicants,  about  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  of  them  were  dropped  after  my  investigation 
showed  they  had  some  means  of  support,  either  through  income 
or  assistance  from  somebody  in  their  immediate  families,  and 
were  therefore  ineligible  for  town  aid. 

I  have  also  checked  a  considerable  number  of  settlement 
notices  from  other  cities  and  towns.  Many  of  these,  upon 
investigation,  were  found  to  have  had  no  Saugus  settlements, 
and  were  therefore  denied  Saugus  aid. 

The  number  of  cases  shut  off  and  the  settlements  denied  after 
investigation  entailed  a  saving  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  to 
the  town. 

I  have  conveyed  nineteen  individuals  to  institutions  and  hos- 
pitals, including  Tewksbury,  Monson,  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral and  the  Lynn  Hospital.  In  all,  eleven  hundred  and  sixty 
miles   were    covered  by  me    outside  the    regular  course    of  my 

welfare  work. 

In  the  late  summer  of  1932,  to  save  expense,  a  schedule  was 
adopted   by   the   Board   based  on  the    number  of    persons    in  a 
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family,  which  made  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  aid,  and 
which  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  decrease  in  welfare 
expenditures. 

Owing  to  so  many  children  whose  physical  condition  was 
below  normal,  milk  orders  were  recommended  in  addition  to  the 
grocery  orders,  rather  than  an  increase  in  groceries. 

I  have  received  from  and  rendered  to  other  Welfare  Board 
and  organizations  the  fullest  cooperation. 

I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  to  all  others  who  have 
so  kindly  cooperated  with  me.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 


In  accordance  with  Article  12  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  the 
Planning  Hoard  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year  ending 

December  31 ,  1932. 

The  Hoard  organized  on  March  14,  1932,  with  the  following 
members:  Charles  E.  Thrasher,  Chairman;  Paul  F.  Neal, 
Secretary;  Washington  L.  Bryer,  Charles  H.  L.  Kahler  and 
Barnet  Shapiro.  Regular  meetings  were  held  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month,  and  special  meetings  and  hear_ 
ings  were  held  when  necessary.  The  Planning  Board  has 
endeavored  to  serve  the  town  during  the  past  year  by  carefully 
considering  every  problem  that  has  come  before  it  for  the  town's 
best  interest. 

ZONING 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Planning  Board  will 
attempt  to  modify  the  present  Zoning  Law  by  dividing  the 
present  ''Business  District"  into  a  "Retail  Business"  and  a 
"General  Business"  district.  The  effect  of  this  will  be  to  define 
more  clearly  the  zoning  districts  of  Saugus.  With  the  consent 
of  the  Building  Inspector,  a  change  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
By-Law  is  requested,  and  a  penalty  provided  for  its  violation. 

ROADS 

A  decreased  town  income  has  resulted  in  avoiding  building 
new  roads  or  large  scale  resurfacing.  Although  this  has  been 
necessary  your  Planning  Board  believes  that  the  surface  of  our 
present  roads  should  be  protected.  If  frost  gets  into  a  road  it 
soon  breaks  up,  and  must  be  repaired  or  replaced  at  great 
expense.  Whereas  proper  maintenance  results  in  a  great 
saving. 

The  Board  of  Survey  has  recently  adopted  regulations  which 
must  be  conformed  with  before  any  new  street  or  way  may  be 
opened  for  development.  The  Planning  Board  heartily  endorses 
this   means  of  control   for  the  future    development   of    Saugus. 
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Tlu-  present  regulations  should  be  strictly  enforced  and  others 
adopted  which  will  require  a  hard  surface  road  and  sidewalks 
on  all  new  developments. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  transportation  problem  in  the  Oaklandvale  section  of 
Saugus  is  acute.  Some  means  of  transportation  must  be  pro- 
vided from  Saugus  Centre  to  Melrose  Highlands.  Indications 
are  that  the  company  which  has  the  " School  Contract"  will 
also  resume  responsibility  for  carrying  other  passengers.  If 
this  does  not  materialize,  the  Planning  Board  will  endeavor  to 
secure  other  means  of  transportation. 

MOSQUITO    CONTROL 

The  mosquito  problem  in  Saugus  has  been  greatly  diminished 
the  past  year  by  the  ditching  of  the  Saugus  marshes.  We 
recommend  that  the  present  ditches  be  kept  open  and  the  town 
encourage  the  work  to  be  continued  for  the  good  it  accomplishes 
as  an  unemployment  measure.  The  Planning  Board  also  recom- 
mends that  the  rubbish  and  ash  collections  be  used  to  fill  in 
places  where  water  collects  forming  a  pool.  Pools  create 
breeding  places  for  mosquitoes  and  should  be  eliminated. 

STREET    LIGHTING 

The  need  for  economy  during  the  past  year  has  made  it 
necessary  to  discontinue  the  use  of  some  of  the  newly  installed 
street  lights.  Upon  the  revival  of  business  conditions,  these 
lights  should  again  be  used.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  should 
however,  work  to  secure  a  reduction  in  rate  for  street  lighting 
service.  We  believe  that  by  so  doing,  a  financial  saving  could 
be  effected  which  would  make  possible  an  extension  of  the  new 
system. 

SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  problem  has  been  delegated  to  a  Sewer  Com- 
mittee who  have  been  in  conference  with  the  city  of  Lynn 
various  times  during  the  past  year.  Their  report  should  be 
carefully  studied  by  the  citizens  of  Saugus  who  will  soon  be 
called  upon    to  make  an  important  decision  upon  this  subject. 

SIDEWALKS 

The  new  sidewalk  on  Winter  Street  from  Chestnut  to  Central 
street    has  made  a  decided  improvement  in  the  appearance  and 
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utility  of  that  street.  It  is  the  belief  of  your  Planning  Board  that 
granite  curb-stones  should  have  been  used,  (iranite,  although 
slightly  higher  in  price,  may  be  re-set  whenever  alterations  are 
necessary  without  the  additional  cost  of  a  replacement.  We 
recommend  in  the  Euture  that  granite  be  used  in  preference  to 
anv  other  type  of  curb-stone. 


FIRE    AND    POLICE    STATION 

While  it  is  not  expected  that  a  Fire  or  Police  Station  will  be 
built  during  the  coming  year,  it  is  not  too  early  to  make  studies 
a>  to  whether  the  two  stations  should  be  under  one  roof  and  the 
location  of  that  building  or  buildings.  From  the  knowledge  at 
hand,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  both  depattments 
in  a  new  building.  Surrounding  towns  are  building  one  story 
tire  stations  in  combination  with  a  police  station.  A  complete 
study,  however,  might  show  that  some  other  treatment  would  be 
more  desirable. 

SAFETY 

A  number  of  accidents  have  taken  place  in  Saugus  when  the 
busses  have  stopped  to  take  on  or  to  discharge  passengers. 
Your  Board  has  felt  some  of  these  accidents  might  have  been 
averted  if  designated  stops  were  located  along  the  bus  line.  This 
suggestion  was  carried  out  by  the  local  bus  line.  Since  its  in- 
ception, accidents  in  Saugus  in  which  the  busses  were  a  factor 
have  been  greatly  reduced.  We  would  recommend  that  bus 
operators  always  pull  to  the  curb  when  stopping  for  passengers. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  local  Safety  Committee,  slow 
signs  have  been  placed  at  the  junction  of  Main  and  Vine  streets. 
We  believe  that  these  warning  signs  will  caution  motorists  when 
approaching  this  intersection  and  decrease  the  number  of  acci- 
dents at  this  point. 

ENGINEERING    DEPARTMENT 

We  are  in  favor  of  retaining  this  important  department  under 
its  present  system.  The  Planning  Board  with  the  cooperation 
of  this  department  and  the  Highway  Department  intends  to 
prepare  a  plan  which  would  cover  the  needs  of  the  town  for 
main  traffic  ways,  main  secondary  ways,  schools,  parks  and 
playgrounds,  and  any  other  needs  which  a  study  may  disclose. 
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ADDITION     TO     PRESENT     HIGH    SCHOOL 

rhe  Planning  Board  shared  the  belief  with  many  of  the  citizens 
of  Saugus,  that  a  two  story  addition  was  to  be  added  to  the  High 
School  building.  At  the  present  time  the  Board  is  not  inclined 
to  favor  the  substitution  of  a  three  story  addition.  We  feel  that 
if  substitution  were  necessary  that  information  should  have  been 
given  to  our  citizens. 

SCHOOL    HOUSE    SITES 

There  are  vacant  lots  surrounding  some  of  our  school  houses 
upon  which  the  town  holds  title  or  will  soon  receive  title.  We 
would  suggest  that  wherever  this  situation  exists  that  such  land 
be  held  for  the  town  and  jurisdiction  be  transferred  to  the  School 
i  lommittee. 

PARKS    AND    PLAYGROUNDS 

A  proposed  plan  for  the  Commonwealth  to  develop  a  park 
between  the  Saugus  River  and  the  East  Saugus  Depot  has  been 
endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board.  We  wish  to  again  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  Saugus  a  recommendation  of  the 
Planning  Board  of  1925  that  a  portion  of  the  Town  Farm  be 
developed  into  a  park  and  recreation  spot. 

TOWN    BY-LAWS 

A  number  of  changes  and  additions  are  being  contemplated 
in  our  Town  By-Laws.  The  Planning  Board  suggests  that  as 
soon  as  these  changes  have  taken  place  that  all  Town  By-Laws 
be  bound  under  one  cover  and  distributed  at  nominal  charge. 

STREET    NAMES 

Within  the  confines  of  the  town  of  Saugus  there  are  many 
duplications  of  street  names,  in  one  instance,  there  are  four 
streets  which  have  the  same  name.  We  have  requested  a  legal 
opinion  from  the  Town  Counsel  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
duplications  may  be  eliminated.  We  hope  to  have  the  situation 
corrected  in  the  near  future. 

STREET    NUMBERS 

A  problem  almost  as  serious  is  that  of  duplication  of  street 
names    is    that    of    street    numbers  not  in  numerical  sequence. 

19 
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This  causes  great  inconvenience  to  postal  authorities  and  others. 
Our  townspeople  should  understand  that  it  is  for  their  best 
interest  to  have  t lie  proper  number  on  their  building  rather  than 
the  one  which  may  be  on  their  door  and  for  which  they  have 
some  fancied  desiie. 

SANITATION 

Saugus  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  it  must  have  waste 
paper  and  refuse  containers  in  the  central  parts  of  our  town,  if 
we  are  to  keep  our  streets  in  a  tidy  condition.  The  Planning 
Board  is  not  committed  to  any  one  project  but  earnestly  advo- 
cates the  placing  of  receptacles  for  this  purpose. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  all  persons  and  Boards  who 
have  been  helpful  to  us  in  our  investigations  during  the  past 
year.

The    Board    of    Assessors,    knowing    the  great  value  of    the 
water  front  property,  this  year  increased  the  valuation  on  the 
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Saugus  and  Pines  Rivers  from  one  mill  per  foot  to  four  cents  per 
fool  back  fifteen  hundred  feel  Erom  the  water  lines.  The  land 
In  the  rear  practically  remains  the  same  as  it  was.  The  future 
of  this  town  will  depend  on  our  Commercial  and  Industrial 
Water  Front  Property.  We  have  got  to  place  values,  where 
the  values  are,  on  the  water  front.  The  wealthy  marshland 
owners  are  holding  the  land  for  high  dollars  and  are  refusing  to 
sell  it  to  oil  companies  and  others,  who  wanted  to  locate  in 
Saugus,  and  pay  a  good  price  for  the  land.  Among  the  owners 
are  E.  II.  Blood  Real  Estate  Associates  of  Lynn,  and  another 
owner,  Mr.  Hastings,  owner  of  the  Lynn  Item,  whose  paper  is 
ridiculing  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  placing,  in  their  opinion, 
an  honest  tax  value  on  this  land. 

We  have  increased  the  values  on  the  property  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company,  formerly  known  as  the  Tenney 
Service,  from  $22,891  to  $59,341. 

We  have  increased  the  land  value  along  the  new  State  High- 
ways. 

We  have  increased  the  property  of  Godfrey  L.  Cabot,  the 
owner  of  278  acres  and,  also,  the  Saugus  Race  Track,  from 
$26,200  to  $62,275.  He  has  on  record  at  the  Essex  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  ss.  a  lease  to  Mr.  Arthur  Pitman,  giving 
him  an  option  to  purchase  the  track  for  $150,000  being  $90,000 
more  than  we  assessed  it. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
through  its  Treasurer,  Mr.  Eugene  B.  Fraser,  gave  us  volun- 
tarily an  increase  in  valuation  of  $56,760  to  help  us  in  this 
depression. 

The  home  owners  and  small  business  men  have  been  carrying 
all  the  load  in  Saugus  for  years.  It  is  time  to  stop  and  give  a 
square  deal  to  all.  That  is  why,  this  year,  the  Board  of  Asses- 
sors increased  the  values  on  the  above  property  owners  to  take 
the  burden  from  the  home  owners  and  put  a  share  of  it  where  it 
belongs.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  (itizens  of  Saugus  : 

Your  Uoard  of  Selectmen  desires  to  make  an  account  of  its 
stewardship  for  the  year  1932. 

On  March  eight,  nineteen  thirty-two  the  Board  organized 
with  Mr.  John  C.  Pitman  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  C.  Carroll 
Cunningham  as  Secretary.  Immediately  the  problems  of  depres- 
sion began  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  wholesale  cur- 
tailment on  every  item  that  called  for  any  expenditure.  As  an 
example  of  the  economy  practiced  by  your  Board  let  us  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  certain  lights  of  the  new  white  way  in 
all  the  squares  of  the  town  were  turned  off,  without  any  damage 
or  inconvenience  to  anyone  and  the  town  received  a  profitable 
si\  ing. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  consisting  of  Charles  C. 
Defranzo,  Chairman,  George  H.  Gosselin,  Secretary,  Arthur 
VV.  Price,  Dr.  Ernest  W.  Homan  and  Chief  Mellen  R.  Joy, 
have  conducted  the  affairs  of  this  department  in  an  able  and 
efficient  manner.  Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  their 
report. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  Police  Department  has  made  a 
record  in  preventing  crime  that  speaks  for  itself.  For  a  town 
as  large  as  Saugus  and  a  department  consisting  of  eleven  men, 
including  superior  officers,  it  is  amazing  that  we  receive  such 
protection.  Twice  during  the  past  year  have  officers  been  com- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  exhibiting  extraordinary 
courage  and  valor  as  well  as  efficient  police  work.  The  Board 
is  proud  of  its  Police  Department  and  publicly  expresses  con- 
gratulations to  Chief  Stuart  who  through  his  untiring  efforts  has 
installed  a  moral  in  a  department  where  harmony  must  exist 
for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  public. 

PUBLIC    WORKS    DEPARTMENT 

The  budgets  of  this  department  were  reduced  to  such  a  mini- 
mum by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1932  that  no  real  major 
projects  were  authorized  during    the    past  year.     The    limited 
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budget  of  the  Highway  and  Water  Departments  made  it  obliga- 
tor to  restrict  some  ol  our  usual  activities.  The  items  for 
labor  provided  only  for  the  payment  of  the  regular  permanent 
men.  Additional  labor  was  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.  The  large  number  of  men  furbished  made  it 
possible  to  clean  ami  widen  many  of  the  drains  and  ditches 
which  required  attention,  also,  to  do  considerable  general  work 
in  these  departments.  The  projects '  undertaken  were  such  as 
called  for  a  minimum  of  supplies  and  materials.  Your  atten- 
tion is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works. 

While  the  Board  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  economy  must  be 
practiced  more  than  ever  during  the  coming  year,  nevertheless, 
it  would  be  derelict  in  its  duty  if  it  did  not  inform  the  citizens 
as  to  two  uncompleted  projects.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  was 
spent  for  the  partial  construction  of  a  new  highway  on  Main 
and  Howard  streets.  This  road  was  badly  needed  and  is  a 
great  help  to  that  section  of  the  town  but  it  should  be  finished. 
Another  unfinished  item  is  the  drain  in  Cliftondale  Square. 
This  should  be  continued  to  the  Revere  line  with  twenty  inch 
pipe  rather  than  the  twelve  inch  pipe  there  at  present. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Even  more  forcefully  than  last  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
feels  that  few  expenditures  should  be  authorized  but  that  our 
present  system  of  maintenance  be  upheld.  Financial  difficulties 
are  everywhere  and  the  only  way  for  us  to  remain  solvent  is  to 
be  particularly  careful  how  we  spend  the  money  of  the  overbur- 
dened taxpayer  in  the  town  of  Saugus. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  they 
have  shown  us  this  past  year,  all  employees  of  all  town  depart- 
ments for  their  valuable  assistance  and  lastly  to  the  citizens  of 
Saugus.  themselves,  who  in  the  last  analysis  must  be  our  severest 
critics  but  who  help  by  their  criticism  and  assistance  to  benefit 
the  whole  town  of  Saugus.

JESSE    WHITE   LAMBERT 
Died  February  io,  1933 

Saugus  citizens  lost  a  devoted  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
school  children  a  true  and  tried  friend  by  the  death  of  Jesse  White 
Lambert. 

Born  in  Wiscassett,  Maine,  65  years  ago,  he  typified  that  rugged 
honesty  and  stable  conservatism  so  characteristic  of  sons  of  the 
Pine    Tree  state. 

In  1893  he  graduated  from  Bowdoin  College  in  Brunswick, 
Maine.  Following  his  graduation  he  taught  at  the  high  school  in 
Bath,  Maine.  Soon  afterwards  he  became  principal  of  the  Greeley 
Institute  at  Cumberland  Center,  Maine.  Next  he  accepted  the  posi- 
tion of  principal  of  the  high  school  at  Bar  Harbor,  Maine.  He  then 
became  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  school  district  comprising 
the  towns  of  Gray,  New  Gloucester,  and  Windham,  Maine.  His 
last  position,  before  coming  to  Massachusetts,  was  at  Kennebunk, 
Maine,  where  he  served  as  superintendent  of  schools  for  eight  years. 

In  191s  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  schools  of  Saugus, 
Massachusetts.  The  School  Committee  then  consisted  of  Dr.  Ernest 
W.  Homan,  chairman;  Lawrence  E.  Morse,  Anna  C.  Parker,  C.  F. 
Nelson  Pratt,  and  Henry  O.  Westendarp.  He  was  serving  his 
fifteenth  consecutive  year  when  he  passed  away. 

Endeared  and  respected  by  his  teachers  they  will  miss  him 
greatly.  His  sunny  smile  and  ready  wit  inspired  them.  His  charac- 
ter and  simple  life  served  them  an  everlasting  example. 

The  children  of  Saugus  will  miss  his  kindly  wave  and  his  keen 
appreciation  of  their  problems. 

His  family  have  lost  a  devoted  guide  and  counselor.

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REPORT  OF   SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

For  the  year  1931  the  School  Department  expended 
$214,911.60  not  including  repairs.  To  continue  on  the  same 
basis  in  1932  the  budget  submitted  by  the  School  Department 
would  have  been  $231,000. 

However,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Principal  of  the  High  School  and  others  of  the  school 
staff,  we  were  able  to  effect  many  economies  with  the  result  that 
the  amount  asked  for  was  $205,000.  In  substance  the  above 
mentioned  economies  were  as  follows: 

1.  No  new  teachers  were  employed  to  take  care  of  additional 

pupils. 

2.  The  sub-master  and  two  teachers  were  eliminated  from  the 

High  School  staff  ;  one  teacher  from  the  Junior  High  ; 
one  from  the  elementary  grades  ;  one  music  supervisor  ; 
one  penmanship  supervisor ;  one  manual  training 
supervisor  and  one  domestic  science  supervisor. 

3.  Manual  training  was  eliminated. 

4.  Domestic  science  was  eliminated. 

5.  A  substantial  reduction  was  made  in  the  cost  of  maintenance 

of  books. 

6.  We  spent  much  less  for  new  books. 

7.  A    large    reduction    in  the  amount  spent  for  supplies  was 

effected. 

8.  We  reduced  the  amount  spent  for  salaries  by  the  following 

change  in  the  method  of  payment;  instead  of  paying 
our  teachers  in  twenty  payments  we  paid  them  in 
twenty-four  payments,  thus  materially  reducing  the 
amount  of  each  pay-roll. 

9.  The  amount  allowed  for  sick  leave  was  eliminated. 
10.     No  automatic  increases  were  allowed. 

ii.     One  janitor  from  the  High  School  was  eliminated. 

Wherever  possible  we  eliminated  those  in  the  school  system 
who  had  been  working  in  supervisory  capacities,  as  we  believed 
that  a  great  amount  of  this  work  could  be  taken  on  by  the 
teachers  at  no  great  loss  to  the  pupils. 

Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  our  teachers  we  have 
been    able  to  reduce  our  surplus  of  school  supplies  on  hand  and, 
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at  the  same  time,  spend  as  conservatively  as  possible  for  ad- 
ditional supplies  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  our  school 
work. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  reduction  in  costs  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent  have  spent  many  hours  in  an 
eflort  to  relieve  the  taxpayer  of  our  town  and,  at  the  same  time, 
not  to  any  appreciable  extent,  deprive  our  children  of  any  of  the 
benefits  derived  from  a  grade  "A"  education. 

In  order  to  show  what  these  savings  amount  to,  we  have  in- 
cluded in  our  report  a  chart  showing  the  exact  amount  we  have 
reduced  the  per  pupil  cost  of  operating  our  school  system.  This 
we  hope  will  dispel  the  erroneous  idea  (held  by  persons  not  well 
versed  in  the  operating  cost  of  our  schools)  that  the  expense  of 
school  maintenance  is  continually  mounting. 

With  regard  to  our  repair  budget  the  committee  asked  for  only 
$2,000  as  a  temporary  economy  move.  This  amount  was  not 
exceeded  but  it  allowed  us  to  do  work  only  of  a  temporary  nature, 
consequently  a  great  deal  of  repair  work  must  be  done  during  the 
coming  year. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  tables,  especially  table 
No.  2  and  the  limited  digest  of  the  same. 
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rhe  per  pupil  cost  is  based  on  the  average  membership  for  the 
year  ending  in  June  of  the  date  indicated.  It  will  be  noted  that 
both  the  gross  and  the  net  per  pupil  cost  is  given.  There  seems 
to  be  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  School 
Department  should  be  credited  with  funds  received  from  the 
State  even  though  the  amount  is  determined  by  the  detailed 
report  required  of  and  submitted  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
We  make  no  attempt  to  discuss  the  matter  here,  but  would 
simply  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  document  is  marked  by 
the  State  Department,   General  School  Fund  Statement. 

A  Limited  Digest  of  Table  No.  2 

The  average  rate  per  thousand  for  schools  (general  expenses) 
since  1923  is  $13.65,  a  decrease  from  that  of  1923  of  more  than 
13  per  cent, 

The  average  rate  per  thousand  for  all  purposes  since  1923  is 
$37.03,  a  decrease  from  that  of  1923^  less  than  2  3-5  per  cent. 

Please  note  that  the  decrease  per  thousand  for  school  expenses, 
general  account,  is  more  than  five  times  the  general  decrease  for 
all  purposes. 

The  rate  per  thousand  for  schools  in  1923  was  $15.72. 

The  rate  per  thousand  for  schools  in  1932  is  $13.15,  or  $2.57 
less  than  in  1923. 

As  to  per  pupil  cost,  it  is  quite  true  that  during  our  period  of 
unprecedented  prosperity  and  high  prices  there  was  an  upward 
trend,  but  for  the  year  1932  the  net  per  pupil  cost  is  less  than 
that  of  1923. 

In  view  of  these  figures  it  would  seem  that  school  officials  are 
doing  very  well  and  that  comparatively  speaking  the  "mounting 
cost  of  education"  in  Saugus  is  largely  imaginary.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  other  Citizens  of  Saugus : 

It  becomes  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  to  submit  his  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  conditions, 
progress  and  needs  of  the  public  schools  of  Saugus,  the  same  be- 
ing the  fortieth  annual  report. 

Our  Teaching  Force 

Transfers:  Mr.  C.  Carroll  Cunningham  was  transferred  from 
the  Senior  High  School  to  the  Junior  High  school  by  his  own. 
request,  Miss  Shirley  Russell  from  the  Junior  High  school  to  the 
Senior  High  school. 

Mr.  Paul  Bund  was  transferred  from  Manual  Training  to 
Mechanical  Drawing  (Manual  Training  having  been  suspended 
in  the  interest  of  economy),  Miss  Beatrice  Armstrong  from  the 
Central  Junior  High  to  the  Sweetser  Junior  High,  Miss  Sita 
Allen  from  the  Central  Junior  High  to  the  Sweetser  building, 
Miss  Ruth  Douglas  from  the  Sewing  Department  to  the  Oppor- 
tunity Class  (Sewing  Department  having  been  suspended  in  the 
interest  of  economy),  and  Miss  Mabel  Nelson  from  her  position 
as  Supervisor  of  Penmanship  to  her  former  position  in  the  Junior 
High  school,  (this  supervisorship  being  suspended  in  the  interest 
of  economy.) 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  1932,  Mrs.  Pauline  Peck- 
ham  was  transferred  from  the  Ballard  school  to  the  Roby  school 
and  Mr.  Archibald  Coldwell  from  the  Roby  school  to  the 
Ballard  school.  Miss  Evelyn  Fenna  was  also  transferred  from 
the  Ballard  third  grade  to  the  Roby  third  grade,  Miss  Florence 
Evans  from  grades  one  and  two  at  the  Oaklandvale  to  grade  two 
at  the  Ballard,  Miss  Leora  Tomlinson  from  the  Ballard  school, 
£rade  six  to  the  Principalship  of  the  Emerson  school,  Miss  Mae 
Butler  from  grade  three  at  the  Roby  school  to  grade  six  at  the 
Felton  school,  Mrs.  Esther  McCarrier  from  grade  four  at  the 
Roby  school  to  grade  four  at  the  Felton  school,  Miss  Ella  Bailey 
from  the 'sixth  grade  of  the  Sweetser  building  to  the  sixth  grade 
at  the  Ballard  school  and  Miss  Segrid  Carlson  from  the  Sweetser 
building  to  the  Ballard  school  building. 
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The  following  resignations  were  tendered  : 

Miss  Ethel  Edwards,  Supervisor  of  Music. 

High  school:  Mr.  Frank  M.  Gracey,  sub-master;  Miss 
Eleanor  Batchelder,  teacher  of  Mathematics;  Mrs.  Harold 
Warren,  teacher  of  History;  Mr.  Thomas  Perkins,  teacher  of 
French. 

The  positions  rendered  vacant  by  these  resignations  were  not 
Sited  but  the  remaining  teachers  took  on  additional  work  in  the 
interest  of  economy. 

Junior  High 

Miss  Kathryn  Staples. 

Elementary 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June  Miss  Maria  Smith, 
principal  of  the  Felton  school,  resigned.  Miss  Smith  had  served 
with  distinction  during  the  entire  time  since  she  entered  upon  her 
duties  in  1S92.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  any  teacher  whose  ser- 
vices could  be  regarded  in  any  particular  as  superior  to  those 
which  she  rendered.  Her  grasp  of  educational  matters  in  the 
town  of  Saugus  is  equalled  by  few  and  excelled  by  none.  Mrs. 
Florence  Gibson  succeeded  her  as  principal  of  the  building 
and  lias  proven  herself  capable  of  carrying  on  the  work.  Mrs. 
Gibson  had  previously  served  under  Miss  Smith. 

Other  resignations  were  tendered  by  Miss  Phyllis  Spedht  at 
the  Ballard  School,  Miss  Ella  Blaisdell,  principal  of  the  Emerson 
School,  Miss  Christina  Bradley  of  the  Felton  school,  Miss 
Bernice  Seigle  of  the  Mansfield  school  and  Miss  Dorothy  Meeker 
of  the  Old  Center  school.  Just  before  the  end  of  the  fall 
term  Miss  Myra  Webber,  teacher  of  grade  two  of  the  Roby 
school,  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  Because  of  her  excellent 
service  the  committee  granted  Miss  Webber  an  indefinite  leave  of 
absence.  All  of  these  teachers  had  rendered  services  of  a  high 
order. 

New  Teachers 

The  following  teachers  were  elected  to  our  teaching  force  : 
Miss  Dorothy  Eyre  who  had  previously  been  given  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  was  reinstated  in  the  High  School. 

Miss  Ada  Hamilton  was  elected  to  grade  three  at  the  Mansfie  Id. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Goss  to  grade  one  and  two  at  the  Oaklandvale, 
Miss  Marion  Spofibrd  to  grade  three  and  four  at  the  Old  Center, 
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Miss  Pauline  Knox  to  grades  two  and  three  at  the  Old  Center. 
Miss  Pearl  Belongs  was  elected  in  December  to  take  Miss 
Webber's  place. 

Rating  of  Saugus  School  Teachers 

Out  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  educators  including  principals, 
teachers,  supervisors  and  superintendent,  the  state  accepted 
eighty-one  for  Schedule  A,  so  called. 

For  these  teachers  the  town  receives  $200  each,  which  is  the 
greatest  sum  allowed  by  the  state.  To  gain  a  position  on  this 
schedule  a  teacher  must  have  had  a  college  or  normal  school 
training,  at  least  two  years  of  experience  previous  to  the  preced- 
ing September  and  must  receive  a  salary  of  not  less  than  $950  a 
year.  There  are  twelve  other  teachers  whose  extensive  and 
successful  experience  has  placed  them  on  a  similar  schedule 
allowing  a  like  reimbursement,  making  a  total  of  ninety-three  for 
whom  the  the  town  receives  the  maximum  amount.  The 
remaining  twenty-two  fell  below  the  maximum  not  through 
any  lack  of  educational  equipment  but  because  of  insufficient 
experience. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem  that  our  teachers  are  fully 
entitled  to  our  continued  confidence  and  support. 

The  grand  total  received  from  the  state  for  1932  was  $36,350. 

Counting  the  Cost 

This  is  a  time  when  every  effort  should  be  made  to  reduce  the 
cost  in  each  and  every  department  of  the  town.  During  the  year 
1932  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  gave  much 
hard  study  to  the  financial  situation  and,  as  a  result  effected  econ- 
omies whereby  thousands  of  dollars  were  saved  to  the  taxpayer. 
It  must  not  be  understood,  however,  that  there  has  not  been  some 
loss  to  the  schools  in  terms  of  education.  We  speak  oftentimes 
of  saving  on  expenses  but  whether  this  is  a  real  saving  or  simply 
an  apparent  one  must  depend  upon  that  which  we  sacrifice  in 
order  that  the  so  called  saving  may  be  made.  So  far  as  school 
expenses  are  concerned,  a  reduction  at  its  best  is  but  an  exchange 
of  values.  For  instance,  a  difference  of  opinion  will  be  found 
relative  to  the  real  saving  occasioned  by  the  elimination  of  Do- 
mestic Science  and  Manual  Training.  A  reduction  in  the  number 
of  teachers  in  the  High  School  has  of  necessity  placed  an  addi- 
tional burden  upon  those  teachers  who  still  remain.  If  the 
efficiency  of  these  teachers  has  been  lowered  because  of  this  ad- 
ditional burden  then  the  money  saved  is  off-set  to  some  extent,  at 
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least,  by  a  corresponding  loss  on  the  part  of  the  students.  No 
parent,  who  believes  in  education,  wants  his  or  her  child  to  have 
an  unduly  restricted  educational  opportunity.  We  are  interested 
in  having  the  best  trained  teachers  possible,  we  are  also  interested 
in  making  conditions  so  favorable  that  the  teachers  may  give  to 
the  children  the  best  of  which  they  are  capable.  As  we  have 
stated  above,  opinions  differ  relative  to  the  elimination  of  certain 
subjects  from  our  curricula.  These  opinions  may  be  influenced 
by  the  type  of  child  for  which  the  parent  is  responsible.  Let  us 
not  forget,  however,  that  the  public  schools  exist  for  all  the  chil- 
dren of  all  the  people.  As  for  the  taxpayer  it  is  but  natural  that 
in  this  period  of  extreme  depression,  he  will  make  every  effort  to 
reduce  the  tax  rate  as  much  as  possible.  There  is  an  ever  in- 
creasing demand  for  reduction  in  municipal  expenses.  We  can- 
not blame  the  taxpayer  and  yet  money  wisely  spent  for  educa- 
tional purposes  gives  the  largest  possible  return.  There  is  no 
source  from  which  a  greater  increase  in  the  value  of  property  can 
be  secured.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  pays  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  its  income  for  public  education.  There  is  no  greater 
power  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  than  the  so  called  "man- 
power." Is  it  not  essential  that  this  man  power  be  developed? 
Is  it  not  true  that  it  is  developed  chiefly  through  the  public  schools  ? 
It  would  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  there  has  been  a  substantial 
decrease  in  the  proportion  of  school  expenses  to  the  total  expenses 
in  the  town  of  Saugus,  as  is  shown  by  figures  listed  in  the  School 
Committee's  Report.  It  is  of  outstanding  consequence  that  our 
social  and  financial  system  shall  remain  stable.  There  is  no 
single  activity  that  contributes  so  largely  to  that  stability  as  that 
of  the  public  schools.  We  should  be  more  concerned  about  in- 
creasing our  income  than  cutting  expenses,  where  the  cutting  of 
such  expenses  must  eventually  be  borne  by  the  children  and  must 
eventually  reduce  the  value  of  our  citizenship. 

It  is  true  that  the  town  of  Saugus  raises  money  almost  entirely 
from  taxation  upon  the  home.  Possibly  the  State  Legislature 
may,  from  its  taxes  on  intangibles,  assist  somewhat  in  lightening 
the  burden  now  borne  by  the  home  owner.  If  we  can  lower  the 
per-pupil  cost  without  real  detriment  to  the  schools,  it  is  our 
duty  to  do  so  ;  but  we  should  give  very  careful  consideration  to 
the  entire  subject  before  we  make  any  very  violent  or  radical 
changes. 

To  the  citizens  who  may  or  may  not  own  property  we  beg 
permission  to  point  out  a  few  facts.  The  relationship  between 
education  and  citizenship  is  exceedingly  close.     The  welfare  of 
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the  nation  is  Largely  dependent  upon  the  right  kind  of  education. 
The  cost  ol  our  schools  may  seem  to  be  the  one  item  that  must 
have  tnst  consideration,  such,  however,  is  not  the  case;  we 
should  first  be  interested  in  the  success  of  our  public  school  system, 
we  should,  also,  he  interested  in  seeing  that  the  appropriation  for 
schools  is  wisely  spent.  The  building  of  character  is  infinitely 
more  to  be  considered  than  that  of  wood,  stone,  bricks  and  mor- 
tar. It  was  said  by  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  town,  when  dis- 
cussing the  repair  budget,  that  "it  is  cheaper  to  repair  than  to 
build  new."  In  other  words,  it  is  cheaper  to  keep  our  school 
buildings  in  proper  condition  rather  than  to  wait  until  they  have 
fallen  down  and  must  be  replaced.  With  this  idea  the  Superin- 
tendent is  in  perfect  sympathy,  but  would  add  that  it  is  more 
economical  and  infinitely  more  to  be  desired  that  we  maintain  the 
educational  standard  where  it  is  today,  rather  than  wait  until  the 
standard  has  fallen  below  that  of  previous  years,  and  then  attempt 
to  rebuild.  As  has  already  been  stated  the  public  schools  are 
for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people  and  our  modern  civilization 
is  based  upon  mass  education. 

No  man  or  woman  should  say  that  this  subject  or  that  subject 
is  valueless  simply  because  he  or  she  could  not  succeed  along  that 
particular  line.  Let  us  not  forget  that  citizenship  is  not  built 
upon  a  foundation  consisting  entirely  of  literary  strength  but  on 
a  combination  of  physical,  mental,  moral  and  spiritual  stability. 

President  Hoover  on  Schools 

On  January  5,  1933,  President  Hoover,  speaking  at  the  open- 
ing session  of  the  Citizens'  Conference  on  the  Crisis  in  Educa- 
tion, said  as  follows : 

"Our  nation  faces  the  acute  responsibility  of  providing 
a  right-of-way  for  the  American  child.  In  spite  of  our 
economic,  social  and  governmental  difficulties,  our 
future  citizens  must  be  built  up  now.  We  may  delay 
other  problems,  but  we  cannot  delay  the  day-to-day  care 
and  instruction  of  our  children. 

"Our  governmental  forces  have  grown  unevenly  and 
along  with  our  astounding  national  development.  We 
are  now  forced  to  make  decisions  on  the  merits  of  the 
various  expenditures.  But  in  the  rigid  governmental 
economies  that  are  requisite  everywhere  we  must  not 
encroach  upon  the  schools  or  reduce  the  opportunity  of 
the  child  through  the  school  to  develop  adequate  citizen- 
ship. 
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'There  is  no  safety  for  our  public  without  the  educa- 
tion of  our  youth.  That  is  the  first  charge  upon  all 
citizens  and  local  governments. 

"Above  all,  may  I  ask  that  throughout  your  delibera- 
tions you  bear  in  mind  that  the  proper  care  and  training 
of  our  children  is  more  important  than  any  other  process 
th<t  is  carried  on  by  our  government.  If  we  are  to  con- 
tinue to  educate  our  children,  we  must  keep  and  sustain 
our  teachers  and  our  schools."

Student  Body 

There  has  been  no  very  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  but  the  High  School  has  been 
very  much  overcrowded  because  of  the  increase  there.  The 
general  attitude  of  the  student  body  has  been  eminently  satisfac- 
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torv  and  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  much  of  our  success  is  due  to 
the  fine  spirit  shown  by  the  great  majority  of  the  students  and  the 
spirit  and  cooperation  of  the  home. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Associations  have  brought  the  school  and 
the  home  into  a  much  closer  contact  and  have  done  much  to 
further  a  mutual  understanding  and  cooperation.  To  those 
citizens  who  have  shown  such  a  lively  interest  in  school  affairs 
we  extend  our  hearty  appreciation  and  our  promise  of  fullest 
cooperation. 

School  Attendance 
There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  unexcused  absences  dur- 
ing the  year  1932.  We  are  again  asking  every  parent  to  cooper- 
ate with  us  to  the  fullest  extent  in  keeping  the  children  in  school. 
It  may  seem  a  small  matter  for  a  child  to  lose  one  or  two  days 
but  the  break  in  the  continuance  of  his  work  often  means  the 
difference  between  promotion  and  non-promotion.  Every  pupil 
should  be  in  school  every  day  that  he  is  physically  able  to  attend. 
The  parents  who  have  the  interest  of  their  boys  and  girls  at  heart 
will  suffer  many  inconveniences  in  order  that  their  children  may 
maintain  an  unbroken  attendance  in  school,  if  they  understand 
the  real  detriment  that  is  involved  by  frequent  absences. 

High  School 

Our  usual  high  standard  of  High  School  work  has  been  main- 
tained in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are  working  with  a  less  number 
of  teachers. 

It  is  true  of  course  that  the  work  has  not  been  as  extensive  as 
in  former  years.  It  is  also  true  that  we  are  still  working  under 
the  two  platoon  system  which  is  a  detriment  not  only  to  the 
Junior  High  school  but  to  the  Senior  High  school  as  well.  The 
Principal  of  the  Senior  High  school  has  an  interesting  report  to 
which  your  attention  is  respectfully  called. 

Junior  High  School 

The  Junior  High  school  work  has  been  eminently  satisfactory. 
The  Supervising  Principal,  Mr.  Young,  has  worked  untiringly 
to  bring  about  a  better  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  student  and 
as  a  result  the  general  morale  of  the  Central  Junior  High  has  been 
raised. 

There  are  now  five  rooms  in  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  school 
occupied  by  the  seventh  grade  and  three  rooms  occupied  by 
grades  below  the  seventh.     This  combination  of  grade    rooms 
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with  Junior  High  school  rooms  is  unsatisfactory  and  yet  there 
seems  to  he  no  remedy  for  the  situation  at  present.  In  Septem- 
ber the  grades  now  attending  the  afternoon  session  in  the  Central 
Junior  High  will  attend  in  the  forenoon  but  this  will  not  materi- 
ally affect  conditions  at  the  Sweetser  building.  Your  attention 
18  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  Principal  Young. 

Special  Subjects 
As  before  mentioned  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in 
special  teacher s.  Since  September  we  have  had  one  less  Music 
Supervisor  and  no  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training  or  Domestic 
Science.  We  have  substituted  Mechanical  Drawing  for  the 
Manual  Training  and  have  carried  on  the  music  as  far  as  it  is 
possible  for  one  supervisor  to  do  so.  We  have  been  able  to  retain 
the  Director  of  Physical  Education,  Miss  Catherine  Griffin,  and 
the  Supervisor  of  Drawing,  Mrs.  Anstrice  Kellogg.  The  work 
along  these  lines  has  been  eminently  satisfactory.  Your  attention 
is  called  to  the  reports  of  Mrs.  Anstrice  Kellogg,  Mr.  Paul  Bund, 
Miss  Gertrude  Hickey,  Mr.  Albion  Rice  and  Miss  Catherine 
Griffin. 

Health  Program 

There  has  been  no  particular  change  in  the  health  program 
during  the  past  year.  The  school  physicians  and  the  nurse  have 
done  excellent  service.  The  nurse  has  been  very  materially 
assisted  by  Miss  Griffin,  the  Director  of  Physical  Education.  We 
cannot  say  that  this  program  is  sufficiently  extensive.  We  know 
that  much  still  needs  to  be  done  to  bring  about  the  very  best 
possible  physical  condition  of  the  student  body,  but  the  demands 
for  economy  prevents  any  extension  along  this  or  any  other  line 
of  endeavor.  For  specific  information  you  are  respectfully  re- 
ferred to  the  reports  of  our  school  physician  and  the  nurse. 

Opportunity  Class 

Because  of  the  questionable  condition  of  the  Old  Center  school 
building  the  Opportunity  Classes  were  transferred  to  two  base- 
ment rooms  in  the  Sweetser  school  building,  previously  occupied 
by  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  respectively.  These 
classes  have  been  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Mullins 
and  Miss  Ruth  Douglas.  Miss  Mullins  has  proved  herself  to  be 
admirably  adapted  to  this  line  of  work  and  her  success  is  unques- 
tioned. Miss  Douglas  is  new  in  this  department  but  she  has 
carried  on  and  shown  excellent  cooperation  with  Miss  Mullins  in 
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giving  to  these    childre      the    best    instruction    possible.     Your 
attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  Miss  Mullins. 

New  Addition  to  the  High  School  Building 
As  all  citizens  of  the  town  know  the  High  school  building  is 
being  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  twelve  rooms.  No  doubt  this 
addition  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  and  it  will 
obviate  the  necessity  of  the  two  platoon  system  for  one  or  two 
years  at  least.  It  is  hoped  by  that  time  that  financial  conditions 
may  be  such  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
High  school  building. 

Two  Platoon  System 

As  we  hope  to  do  away  with  the  two  platoon  system  in  Sep- 
tember little  need  be  said  here.  It  is  still  unsatisfactory.  It  can 
hardly  be  otherwise.  We  sincerely  hope  that  once  we  have  dis- 
pensed with  it  we  shall  not  be  obliged  to  return  to  it.  The  new 
addition,  however,  is  none  too  large  and  the  future  may  prove  to 
us  that  it  is  very  much  too  small.  We  can  only  hope  for  the 
best. 

Transportation 

The  same  high  standard  of  transportation  service  has  been 
maintained  for  the  year  1932.  It  was  necessary  to  make  some 
changes  from  time  to  time,  relative  to  the  work  to  be  accom- 
plished, but  Mr.  Garrow  has  shown  himself  to  be  especially 
cooperative  and  has  rendered  additional  service  at  a  very  low 
cost.  At  the  close  of  the  fall  term  we  were  paying  $23.50  a  day 
for  transportation.  In  1933  the  expense  will  of  necessity  be 
greater  because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  be 
transported. 

Repairs 

As  we  had  an  appropriation  of  but  $2,000  for  repairs  it  was 
impossible  to  plan  any  extensive  renovations.  The  outstanding 
needs  have  been  cared  for  but  many  improvements  need  to  be 
made.  The  thinking  citizen  will  agree  that  it  is  not  wise  to 
allow  our  school  buildings  to  become  run  down.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  substantial  increase  in  the  appropriation  will  be  made  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Recommendations 

1.  We  recommend  that  a  very  careful  study  be  given  to  the 
matter  before  any  further  eliminations  are  made  in  our  teaching 
force. 
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i.  We  recommend  that  more  attention  be  given  to  cultural 
and  moral  needs.  Indeed  it  would  be  well  to  introduce  morals 
.is  manners  as  a  specific  part  of  our  school  program. 

3.  At  tli is  time  of  economy  we  realize  that  we  cannot  expand 
in  any  direction  and  yet,  we  would  keep  before  our  citizens  the 
uev(\  of  more  attention  to  the  physical  welfare  of  those  who  do 
not  have  normal  development. 

4.  We  recommend  greater  attention  to  our  school  grounds. 
Some  of  them  are  positively  dangerous  as  playgrounds. 

5.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  every  possible  means  to 
promote  the  safety  of  school  children.  In  fact,  we  should  study 
the  problem  carefully  and  endeavor  to  prevent  accidents  resulting 
either  from  lack  of  supervision  or  from  unwise  judgment  in  the 
appointment  of  those  who  may  direct  traffic.  There  can  be  no 
just  criticism  of  teachers  concerning  this  problem.  They  are  co- 
operating to  the  fullest  extent. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  never  before  have 
teachers  worked  harder  to  maintain  the  proper  standard  in  the 
various  schools.  The  cooperation  of  teachers,  many  times  under 
adverse  circumstances,  has  been  a  source  of  encouragement. 
Parents  have  helped  much  because  of  their  cooperation 
throughout  the  year. 

In  closing,  the  Superintendent  would  express  his  appreciation 
for  the  friendly  and  cordial  support  he  has  received  from  the 
School  Committee,  for  the  concentrated  and  efficient  attention 
that  the  teachers  have  given  to  their  various  problems  and  for  the 
unquestioned  friendship  and  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town.

Report  of  High  School  Principal 

Mr.  Jesse    W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  hereby  present  my  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Saugus  High  School. 

I  shall  sub-divide  it  under  the  four  following  headings  : 

1.  Scholastic  standing. 

2.  Economy  of  operation. 

3.  Increased  enrollment. 

4.  The  teaching  staff'. 

Scholastic  Standing 

From  all  indications,  based  on  the  records  of  our  graduates 
now  in  higher  institutions  of  learning,  the  scholastic  standing  of 
Saugus  High  school  remains  at  a  high  level.  The  test,  however, 
will  come  in  1934  when  our  membership  in  the  New  England 
College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  expires.  We  have  reason  to 
hope  that  it  will  be  automatically  renewed  at  its  expiration  but 
that  is  up  to  the  board  itself.  Should  we  lose  our  membership  it 
will  mean  that  all  of  our  graduates  can  gain  entrance  to  colleges 
only  through  competitive  examinations.  I  am  quite  confident, 
however,  that  our  membership  in  the  organization  will  be  re- 
newed. Should  we  fail  of  renewal  the  cause  will  be  directly 
attributable  to  the  two  platoon  system  in  the  Junior  High  school 
which  has  already  made  deep  inroads  in  our  educational  system 

The  new  addition  to  the  High  school,  which  should  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  September,  1933,  will  afford  us  some  temporary 
relief  from  this  vicious  system.  It  is  not  a  permanent  solution 
as  I  have  frequently  stated.  It  is  a  little  short  of  a  miracle  that 
we  have  maintained  our  Class  A  rating  when  it  is  considered 
that  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  our  High  school  students 
have  been  the  innocent  victims  of  this  educational-sapping  two 
platoon  system.  It  has  no  place  in  any  system  of  modern  edu- 
cation and  our  only  hope  lies  in  its  permanent  abolition.  I  trust 
that  this  be  may  accomplished. 
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ECONOMY    OF    OPERATION 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Senior  High  school 
lias  made  an  enviable  record  in  economy  of  operation  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1932.  No  fair  minded  citizen  can  say  that  we  have 
not  cooperated  to  the  limit  in  the  matter  of  reduced  expenditures. 
With  one  hundred  and  twenty  seven  (127)  more  students  we 
operated  for  approximately  $4,500  less  in  1932  than  in  the  year 
1931.  I  hope  that  this  record  has  been  made  without  any  im- 
pairment of  educational  efficiency  but  time  alone  will  answer 
this  question. 

Our  economy  of  operation  was  affected  in  three  ways  : 

a.  Elimination  of  teachers. 

b.  Decreased  expenditure  for  supplies. 

c.  Decreased  expenditure  for  textbooks. 

The  elimination  of  teachers  was  accomplished  by  increasing 
the  teacher-load  on  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff.  I  believe 
that  this  is  questionable  economy  but  justified  in  these  times  of 
depression.  It  cannot  be  continued  indefinitely  without  decreas- 
ing the  efficiency  of  our  educational  system. 

The  decreased  expenditure  for  supplies  was  accomplished  by 
the  installation  of  a  centralized  method  cf  distribution.  This  is 
excellent  economy  and  will  be  continued  as  long  as  I  am  Prin- 
cipal. 

The  decreased  expenditure  for  textbooks  was  accomplished  by 
only  purchasing  new  textbooks  which  were  absolutely  necessary. 
This  is  excellent  economy  and  will  be  continued. 

The  citizens  may  rest  assured  that  I  shall  continue  to  secure  a 
dollars  worth  of  educational  value  for  every  dollar  expended  I. 
shall  not,  however,  recommend  or  be  a  party  to  any  scheme  of 
saving  money  at  the  cost  of  wrecking  an  educational  system 
which  has  been  years  in  the  building. 

INCREASED    ENROLLMENT 

Saugus  High  school  is  growing  much  more  rapidly  than  is 
generally  believed  by  our  citizens.  A  glance  at  the  following 
figures  will  convince  the  most  skeptical.

It  can  thus  be  seen  that  in  the  last  twelve  years  the  population 
of  our  Senior  High  school  has  considerably  more  than  doubled. 
There  is  also  no  indication  that  the  growth  is  not  going  to  con- 
tinue. The  need  of  a  high  school  education,  at  least,  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  apparent  to  citizens  in  general.  Increased 
enrollment  means  increased  cost  whether  one  likes  it  or  not. 

The  growth  in  the  enrollment  of  all  the  schools  of  Saugus  has 
also  been  marked.  In  1922  there  were  approximately  2,400 
children  being  educated.  Today  the  figure  is  3,500.  It  can  thus 
be  seen  that  the  high  school  enrollment  has  increased  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  general  school  enrollment.  This  simply  indicates 
that  more  and  more  boys  and  girls  are  determined  to  obtain  the 
advantages  of  a  high  school  education. 

If  during  the  next  twelve  years  our  high  school  enrollment 
again  doubles,  and  I  believe  that  it  will,  we  will  have  in  1945  a 
high  school  of  2,000  students. 

THE    TEACHING    STAFF 

I  have  only  the  highest  praise  for  the  loyalty  and  painstaking 
devotion  of  my  staff  of  senior  high  school  teachers.  Working 
under  the  most  discouraging  conditions  they  have  maintained  a 
morale  and  an  esprit  de  corps  little  short  of  unusual.  I  pay 
humble  tribute  to  them^and  take  added  inspiration  from  their  ex- 
ample. The  teaching  force  is  the  backbone  and  life  blood  of  any 
school.  Without  the  teacher  the  schoolhouse  is  nothing  but  a 
pile  of  bricks. 

I  hope  from  a  sincere  heart  that  nothing  will  be  done  to  shat- 
ter their  splendid  morale.  The  success  of  their  work  depends 
largely  on  a  contented  mind  and  the  feeling  that  all  citizens  ap- 
preciate the  services  they  are  so  faithfully  rendering.  Probably 
no  single  individuals,  other  than  parents,  so  deeply  influence  the 
adolescent  boy  and  girl. 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  teachers  of  Saugus  are  overpaid 
and  should  have  their  salaries  reduced.     The  high  school  teachers 
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ot  SaugUfl  are  much  underpaid  in  comparison  to  neighboring  com- 
munities. A  glance  at  the  following  table  should  prove  this  as- 
sertion beyond  any  reasonable  doubt.

A  teacher  in  a  Senior  High  school,  excepting  Commercial 
teachers,  must  possess  a  college  degree  from  an  accredited  uni- 
versity. This  means  four  years  of  educational  preparation  at  a 
total  cost  difficult  to  estimate.  From  $3,000  to  $5,000  is  a  fair 
estimate.  One  must  also  consider  that  during  these  four  years  a 
teacher  forfeits  all  chance  to  earn  a  gainful  salary.  Even  at  an 
average  of  $20  per  week  a  teacher  thus  sacrifices  four  years  of 
earning  power  worth  at  least  $4,000.  After  graduating  from  col- 
lege, and  while  teaching,  a  high  school  teacher  must  continually 
seek  professional  improvement  at  his  own  expense.  No  profes- 
sion is  more  exacting  in  a  financial  way  than  the  profession  of 
High  School  teaching. 

What  are  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  our  Saugus  High  school.

Thus  out  of  a  staff  of  twenty-six  educationally  trained  teachers 
but  three  receive  the  salary  of  a  fireman  or  policeman  in  Saugus. 
I  say  this  with  no  disrespect  to  our  firemen  or  policemen  since  I 
do  not  believe  that  they  are  overpaid.  Such  a  salary  scale,  how- 
ever, for  high  school  teachers  is  certainly  hardly  in  keeping  with 
the  standards  required. 

In  the  interests  of  our  educational  system  and  common  justice 
their  salaries  should  not  be  reduced. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  you,  Mr.  Lambert,  and  the  honorable 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  your  valued  support  and 
generous  cooperation  in  our  high  school.

Report  of  Junior  High  School  Principal 

January  12,  1933. 
Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  submit  for  your  approval  my  seventh 
annual    report  of  the  work    accomplished    in    the    Junior    High 
schools  for  the  year  of  1932. 
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Many  changes  were  instituted  in  the  curriculum,  likewise  the 
personnel.  French,  Latin,  Business  Training,  Civics,  Sewing, 
Manual  Training,  were  dropped  from  the  Junior  High  school 
System.  Club  work  was  stopped  and  Auditorium  curtailed  one 
half.  The  thirty  minute  niglit  session  was  cancelled.  The  alter- 
nate recess  and  study  period  ten  minutes  each,  was  changed  to  a 
single  recess  for  all,  with  spelling  compulsory,  preceding  recess. 
Instead  of  six,  thirty-two  minute  periods  per  day,  we  now  operate 
with  live  forty  minute  periods.  The  start  and  end  of  school  was 
shifted  ahead  five  minutes.      It  is  now  1.05  to  5.05. 

Mechanical  Drawing  was  made  compulsory  for  the  boys  of 
Grade  Eight  only,  and  Freehand  Drawing  for  the  girls  of  Grade 
Eight.  All  pupils  of  Grade  Seven  have  Freehand  Drawing.  In 
October,  Music  was  again  permitted,  one  period  for  Seventh 
grade  class.  The  pupils  of  Grade  Eight,  have  two  classes  to- 
gether in  the  hall,  thus  there  are  eight  Music  periods  per  week 
in  the  Central  Auditorium.  At  the  Christmas  assembly  the  Or- 
chestra played  for  the  first  time.  They  rehearse  on  Wednesday 
evenings  after  5.05,  as  the  hall  is  in  continuous  use  by  the  Senior 
High  in  the  morning. 

The  Faculty  changes  are  briefly  ;  Miss  Kathryn  Staples  to  Sud- 
bury High  school;  Miss  Armstrong  to  the  Sweetser,  teacher  of 
English  7  and  Literature  7  ;  Miss  Morrison  to  Sweetser,  teaching 
Mathematics  7  ;  Miss  Fox  to  the  Central,  this  change  until  Feb- 
ruary, 1933.  Miss  Edwards  was  released  as  Musical  Supervisor, 
her  work  being  carried  on  by  Miss  Gertrude  Hickey.  Mr.  Cun- 
ningham entered  from  the  Senior  High  to  the  Central  Junior 
High  to  teach  English  Eight.  Miss  Sita  Allen  from  the  Central 
to  the  Sweetser,  teaching  Grade  Five  ;  Miss  Douglas  from  Sewing 
to  one  division  of  the  Opportunity  Class,  relocated  in  the  Sewing 
room  of  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  ;  Miss  Willard  from  the 
Sweetser  to  Central,  teaching  Geography  and  Literature.  Miss 
Mabel  Nelson  released  as  Penmanship  supervisor,  to  teach  Geo- 
graphy in  the  Sweetser. 

The  Athletic  teams  made  a  fine  showing  last  Spring,  giving  a 
wealth  of  material  to  the  High  school  squad  for  this  year.  In 
May  an  exhibition  was  held.  It  compared  favorably  with  those 
of  other  years,  and  all  children  who  had  articles  on  hand  showed 
the  value  of  their  training  from  class  work. 

Approximately  250  pupils  were  graduated  June  24,  1932. 
Mr.  T.  Everett  Fairchild  of  Boston  University  was  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  exercises. 

The  opening  of  school  was  delayed  to  September   19,    1932. 
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The  new  Arrangement  of  classes  finally  was  adjusted  so  that  five 
100ms  were  open  for  t86  Grade  Seven  pupils  in  the  Sweetser. 
Font  Grade  Seven  rooms  for  170  pupils  in  the  Central,  and  eight 
Grade  eight  rooms  for  260  pupils  are  in  use  at  the  Central.  It  is 
reasonable  to  expect  that  perhaps  240  of  these  people  will  enter 
the  Senior  High  school  next  Fall,  though  the  new  requirement 
of  four  majors  may  make  some  difference.  The  major  subjects 
are  ;  Literature,  English,  Mathematics  and  Social  Study. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  all  the  handicaps 
under  which  the  Junior  High  works,  it  would  be  well  for  each 
parent  to  note  carefully  his  childs  progress  in  the  school.  Only 
by  vigilance  can  he  feel  secure  that  a  year  of  work  will  be  satis- 
factorily completed.  One  statement  is  positively  correct.  No 
child  can  succeed  without  home  study  each  night  in  each  subject. 
Three  forty  minute  periods  are  all  a  regular  pupil  has  for  study 
in  school  per  week.  Those  who  are  repeating  a  subject  have 
none.  There  is  no  chance  to  come  early  or  to  remain  late  to 
help  those  who  are  unfortunate.  The  Sweetser  Junior  High  is 
operating  on  a  six  period,  long  day,  and  pupils  have  much 
greater  opportunity  for  school  study,  though  they  also  need  home 
study. 

My  thoughts  concerning  truancy,  school  procedure,  etc.  have 
never  changed.  I  believe  the  student  body  has  creditably  shown 
the  result  of  training  by  a  corps  of  teachers  whose  one  thought 
with  me  is  the  pupil. 

The  assistance  of  the  doctors,  nurse,  investigation  officers, 
school  officials  and  others  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  xarry 
along  the  ideal  of  a  good  school,  under  proper  control  at  all 
times  ;  and  to  you  Mr.  Lambert  for  kindly  directing  us  as  a  unit 
toward  a  higher  goal.

Report  of  Art  Supervisor 

Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  pleased  to  offer  my  annual  report  as  teacher 
of  Art  in  the  public  schools  of  Saugus. 

This  work  is  promoted  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Arlene 
Packard. 
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Ait  classes  meet  weekly  in  the  Junior  High  school  and  bi- 
monthly through  the  first  six  grades. 

The  annual  exhibitions  of  work  in  the  grades  were  somewhat 
curtailed  because  of  the  conservation  of  materials.  All  class- 
room work  has  been  so  planned  that  a  minimum  of  materials 
would  be  required.  The  work  of  the  Junior  High  School  was 
shown  at  the  annual  exhibition  in  May. 

An  interesting  competitive  Poppy  Drive  Poster  Contest  in  the 
Junior  High  School,  was  sponsered  by  the  American  Legion 
Auxiliary.  Money  awards  for  merit  in  execution  of  the  art  work 
on  these  posters  were  received  by  Ruth  Bauer,  Kenneth  Babb, 
Betty  Anthony  and  Elmer  Holbrook. 

The  Art  Department  was  most  willing  to  cooperate  with  this 
civic  organization  and  trusts  it  may  be  of  future  service. 

The  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals  awarded  seven  medals  to  Saugus  for  excellency  in 
poster  work  which  was  completed  by  the  children. 

The  Massachusetts  Automobile  Rating  and  Accident  Preven- 
tion Bureau  of  S9  Broad  Street,  Boston,  has  offered  excellent 
safety  material  to  our  schools,  which  has  greatly  aided  in  the 
illustrations  for  the  promotion  of  safety. 

Special  endeavor  has  been  made  to  make  the  art  work  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  curriculum,  and  not  a  subject  set  apart. 

We  regret  the  club  activity  of  the  Junior  High  School  has  been 
discontinued,  but  trust  when  the  opportunity  allows,  it  may  be 
resumed. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  each  member  of  the 
School  Board,  to  you  Mr.  Lambert,  and  to  each  principal  and 
teacher  of  the  School  Department  for  assistance  and  cooperation 
this  past  year.

Report  of  Music  Supervisor 

Mr.  Jesse    W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Music,  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Saugus. 

I  believe  that  every  child  should  have  the  completest  education 
possible,  which  of  course,  includes  music. 
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Did  you  ever  ask  yourself  why  we  study  music  in  school,  when 
we  might  be  spending  the  time  on  arithmetic,  geography  or  his- 

toi\  ; 

There  are  three  main  reasons  for  studying  music,  and  many 
others  of  less  importance.  One  reason  is  that  in  this  way  we  add 
to  our  enjoyment  of  school  life.  The  music  period  brings  a 
pleasant  change,  from  our  other  work.  A  second  reason  is,  that, 
if  we  learn  to  know  some  of  the  most  beautiful  music  in  school 
we  are  going  to  find  greater  joy  in  hearing  it  after  we  leave 
school. 

Only  a  few  of  us  will  earn  our  living  as  professional  musicians 
or  music  teachers,  but  all  through  life  we  shall  be  hearing  music. 
Furthermore  music  is  the  greatest  emotional  safety  valve  for  the 
greatest  number  of  people.     I  mean  good  music. 

Most  people  must  be  educated  to  good  music,  and  unless  we 
build  through  our  children,  a  public  that  demands  good  music, 
good  music  will  die. 

With  the  exception  of  the  High  school  choruses,  all  classes  in 
music  are  being  carried  on,  as  in  former  years. 

Outlines  of  the  work  to  be  covered  are  given  to  all  teachers  in 
Grades  I  to  VI  every  two  months. 

I  visit  each  grade  once  every  month  and  more  often  if  necessity 
demands  it.  The  periods  vary  from  25  minutes  in  Grades  I,  II 
and  III  to  30  or  35  minute  periods  in  Grades  IV,  V  and  VI.  All 
technical  work  is  covered  by  the  end  of  the  sixth  grade. 

There  are  six  toy  orchestras,  one  drum  and  bugle  corps,  and 
three  harmonica  clubs,  to  be  taken  whenever  and  as  often  as  time 
permits. 

An  orchestra  composed  of  pupils  from  Grades  III,  IV,  V  and 

VI  meets  once  a  week,  in  the  Assembly  hall,  at  the  High  school. 

In  the  Sweetser  and  Central  Junior  High  schools,  every  pupil 

has  a  chorus  period  of  40  minutes  each  week.     A  great  many  of 

these  periods  include  two  classes. 

Orchestra  practice  is  also  held  once  each  week  at  these  two 
buildings.  At  the  Sweetser  on  Tuesday  from  two  to  three  o'clock 
and  at  the  Central  on  Wednesday  from  five  to  five  forty-five. 

We  also  have  a  Harmonica  Club  at  the  Sweetser  of  twenty  five 
members.  This  club  meets  each  Thursday  from  two  to  three 
o'clock.  At  present  they  are  preparing  a  concert  in  the  form  of 
an  operetta  which  is  to  be  presented  in  February.  Miss  Mabel 
Nelson  is  in  charge  of  this  operetta  and  I  assist  in  whatever  way 
possible. 

This  year  the  High  School  Band  was  limited  on  account  of  a 
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ruling  passed  by  the  School  Committee,  that  no  Junior  High 
school  students  were  to  lose  any  time  for  practice.  Rehersals 
•re  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  every  Tuesday  from  one  to  two 
k.  During  the  football  season  we  were  allowed  the  use  of 
the  Town  Hall  for  drilling  which  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Harry  Moore  of  East  SaugUS.  Thanksgiving  Day  was  the  only 
football  game  at  which  the  band  appeared. 

The  only  other  musical  unit  at  the  High  School  is  the  orches- 
tra which  meets  each  week  on  Thursday  from  one  to  two  o'clock. 

May  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each 
principal  and  teacher,  to  the  School  Committee  and  to  you  Mr. 
Lambert  for  your  hearty  support  and  cooperation  in  making  this 
a  successful  year.

Report  of  Manual  Training  and  Mechanical 
Drawing  Departments 

Mr.  Jssse    W.   Lambert ,   Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of  the 
Manual  Training  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1932,  and  my  second  report  of  the  Mechanical  Drawing  Depart- 
ment. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  taking 
Manual  Training  was  larger  than  ever  before.  Some  150  pupils 
in  the  seventh  grade  made  a  book  trough,  or  footstool,  and  about 
130  in  the  eighth  grade  made  sewing  cabinets,  book  trough  end 
tables,  and  magazine  end  tables. 

Beginning  in  September  the  Manual  Training  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  was  dropped,  and  one  period  a  week  of  Me- 
chanical Drawing  is  given  in  its  place  to  the  eighth  grade  boys. 
This  is  a  foundation  for  the  Mechanical  Drawing  in  the  High 
School. 

DIVISION  OF    MECHANICAL    DRAWING    IN    THE    HIGH    SCHOOL 

Since  Mechanical  Drawing  is  the  only  trade  subject  now  in 
the  school  which  is  directly  helpful  to  80  per  cent  of  the  pupils 
who  do  not  go  to  college  and  very  essential  to  those  who  do,  I 
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tirmlv  believe  that  the  increase  to  about  eighty  pupils  now  taking 
it  is  a  \erv  good  recommendation  of  its  value. 

Mechanical  Drawing  is  the  only  universal  language,  and  has  a 
definite  educational  value  with  the  following  objectives: 

To  develop  the  power  of  visualization. 

To  strengthen  the  constructive  imagination. 

To  train  in  exactness  in  thought. 

To  teach  how  to  read  and  write  the  language  of  the  industries. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  the  professions  and  trades  which 
should  have  a  background  of  Mechanical  Drawing: 

Architect  Architectural  Draftsman 

Building  Estimating  Wood  Millworking 

Contractor  and  Builder  Electrical  Engineer 

Electric  Wiring  Ship  Building 

Mechanical  Engineer  Mechanical  Draftsman 

Machinist  Toolmaker 

Patternmaker  Pipefitter 

Tinsmith  Bridge  Engineer 

Plumbing  Steam  Engineer 

Civil  Engineer  Surveying  and  Mapping 

Cabinetmaking  Millwright 

Jig  and  Tool  Designing  Inventors 

Bricklayer  Carpenter 
and  many  others. 

The  expenses  of  teaching  Mechanical  Drawing  are  very  small, 
the  instruments  and  equipment  are  used  year  after  year.  The 
only  cost  each  year  is  for  drawing  pencils  and  paper. 

I  have  accumulated  many  models,  and  a  number  of  machines 
and  parts  which  the  advanced  students  use  for  drawing  purposes. 
They  sketch  each  individual  piece,  and  put  on  the  necessary  di- 
mensions, then  they  make  the  working  drawings.  When  all 
parts  have  been  drawn  they  make  the  assembled  drawing  of  the 
entire  machine,  in  this  manner  the  student  gets  practical  shop  ex- 
perience. 

About  the  middle  of  the  second  year  the  students  who  are  par- 
ticularly imterested  in  Architectural  Drafting  continue  along  this 
line.  In  this  course  the  student  is  encouraged  to  draw  plans  of 
his  own  home,  and  to  make  any  desirable  changes  in  them. 

In  the  past  year  a  girl  student  who  contemplated  entering  an 
Art  School  was  told  that  Mechanical  Drawing  would  make  a 
good  background  for  an  Art  course.  So  far  she  has  been  the 
only  girl  student  taking  this  course,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  more 
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who  are  thinking  about  attending  an  Art  school  should  not  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Lambert,  Mr.  Evans,  Mr. 
Young,  and  the  School  Committee  for  their  help  and  interest 
shown  in  the  past  year.

Report  of  School  Nurse

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school 
nurse  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

Number  of  visits  to  schools,  633  ;  home  visits,  252  ;  exclusions 
for  pediculosis,  133.  All  pediculosis  cases  followed  up,  all  cases 
returned.  In  addition  to  home  visits  for  pediculosis,  the  home 
visits  for  other  cases  were  as  follows:  impetigo,  38  ;  colds,  31  ; 
chicken  pox,  23  ;  sore  throat,  13  ;  scarlet  fever,  8  ;  skin  condition, 
6  ;  ear  condition,  4  ;  rash,  7  ;  mumps,  8  ;  heart,  6  ;  headache,  5  ; 
measles,  12  ;  enlarged  tonsils,  8  ;  enlarged  glands,  5  ;  poison  ivy, 
3  ;  sore  eyes,  3  ;  serum  rash,  2;  sick  stomach,  2;  toothache,  5  ; 
infected  foot,  1  ;  whooping  cough,  71  ;  grippe,  7;  tonsilities,  7; 
mentality,  3;  unclean,  14  ;  defective  vision,  11  ;  underweight,  14; 
scabies,  9  ;  German  measles,  3  ;  truancy,  4  ;  sickness  in  family, 
12  ;  home  to  help  mother,  6  ;  nervousness,  2  ;  not  at  home,  14  ;  no 
shoes,  16. 

In  accordance  with  our  usual  routine,  the  children  were  given 
a  physical  examination  during  September  and  October  by  Dr. 
Penny,  Dr.  Davis  and  Dr.  Furbush,  at  which  I  assisted  in  check- 
ing the  physical  record  cards.  Each  child  has  a  physical  record 
card,  as  required  by  the  State,  and  these  cards  are  used  to  show 
the  physical  condition  of  the  children  from  one  year  to  the  next. 

In  November  and  December  I  assisted  Dr.  Davis  in  giving 
toxin  antitoxin  treatment  for  diptheria  prevention  to  279  children. 

The  usual  precautions  have  been  taken  in  caring  for  contagious 
diseases.  When  a  disease  is  reported  and  symptoms  found,  the 
child  is  referred  to  the  school  physician  and  excluded  from  school 
if  necessary. 

Dental  Clinic  is  still  conducted  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  at  the  Cliftondale  school,  at  which  I  assist  Dr.  Beck- 
man,  the  school  dentist. 
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The  usual  tags  were  offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
o(  Public  Health  for  Child  Health  day,  for  teeth,  normal  weight, 
and  posture.  I  n  addition,  children  who  earned  all  three  tags  were 
awarded  badges  through  the  kindness  of  the  School  Committee. 
There  were  350  badges  awarded.  Children  from  the  Cliftondale 
and  Armitage  schools  were  awarded  badges  at  the  Cliftondale 
playground  following  a  health  parade  from  the  schools. 

The  children  in  the  grade  schools  have  been  weighed  and 
measured  four  times  during  the  school  year.  In  this  work  I  am 
assisted  by  Miss  Griffin,  the  physical  training  teacher.  Approx- 
imately 1967  children  were  weighed  and  measured,  of  which 
number  171  were  found  to  be  10  per  cent  underweight  and  57 
were  15  per  cent  underweight.  Milk  has  been  furnished  for  a 
number  of  underweight  children  through  the  kindness  of  teachers 
in  the  various  buildings,  as  well  as,  other  interested  friends. 
Many  of  these  children  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  have  milk. 

I  should  also  mention  at  this  time  the  kindness  of  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Associations,  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  other 
kind-hearted  citizens  of  the  town,  as  well  as  teachers,  in  furnish- 
ing glasses  for  children  with  defective  vision,  medicine,  clothing 
and  shoes,  so  as  to  enable  the  children  to  attend  school. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Lam- 
bert, the  School  Committee,  the  school  physicians  and  the  teach- 
ers, for  the  encouragement  and  cooperation  I  have  received  in  my 
work.

Education  in  the  Elementary  School  of  Saugus,  Mass. 

The  past  year  has  been  most  successful  in  the  progress  of  the 
Physical  Education  program  carried  out  in  the  first  six  grades. 

The  same  principles  of  teaching  as  previously  discussed  are 
carried  forward  in  the  grades. 

A  demonstration  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  schools  was 
held  at  the  Town  Hall,  April  14,  1932;  thus  affording  the  par- 
ents tnc  opportunity  to  view  the  work  of  the  children.     From  the 
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t»alls  for  each  school  were  bought,  as  well  as 
bladderi  for  the  other  halls.  1  would  like  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  all  of  the  teachers  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
and  help  the}  gave  me,  to  make  this  demonstration  a  success, 
and  all  the  pupils  lor  their  loyalty  and  faithful  work. 

Health  tags  were  offered  by  the  Massachushtts  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  Child  Health  Day.  Ta^s  were  given  to  all 
children  having  good  posture,  also  tags  for  theth  and  weight.  If 
a  pupil  re  11   three  tags,  he  was  awarded  a  ribbon  badge 

on  Child  Health  Day,  which  was  held  in  May.  The  Cliftondale 
and  Armitage  Schools  were  awarded  their  badges  by  Mrs. 
Donovan,  the  school  nurse,  following  their  Health  Parade  to  the 
Cliftond.de  Playground.  There  was  keen  competition  in  all  the 
schools  and  there  were  very  few  of  the  children  who  did  not  at 
least  win  one  of  the  t.' 

The  posture  has  greatly  improved  this  year;  for  this  posture 
corrective  work  is  constantly  stressed. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  I  assist  Mis.  Donovan  in  weighing 
and  measuring  all  of  the  children  in  the  grades. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  so  planned,  that  each  child  will 
receive  those  exercises  which  v.  ill  benefit  his  individual  needs. 
Added  equipment  would  greatly  benefit  this  procedure,  but  at 
the  present  time,  the  work  is  plan;  ed  at  a  minimum  of  expense 
to  the  School  Department. 

For  the  assistance  which  the  grade  teachers  have  so  willingly 
offered,  the  interest  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the  encourage- 
ment from  you,  Mr.  Lambert,  1  am  most  appreciative.

Report  of  the  Athletic  Department 

Mr.  Jesse'  W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Athletic 
Department  of  the  Saugus  High  school. 

Physical  Training  was  carried  on  in  the  Senior  High  school 
under  very  crowded  conditions  until  June,  1932.  In  September, 
owing  to  the  increased  enrollment  and  subsequent  over-crowding, 
the  program  was  definitely  curtailed. 
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Last  spring  your  High  school  baseball  team  waged  an  uphill 
fight  to  emerge  at  the  top  of  the  Northeastern  Massachusetts 
Conference  by  defeating  Rockport,  winners  of  the  Class  B  title. 
In  the  Class  A  Division  Saugus  had  previously  vanquished 
Danvers,  Amesbury,  Marblehead,  Newburyport  and  Swampscott. 

In  order  to  permanently  retain  the  baseball  trophy,  emblematic 
of  the  conference  championship  which  is  now  in  possession  of 
Saugus,  it  is  necessary  to  be  a  three  time  winner  of  the  cham- 
pionship. Saugus  High  will  do  its  best  to  gain  a  second  leg  on 
the  cup  in  1933.  However,  four  regular  players  of  that  hard- 
hitting 1932  nine  were  lost  by  graduation  and  the  gaps  to  be 
filled  loom  large  indeed.  The  crack  of  doom  of  John  Melewski's 
war  club,  which  still  resounds  at  Newburyport  and  Danvers, 
will  be  strangely  missing.  John  Nelson,  captain  and  excellent 
catcher;  Harrington  Gates,  fleet  center-fielder  and  Louis  Roveto, 
dependable  third-baseman  were  the  other  graduates.  In  George 
Woodman,  captain-elect  and  stellar  first-baseman  and  Peter 
Buwdowicz,  fast  ball  artist,  Saugus  still  boasts  of  two  of  the 
finest  players  in  this  section.  Edward  Oljey,  second  sacker ; 
Coleman  Doherty,  shortstop ;  Edward  O'Neal,  left-field  and 
George  Pierce,  utility,  are  the  other  regulars  who  will  be  the 
nucleus  of  the  1933  team. 

During  the  past  football  season  Saugus  won  4  games,  lost  4 
and  tied  2.  Saugus  was  victorious  over  Gloucester,  St.  John's 
High  of  Danvers,  Winchester  and  Mission ;  while  losing  to 
Angel  Guardian,  Amesbury,  Whitman  and  Danvers.  Swamp- 
scott and  Walpole  were  tied.  I  will  not  attempt  to  analyse  those 
wins  or  losses  since  to  do  so  might  entail  the  submitting  of 
excuses  and  in  the  best  interests  of  athletics  I  do  not  believe  in 
such  alibis. 

In  1933  Saugus  is  attempting  a  football  schedule  on  which  are 
found  eight  teams  with  superior  equipment,  larger  coaching 
staffs,  larger  squads  and  more  experienced  players,  well  trained 
in  the  football  fundamentals  by  capable  assistants  as  early  as  their 
freshman  year.  Some  of  these  schools  have  sufficient  funds  to 
promote  adequate  spring  training  programs. 

Saugus  High  football  teams  are  competing  under  many  and 
varied  handicaps  as  follows:  (1)  lack  of  funds;  (2)  lack  of  suit- 
able dressing  room  with  lockers  and  sanitary  showers  ;  (3)  lack 
of  gymnasium  and  the  benefits  to  all  sports  derived  therefrom  ; 
(4)  lack  of  an  enclosed  turfed  playing  field  with  the  minor 
injuries  resulting  from  practice  and  play  on  a  hard  surfaced  grid- 
iron ;    (5)    a  schedule  drawn  from  viewpoint  of  monetary  gain? 
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rather  than  based  on  the  capabilities  of  the  squad  that  has  to  play 
the  sanies  ;  (6)  lack  of  pretraining  for  boys  before  becoming 
members  of  varsity  Bquad  (Marblehead  High,  for  example,  has 
separate  football  schedules  for  freshmen,  junior  varsity  and  var- 
sity elevens,  with  enough  men  engaged  in  the  work  to  carry  out 
the  plan  successfully);  (7)  contrast  this  system  to  Saugus : 
1  Bquad,  1  schedule,  1  coach,  no  assistants;  (8)  add  to  all  this 
the  fact  that  ;i  Saugus  boy  must  buy  his  football  shoes  and  you 
can  easily  understand  why  some  of  Saugus  High's  best  football 
material  never  sees  Stack  pole's  Field. 

This  is  not  intended  as  a  tale  of  woe  ;  I  am  merely  stating  facts. 
Other  items  could  be  cited  but  I  do  not  attempt  to  cover  the  en- 
tire subject  for  fear  of  taking  up  too  much  space  and  wearying 
my  readers. 

If  Saugus  High  is  to  compete  in  football  with  other  schools  of 
its  size,  then  we  too  must  provide  pretraining  for  our  boys  before 
becoming  members  of  the  varsity  squad.  The  services  of  an  as- 
sistant football  coach  and  enough  equipment  to  outfit  a  Fresh- 
man or  Sophomore  squad  are  needed.  Thorough  reorganization 
of  the  Athletic  Department  with  all  concerned  pulling  for  the 
best  interests  of  botli  school  and  town  is  the  real  solution. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Doctor  Clark  for  the  gratuitous  ser- 
vice which  he  rendered  our  athletes  during:  the  past  year,  and 
the  Saugus  Lions'  Club  for  their  generous  banquet. 

I  also  feel  very  grateful  toward  you,  Mr  Lambert,  and  Mr. 
Evans  for  your  evident  interest  and  support  of  the  athletic  pro- 
gram.

Report  of  Opportunity  Class 

Mr.  Jesse    H.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Sa ugu s,   Mass. 

Dear  Sir,— I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Op- 
portunity Class  teacher  in  Saugus. 

The  Opportunity  Classes,  which  were  held  in  the  Roby  School 
for  the  past  two  years,  now  occupy  the  basement  rooms  in  the 
Sweetser  Building. 

Last  June  I  promoted  two  boys  to  the  fifth  grade  at  the  Felton 
School  and  one  girl  to  the  sixth  grade  at  the  Armitage. 
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Twelve  new  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  class  this  year  bring- 
ing the  present  membership  up  to  thirty-one.  These  children 
range  in  age  from  eight  to  seventeen  years. 

They  are  graded  as  well  as  possible  into  two  classes,  the 
younger  group  being  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Douglas. 
Miss  Douglas  the  former  Supervisor  of  Sewing  in  the  Junior 
High  School  has  taken  the  place  of  Miss  Vera  Hanson  who 
resigned  last  June  to  be  married. 

In  193 1  and  1932  I  had  an  average  membership  of  12  pupils  as 
compared  with  an  average  of  18  pupils  this  year. 

The  first  Special  Class  in  Saugus  was  established  four  years 
ago.  Since  it  is  a  comparatively  new  type  of  work  many  people 
are  not  familiar  with  its  organization.  For  their  benefit  I  will 
say  a  few  words  in  explanation. 

In  1919  the  Legislature  enacted  a  law  which  requires  special 
classes  in  the  public  schools  of  those  cities  and  towns  where 
there  are  ten  or  more  children  three  or  more  years  mentally  re- 
tarded. 

There  are  at  present  over  six  hundred  special  classes  organized 
in  connection  with  public  school  systems  in  this  State.  These 
classes  enroll  about  ten  thousand  children  who  are  three  or  more 
years  mentally  retarded. 

The  registration  in  a  class  at  any  one  time  is  limited  to  eighteen 
pupils  because  of  the  individual  help  and  attention  required  by 
each  pupil. 

There  is  no  special  pedagogy  for  the  retarded  child.  If  given 
ordinary  school  opportunities  he  seems  to  get  about  all  he  is 
capable  of  getting  in  the  way  of  scholastic  achievements. 

Besides  academic  work  the  Special  Class  Curriculum  includes 
manual  training,  sewing  and  other  hand  work.  Our  exhibition 
of  handwork  last  June  included  rugs,  and  tables,  reed  baskets, 
lamp  shades,  doilies,  pocketbooks,  hot  plate  mats,  book  ends  and 
examples  of  chair  caning, 

Industrial  and  manual  training  does  much  to  give  the  retarded 
child  self-respect  and  furnishes  him  with  interest  and  resource- 
fulness also  prepares  him  to  becomea  useful  and  perhaps  a 
self-supporting  citizen.  These  children  who  succeed  in  life  do 
so  because  they  become  capable  of  doing  worth  while  work  with 
their  hands.  This  is  really  the  end  and  aim  of  all  training  with 
such  children.
